After the war he served as Superintendent in the Royal Engineers telegraph construction party in 
Nigeria, 1903-05. Seconded as Assistant Superintendent of Telegraphs in East Africa, December 1905; served as Assistant Telegraph 
Engineer and Assistant Postmaster General for Uganda in 1912; transferred to the department of the Postmaster General in the Gold 
Coast in 1913 and served as Acting Postmaster General on several occasions. On the outbreak of war he was appointed a Major in the 
13th Battalion Liverpool Regiment. Served in the Gold Coast at Accra as Censor, December 1914-January 1916; was on special military 
service at Palime, Togoland, February 1916. During August 1916-January 1917 was on the headquarters supply staff of the Ministry of 
Munitions. After the war he returned to the Gold Coast as Acting Engineer-in-Chief of the Postal Telegraph Service, November 1923-

He was posted to the 1st 
Battalion Sherwood Foresters on 25 August 1915 on their departure to France. With the 1st Battalion his gallantry in action brought him 
the awards of the D.C.M. and M.M. 

The regimental history records some additional details on his D.C.M. award: 

'On March 4th 1917 at 2 am the 1st Battn. had moved up to the front lines in preparation to attack and if possible capture a ridge 
immediately south of St. Pierre Vaast Wood. At 5.15 am the barrage opened. As our men entered the enemy lines the Germans were 
just emerging from their lines and dug-outs and while the assaulting Battn's went straight on to Pallas Support Trench, our "moppers- 
up" remained behind to clean up. The enemy had however prepared and was still holding several bombing posts and these were the 
main obstacles to overcome, so that there was much hand-to-hand fighting between our men and the Germans. No. 13791 Pte. B. 
Caunt, hearing bombing in the trench near him, at once rushed to the spot and found a small party held up by a strong enemy post, and 
having already lost an Officer and seven men attempting to capture the position. Pte Caunt, realising that the situation was becoming 
serious, pushed his way through his comrades and rushed along to the immediate portion of the trench, although bombs were still 
falling in. Appearing suddenly around the traverse, he took seven Germans there completely by surprise and upon ordering them to 
surrender, they at once complied.' 

Private Caunt was killed in action during the Third Battle of Ypres, 31 July 191 7. Having no known grave, his name is commemorated 
on the Ypres (Menin Gate) Memorial.

Norton Knatchbull was born on 16 January 1834 and was appointed an Ensign in 
the 95th (Derbyshire) Regiment on 29 December 1854. With them he served in 
the Crimea from 16 June 1854, including the siege and fall of Sebastopol, and 
was appointed Lieutenant in March 1855. 

He accompanied the Headquarters Wing to India in June 1857 and served 
throughout the suppression of the Indian Mutiny. Knatchbull was present at the 
siege and capture of Kotah, the re-capture of Chundaree; battle of Kotake Serai, 
the action resulting in the capture of Gwalior; siege and capture of Pounie; and 
the suprise of the rebel camp at Koondrye. He was mentioned in Sir Hugh Rose's 
despatches for assisting in the capture of a howitzer and the turning of it on the 
enemy at the battle before Gwalior. Of him at this period, Colonel Crealock 
afterwards wrote, 'He was 6ft 2ins., as strong as the Wiltshire Downs could make 
him, with a voice like a gong; added to this he was at that time probably the 
fastest runner in the British Army'. And at the final capture of the gun he said, 
'Norton Knatchbull was lying across the breach, panting and white with dust .... 
He was the first of ours in, and it was he who, if I remember rightly, scratched 
"95" on one of the guns with his sword'. 

Knatchbull was promoted Captain in November 1860; appointed Brevet Major in 
December 1873; was promoted Major in July 1875 and retired with the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel in 1881. Colonel Knatchbull died in Bournemouth on 14 
December 1921.

A series of expeditions against the Yao slaver, Makanjira, based on Lake Nyassa, was undertaken by forces led by Commissioner H. H. 
johnston, Captain Maguire and others, during the period 1891 -94. 

Inmid-December 1891, MacGuire received information that two of Makanjira's slaving dhows were to be found in a certain creek off 
the lake. Maguire embarked a small force on to the steamer Domira to confront what was thought to be a small number of slavers. 

The ensuing action at Kisangule, 15-21 December 1891, is described as follows: 

'Maguire set off in the Domira with a few Sepoys. Landing with a small force of 28 men on December 15th he was about to demolish 
the dhows when Makinjira, with 2,000 followers, attacked him and forced his party back to the beach. There he found his boat had 
been wrecked by a storm which had arisen, and the Domira herself in endeavouring to come as close as possible inshore, had stuck on 
a sandbank not far off the beach. 

'After three Sikhs had been killed, Maguire told the others to wade out to the Domira whilst he and a few men as rearguard kept off the 
Yaos with the bayonet. Almost at once he was shot dead, and the European Master and Engineer of the Domira were wounded, but the 
remainder of the Sepoys embarked safely, whereupon they defended the stranded steamer against all comers for three days. 

'Makanjira under a flag of truce then agreed, in return for a ransom - which was paid - to give up the bodies of Maguire and the three 
Sepoys and to assist in refloating the ship; but instead by an act of treachery, he put to death the two remaining unwounded officers, 
the European 1st Engineer and the Parsi Doctor. 

Once again the stranded Domira was besieged, this time for 5 days till at last the Sepoys and Sowars under the direction of the 
wounded 2nd Officer managed to get her off the sandbank into deep water, where she used her 7-pounder with great effect on 
Makanjira's men dancing around their camp fires.' (ref. African General Service Medals, by R. B. Magor). 

The Domira managed to get away, firing into Makajira's men as they went. The casualties for the action amounted to four Europeans 
and nine soldiers killed and two Europeans and nine natives wounded. 

Although the Central Africa Medal was not given for the this action, four I.O.M'.s were awarded, including one to Havildar Nand Singh 
of the 23rd Bengal Infantry. His name is listed in African General Service Medals, by R. B. Magor, where his number is given as '2557'; 
however, he is recorded with his correct number '2558' in Deeds of Valour Performed by Indian Officers and Soldiers, by P. P. Hypher.

Edward Sawyer Crease was born on 15 December 1896 in Santana Honda, in the Republic of Columbia, where his father was 
employed as a Mining Engineer. On going to Canada he enlisted in the 1st Depot Battalion, 2nd Central Ontario Regiment at Toronto 
on 29 August 191 7 and was embarked from Halifax, N.S. aboard the S.S. Scotian , that November. Taken on to the strength of the 116th 
(Ontario County) Battalion, Canadian Infantry, in March 1918, he proceeded to France, where, a few days later he transferred to Lord 
Strathcona's Horse. 

Crease subsequently participated in the final full gallop charge of Lord Strathcona's Horse at Fresnoy on 8 August 1918, an attack that 
was met with heavy machine-gun fire which resulted in one officer and 10 other ranks being killed, and three officers and 45 other 
ranks wounded, Crease being among the latter with a shrapnel wound to his left thigh. Moreover, 122 horses were killed or went 
missing in the charge. 

After recovering from his wound Crease rejoined his unit in September 1918, and was present - as part of the Canadian Cavalry Brigade 
- in heavy fighting during 9-10 October, when they acted as Mounted Infantry, clearing the villages of Montigny, Bertry, Le Fayt and 
Troisvilles. On this occasion, the men of Lord Strathcona's Horse gained eight miles and captured over 400 prisoners and nearly 100 
machine-guns, an advance later described as 'one of the finest in the history of British cavalry'. And in recognition of his bravery during 
this action, Crease was awarded the M.M. 

Discharged in July 1919, Crease enlisted in the Royal North West Mounted Police, stationed at Calgary, attained the rank of Sergeant 
but was invalided in January 1925. He then returned to the Republic of Columbia, where he died in Mariquita Tolima in December 
1976; sold copied service papers and other research. 

Frank Herbert Crease was the younger brother of Edward.

Embarked for England, he first went out to France as a reinforcement to the 1st Canadian Mounted Rifles in October 1916, the unit 
having been badly mauled on the Somme. 

Advanced to Lance-Sergeant, he was among those engaged at Vimy Ridge in April 191 7, where he won his D.C.M. for the above cited 
deeds, prior to being severely gassed on the 26th - he was also mentioned in Haig's Vimy despatch (London Gazette 7 June 1917 
refers). 

Invalided to Canada in March 1918, after months of hospital treatment, he was discharged at the year's end. Fyfe died in April 1939; 
sold with copied service papers.

Charles Francis Hugh Keith Douglas was born at Bridgemouth, England, on 14 
December 1886, and was educated at Christ's Hospital, London. A Rancher by 
occupation, and a member of the 31st (British Columbia) Horse (Militia), he 
enlisted in the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force at Victoria, British 
Douglas - investiture day Columbia, in December 1914. 

An accompanying letter from George Pearkes, who would go on to win the V.C. in the 5th Canadian Mounted Rifles, states: 

'Charlie Douglas and I enlisted in the 2nd C.M.Rs and went overseas early in 1915. When I became the Battalion Bombing Officer, 
Charlie was my Bombing Sergeant. In 1916 I was transferred to another Battalion after being wounded at Ypres. We saw each other 
frequently in 1916-17. Charlie received his commission and was Adjutant of the 2nd C.M.Rs at one time ... Charlie and I were always 
good friends and took part in several raids together'. 

And a glimpse of Pearkes and Douglas at work in the Ypres salient in the summer of 1916 may be found in the history of the 2nd CMR: 

'On the 25th [July 1916], Lieutenant G. R. Pearkes and Sergeant C. K. Douglas located a German listening post in a sap in No Man's 
Land opposite trench 58. Coming back, they filled an ammunition box full of explosive extracted from Bosche bombs, then returned 
and dug it under the listening post; unfortunately, the fuse used was old and defective, so the explosion didn't come off. Nothing 
daunted, however, these two went and tore the listening post down; later, finding it had been strongly rebuilt and wired in, they again 
took the explosive out, this time with a new fuse, dug it in without alarming the German sentries, and blew the whole thing out of 
existence. For this successful and audacious piece of work both were recommended for decorations, but none were granted'. 

Subsequent gallant work carried out by Douglas at Regina Trench in September 1916 no doubt contributed to him receiving a 
commission in the Field that November. The regimental history states of this period: 

'Wonderful work was done by the Battalion bombers, under Sergeant C. K. Douglas, night and day without rest during the whole tour. 
They carried up water, bombs and rations over miles of country often swept by German machine-gun fire and artillery fire'. 

Duly commissioned, he was awarded his M.C. for the above cited deeds in the Vimy Ridge Sector on 20-21 November 1916, the first 
of a series of successful raids mounted by the Canadians in this period. Of the events that night, the regimental history states: 

'On that night, guided by Scout Lance-Corporal G. W. Graham, the raiders, with blackened faces and hands, stole across No Man's 
Land and, at a given signal, threw mats on the wire, and, led by their officers, rushed the German trench. The bombing squads [led by 
Douglas], turning left and right, worked their way on to the objectives set for them, overcoming a stubborn resistance as they went 
bombing dugouts from which the Huns were firing ... As a result of the raid, several dugouts with their occupants were destroyed, many 
Germans were killed in their trenches and one prisoner was taken with valuable identifications secured. This was the first of many 
successful raids put on by the Canadians in the Vimy Ridge Sector, and the Battalion received congratulatory messages from 
Lieutenant-General Sir Julian Byng, Major-General Lipsett, and our Brigade Commander, Brigadier-General Elmsley. Later, General 
Elmsley came, personally thanked each of the raiders and what was still more appreciated, obtained special leave to Blighty for them'. 

Douglas, who did indeed enjoy a spell of leave in early December, remained actively employed in the 2nd C.M.Rs until the War's end, 
gaining advancement to the temporary rank of Captain in October 1917, and appointment as Adjutant in January 1918. He was also 
mentioned in despatches for his part in the final Allied advance (London Gazette 11 July 1919), a period that witnessed a fellow 2nd C. 
M.R. officer, Captain "Jock" MacGregor, win a V.C. at Cambrai in September 1918. 

Discharged back in Canada in October 1919, Douglas, who settled in Guelph, Ontario, returned to uniform in the 1939-45 War, 
serving in Canada as a Captain and Q.M. in the 11th Field Ambulance (R.F.), Royal Canadian Army Medical Corps. He died in May 
1971.

When his Company Commander was 
holding at bay with his revolver the garrison of a machine-gun post, he organised a party of rifle grenadiers and crossed to the officer's 
assistance. Together they rushed the post, wounding three and capturing two prisoners, as well as the gun.' 

William Richard Goodchild was born in Winchester, Hampshire, England, on 14 August 1888, and enlisted in the Canadian Overseas 
Expeditionary Force in November 1914. 

Subsequently allocated to the 4th Canadian Mounted Rifles, he was embarked for France in October 1915, and went on to lend gallant 
and distinguished service as a member of 'B' Squadron, not least in 1918, when he won both of his D.C.Ms for the above cited deeds at 
Boiry and Valenciennes - on the latter occasion, he crossed the Canal du Nord by raft with 15 men, under heavy rifle grenade fire, 
before going to the rescue of Major C. H. McLean. And in the interim he would have shared in the regiment's trials and tribulations on 
the Somme, at Vimy and Hill 70, in addition to Passchendaele. 

Having been advanced to Company Sergeant-Major in the Field in January 1918, he was discharged back in Toronto in March 1919, 
when it was noted he had shrapnel scars on his left arm. He had also spent several months of 1917 in and out of various hospitals 
suffering with trench fever. 

Goodchild died in December 1939 and is buried in Prospect Cemetery, Toronto; sold with copied service papers.

Embarked for France in April 
191 7, he was taken on to the strength of the 4th Canadian Mounted Rifles, in which capacity he suffered gas poisoning on 6 September 
191 7, and later awarded the M.M. Tried and convicted in August 1918 for creating a disturbance in billet, resisting arrest, and making a 
false statement, he nevertheless retained his Sergeant's stripes. Crowe was discharged at Toronto in May 1919 and died in 1961; sold 
with copied service papers.

Walter F. Adams was born in New Malden, England, on 23 April 1892. A Labourer by trade, he enlisted in the Canadian Overseas 
Expeditionary Force at Valcartier in September 1914, stating that he had three years prior service in the East Surrey Regiment. 

Posted to the Royal Canadian Horse Artillery, he was embarked for France in July 1915, where he was wounded on 29 May 1916, and 
again on 9 September of the same year, when hit by shrapnel in the thigh. But he returned to active service and was advanced to 
Bombardier in March 1917 and to Sergeant in March 1918, following which he won his D.C.M. for the above cited deeds at the battle 
of Le Cateau in October of the latter year. On that occasion, the Fort Garry Horse made a spirited charge, closely supported by R.C.H. 
A., who galloped their 13-pounders forward to Gattigny Wood - the last occasion a Horse Artillery unit galloped into action. 

Adams was discharged in July 1919; sold with copied service papers.

Promoted to Corporal in 
January 1916, he was mentioned in despatches by Haig's that summer (London Gazette 15 June 1916 refers). A week or two later, 
however, O'Leary was injured in the left testicle on 6 July 1916 during the Battle of Devil Wood on the Somme. In December he was 
awarded the M.M. - possibly for the battle of Courcelette-Thiepval Ridge - in addition to being advanced to Sergeant. But in April 1918 
he lost his stripes on account inefficiency. Next transferred to the General Depot, Shorncliffe, as 'Surplus, Unfit' in July 1918, O'Leary 
was taken on to the strength of the Canadian Field Artillery at Witley Camp in the following month, and was discharged from the C.E.F. 
in London in January 1919. He died in December 1954; sold with copied service papers.

Tor conspicuous gallantry and determination whilst in support of the attacking 
infantry after the capture of Drocourt-Queant line on 2 September 1918. He 
pushed his battery forward and established an observation post south of the 
windmill on Mount Dury, which was under intense shelling and machine-gun 
fire. Although wounded, he directed his battery with skill and courage 
throughout, dealing effectively with hostile machine-guns and enemy troops in 
the open, remaining on Mount Dury for 18 hours after he was wounded.' 

George Wyman Shearer was born in Montreal on 12 June 1886. A graduate of 
McGill University and an Electrical Engineer by profession, he enlisted in the 
Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force in March 1915, and was appointed to a 
commission in the 27th Battery, Canadian Field Artillery. 

Embarked for England, he went out to France with the 1st Canadian Divisional 
Ammunition Column in June 1916, but was attached to 1st C.F.A. H.Q. in the 
following month, prior to returning to a gunnery course at Shorncliffe at the 
year's end. 

Back on active service with 3rd Brigade, C.F.A., in the new year, he was 
appointed to the temporary rank of Major in March 1917 and wounded at 
Passchendaele that October. He was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 
28 December 191 7 refers). 

Subsequently appointed C.O. of 11th Battery, 3rd Brigade, C.F.A., he was again 
wounded on the occasion of winning his second D.S.O. on the Drocourt-Queant 
line in September 1918, and added two further "mentions" to his accolades 
(.London Gazettes 4 October 1918 and 11 July 1919 refer). He was discharged 
back in Canada in June 1919; sold with copied service papers. 
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'The 3rd Brigade C.F.A. lost a gallant Battery Commander that day [2 September 1918]. After the 12th Field Battery fired 
in the opening barrage, its commander , Major W. B. McTaggart, of Clinton, Ontario, had enjoyed the rare thrill of 
trotting his guns forward a mile or more. Halting the Battery under the crest of Dury Ridge, Major McFaggart rode to the 
top of the ridge to reconnoitre the forward slope and the plain beyond. He was struck down by enemy machine-gun 
bullets, his wound proving fatal. Fhrice before had McTaggart been wounded - twice in 1915 and again in 1917. He 
was twice mentioned in despatches, and in May 1918 he won the D.S.O. during the fighting at Fresnoy'. 

The Gunners of Canada, refers.

'On the afternoon of 3 May 191 7, after the taking of Fresnoy, this officer's battery 
was under heavy shellfire for three hours. Two of his guns were put out of action 
by direct hits and detachments killed or wounded. He increased his rate of fire 
with the remaining guns of his battery and carried on until our infantry had 
consolidated. 

On the afternoon of 13 May 1917, his battery was again very heavily shelled by 
8-inch. One shell hit the dugout and buried him and one of his subalterns for 
four hours. On being released, he immediately started to dig out two of his men 
who had also been buried. 

His gallantry on many occasions has been most conspicuous and his ability as a 
Battery Commander is beyond praise.' 
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William Brodie "Bill" McTaggart was born in Clinton, Ontario, on 19 April 1893, and attended St. Andrew's College, Toronto, prior to 
entering the Royal Military College of Canada in August 1910. Graduating with a Diploma with Honours - and the Duke of 
Connaught's Governor-General's Gold Medal - in June 1913, he commenced his active service career in France with an appointment 
as a Lieutenant in 12th Battery, 3rd Brigade, C.F.A., in February 1915. 

Twice wounded in the same year - namely in October and November - he nonetheless returned to duty on both occasions, although he 
was appointed an A.D.C. to the G.O.C. Reserve Artillery, C.A.C., in England shortly thereafter. Back in France as a newly promoted 
Captain in February 1916, he relinquished his post as A.D.C. that May, and returned to proper active service as a Temporary Major in 
12th Battery, C.F.A., in which capacity he was awarded the D.S.O. for the above cited deeds. 

Seriously wounded in the thigh at Passchendaele on 1 November 1917, and having won a brace of "mentions" in the interim (London 
Gazettes 4 April and 28 December 1917 refer), he was evacuated to the U.K. and thence sent on furlough to Canada, but he once 
more returned to active service in France in April 1918, this time as C.O. of his old battery. But, as cited above, he was mortally 
wounded at Arras on 2 September. 

McTaggart, who was just 25 years old, is buried in Faubourg D'Amiens Cemetery, Arras; sold with copied service record and other 
references.

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty near Mont Eribus, south of Mons, on 10 November 1918. He was on patrol charged 
with the duty of reconnoitring the front and flanks of the advance. Throughout the day he was continually traversing stretches of 
country dominated by enemy observation and swept by machine-gun fire, performing what at times seemed an impossible task with the 
greatest disregard to danger and enabling the Artillery to advance boldly, and take up fresh positions.' 

M.M. London Gazette 18 July 191 7. The original recommendation states: 

'At Farbus on 3 May 1917, for his consistent and courageous good work under heavy shell fire. Owing to casualties amongst the 
signalling staff of his battery, he was called upon to be out repairing telephone lines which were constantly being broken owing to 
heavy shelling. He was on duty for 48 hours without rest. His work in maintaining communications under exceptionally heavy shell fire 
for a long period, was very fine. He set a wonderful example to the Battery H.Q. party of which he was in charge and the good work 
this party rendered the Battery was largely due to Corporal Cagney's influence. He was wounded in the arm during the first half hour of 
the engagement and could easily have gone to the dressing station, but binding up his wound he remained at his post.' 

Bar to M.M. London Gazette 19 March 1918. The original recommendation states: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty during operations at Passchendaele on 6 November 1917. This N.C.O's gun was put 
out of action by hostile shellfire, one man being killed and four wounded. This N.C.O. has at all times displayed a high order of 
courage and persistence in spite of difficulties. The great courage and determination shown by this N.C.O. under the most trying 
circumstances has always been outstanding.' 

Arthur Francis Cagney was born in Montreal on 7 October 1891. A tall man for the age, standing at 6 feet, and a Salesman by 
occupation, he enlisted in the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force in Vancouver in July 1915. 

Embarked for England, he went out to France as a Bombardier in 22nd Battery, Canadian Field Artillery, in January 1916, and won his 
M.M. for the above cited deeds at Farbus on 3 May 1917, on which occasion he was wounded - but remained on duty and was also 
advanced to Sergeant. Again wounded on the occasion he won his second M.M. at Passchendaele in November 1917, Cagney 
proceeded to England shortly afterwards to attend an officer's training course. 

Duly commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in April 1918, he was wounded for a third time on 28 August - by shrapnel in the left leg - but 
once more returned to active duty with 6th Brigade, C.F.A., and added the M.C. to his accolades for the above cited reconnaissance 
work near Mons on the last full day of hostilities. 

Discharged in the rank of Lieutenant at Ottawa in November 1919, Cagney attended McGill University and remained on the strength of 
the Active Militia of Canada, in which capacity he served as a Captain on the home establishment in the 2nd Montreal Regiment, 5th 
Field Battery, 2nd Field Brigade, Royal Canadian Artillery, during the 1939-45 War; sold with copied service papers.

Living in Montreal, where he was employed 
as a Wine Drawer, and having previously served for two years in the 4th (Volunteer) Battalion, Northamptonshire Regiment, and for 
three years in the 13th Royal Regiment in Hamilton, he attested for the C.F.A. at Quebec in September 1914. As part of 5th Battery C.F. 
A., he proceeded to England in October 1914 and was promoted in the Field to Corporal in April 1916, and to Sergeant that June. 
Awarded the M.M. for the above cited deeds on 17-18 August 1917, he was appointed Acting B.Q.M.S. in February 1918 and 
discharged at Quebec in May 1919; sold with copied service papers.

Randolphe Amos Mann was born in Sydney, N.S.W., Australia, on 8 December 1884. A Carpenter by occupation, he enlisted into the 
Canadian Field Artillery in Vancouver in July 1915. Serving with the 6th Howitzer Brigade, C.F.A., he entered France in January 1916, 
but was with 22nd Battery, 6th Brigade, C.F.A., at the time of winning his M.M. at Courcellette on 22 October 1916. Badly burned in 
the process - suffering 2nd degree burns to the head, face and hands - he was treated at No. 13 Stationary Hospital, Boulogne, and then 
at the Military Hospital, Chatham, and the Canadian Convalescent Hopital at Woodcote Park, Epsom, being discharged from the latter 
on 28 February 1917. Later employed at the Canadian School of Gunnery in England, he was demobilised in February 1919; sold with 
copied service papers.

The party was heavily shelled with 
5.9s, the driver was wounded and one of the horses was killed under him. Driver McCauley took charge and sent the wounded man 
under escort to the dressing station, and alone under continued heavy shell fire changed the lead for the wheel horses, and completed 
the trip. Throughout the Brigade was in this area, this man carried on day and night, bringing up supplies over heavily shelled roads 
with great devotion to duty.' 

Charles Edward McCauley was born in Halifax, Nova Scotia, on 7 September 1889. A Printer by occupation, he enlisted in the 
Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force in Halifax in February 1916. 

Embarked for England, he first went out to France as a Driver in the Canadian Field Artillery in July 1916, and was awarded the M.M, 
for the above cited deeds on the Somme that November, while serving in H.Q., 11th Brigade, C.F.A. Accidentally injured in June 1918 
- when he sustained a fractured clavicle - he was evacuated to England, and thence to Canada where he was discharged back at 
Halifax in March 1919; sold with copied service papers.

Brown and the two men 
managed to extricate themselves from the debris and despite the fact that the enemy was still shelling heavily the building, they worked 
until they had rescued the two other men, still buried.

Alexander Brown was born in Dalmuir, Dunbartonshire, Scotland, on 18 August 1890. A Fireman by occupation and a former member 
of the 79th Cameron Highlanders, he enlisted into the 79th (Manitoba) Battalion at Brandon in September 1915. Soon after, however, 
he transferred to the C.F.A., with whom he entered France with the 5th Brigade in January 1916. Serving with the 17th Battery he was 
awarded the M.M. for his rescue efforts in July 1917, while in December 1917 he was gassed during the Battle of Lens and required 
convalescence. He was discharged in May 1919 and died in February 1969; sold with copied service papers.

John Howard McMunn was born in County of Lanark, Canada, on 4 April 1893. A Telephone Man by occupation, he attested for the 
101 st (Winnipeg Light Infantry) Battalion at Winnipeg in March 1916 and arrived in England that July. Entering France in May 1917 he 
was posted to the 3rd Divisional Ammunition Column and then the 10th Brigade C.F.A., gaining his M.M. for the above cited deeds at 
Passchendaele in November 1917. Appointed a Signaller in August 1918, he was discharged at Winnipeg in April 1919; sold with 
copied service papers.

Driver Price was one of the advance party of a large mule train packing ammunition to the Battery Position of the 9th 
Brigade, C.F.A. When just east of Spree Farm the Germans shelled the road very heavily, killing and wounding about twenty men and a 
number of animals of a pack train ahead, which entirely blocked the road. Driver Price the Corporal Edgelland, Drivers Dean and 
Church, acted with great coolness and bravery, securing stretchers and carrying the wounded to the dressing station under heavy shell 
fire.

Brunswick) Battalion at Sussex, N.B., in August 1915, but transferred to the 2nd Canadian Pioneer Battalion in 1916. Awarded the M. 
M. for the above cited deeds in the Passchendaele sector on 30 October 1917, Roy was discharged from the C.E.F. in May 1919, 
returning to Bathurst, N.B. With the renewal of hostilities, he enlisted in the 10th Company, Canadian Forestry Corps, in 1941, serving 
as a Forestry Foreman in Canada and England. Roy returned to Canada and transferred in 1944 to the 19th Company, Veterans Guard 
of Canada, from which he was discharged in August 1945; sold with cloth 'Veterans Guard of Canada' shoulder badge, and copied 
service papers.

A graduate of the Royal Military College of Canada, and a 
Civil Engineer by profession, he was employed by the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway at Nanaimo, British Columbia, supervising a 
number of important projects such as the railway bridge over Fraser River at Fort St. George. He also worked out in China as an 
engineer on the Canton Hankow Railway in 1907-09 - see illustration of a splendid Chinese presentation banner which accompanies 
the Lot. 

Enlisting in the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force in October 1914, he was commissioned in the 72nd Regiment (The Seaforth 
Highlanders of Canada), but on entering France in March 1916, was appointed 2nd-in-command of the 2nd Pioneer Battalion, 
Canadian Engineers. Severely wounded by a shell at St. Eloi that April - in the leg, shoulder and head - he was invalided to England. 

Returning to active duty 10 weeks later, he was awarded the D.S.O. for the above cited deeds and, in December 1916, was appointed 
Assistant Director of Light Railways, Corps of Canadian Railway Troops, in which capacity he remained employed until the War's end, 
adding the C.M.G. to his accolades, in addition the French Legion of Honour (London Gazette 21 August 1919 refers), and Croix de 
Guerre (London Gazette 6 November 1919 refers). He was also twice mentioned in despatches (London Gazettes 4 January and 28 
December 1917 refer). 

Bodwell contracted influenza on his way home to Canada and died on 15 January 1919. He was buried at Mountainview Cemetery, 
Vancouver; sold with the above mentioned Chinese banner, with occasional wear and tear, together with a file of research, including 
copies of award warrants and his service papers.

Serving with the 11th Company 3rd Divisional Engineers, Robertson arrived in 
England in March 1916 and was embarked for France that June, attached to the Canadian Corps No. 2 Signal Company. In May 1917, 
he was transferred to the Canadian Corps H.Q. Signal Company, 3rd Army Troops, and he was advanced to Lance-Corporal in March 
1918. Awarded the M.M. - possibly for services rendered during the Second Battle of Arras on 2-3 September 1918 - he was 
demobilised at Calgary in May 1919.

Embarked for France in February 1915, where he was attached to the 3rd Canadian Field Ambulance as an Ambulance Driver, 
he was wounded by the effects of gas in August 1917. During the horrendous Battle of Passchendaele, as cited above, Dickson was 
awarded the M.M. for his heroic efforts in transporting wounded men during the fighting. He was demobilised in May 1919 and died at 
Calgary in May 1942.

Next 
assigned to No. 1 Stationary Hospital in May 1916, and then to the C.A.M.C. Training School in September 1916, he afterwards served 
at No. 4 General Hospital in Salonika and, later still, at the Canadian Military Hospital at Basingstoke, England. Having then been 
attached to the R.A.F. in April-May 1919, he was demobilised back in Canada that summer.

Wilfred Sillers was born in Homefield, Manitoba, on 15 November 1896. A Farmer by occupation living at Ashern, Manitoba, he 
attested locally for service with the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force in February 1916. Posted to the 108th (Selkirk Manitoba) 
Battalion, he arrived in England in September 1916, and was transferred to the 5th Company C.M.G.C. in March 1917. On active 
service with the unit in France, he was awarded the D.C.M. for gallantry in action and lifesaving. He returned to England in April 1919 
and was discharged in Canada in November 1919; sold with copied service papers.

Frank Archibald Elliott was born in Guildford, Surrey, on 1 May 1895. Employed as an electrician in Toronto, he attested for the 
Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force in December 1915 and was posted to the 123rd (Royal Grenadiers) Battalion, Canadian 
Infantry. Having then arrived in England in August 1916, he was taken on to the strength of the 20th (Central Ontario) Battalion, 
Canadian Infantry, and proceeded to France, where, in March 1918, he was absorbed into the 2nd Battalion, Canadian Machine Gun 
Corps. And it was in this latter capacity that he was awarded the D.C.M. for his bravery in action near Cherissy in August 1918. Elliott 
was discharged back in Toronto in May 1919; sold copied service papers. 


573 A Great War M.M. group of three awarded to Corporal F. McGee, Canadian Machine Gun Corps, who was 
accidentally shot and killed in one of the underground tunnels at Vimy Ridge in April 1917

support the attack. He was absolutely fearless during a severe shelling on 16 September and succeeded in bringing up ammunition and 
water to the guns who were under very trying circumstances.' 

Francis McGee was born in Dixie, Ontario, on 4 May 1892. A Labourer by occupation, serving with the 100th Winnipeg Grenadiers 
and having previously served with 34th Fort Garry Horse, he attested for overseas service with the 78th (Winnipeg Grenadiers) 
Battalion at Winnipeg in July 1915. Arriving in England in October 1915, he transferred to the 7th Company Canadian Machine Gun 
Corps in France in April 1916 and was awarded the M.M. for the above cited deeds during September 1916. 

On 8 April 1917 Corporal McGee was killed - shot through the head when a machine-gun was accidentally fired in an underground 
fort. He was buried in the La Chaudiere Military Cemetery, Vimy, in the Pas de Calais, France; sold with copied service papers 
including those of the court of enquiry.

Finding the 
gun out of action, he attached himself to a crew of the 1 st Canadian Division's M.G. Companies and refused to go out until the action 
was over. When this crew was relieved he assisted them in carrying out their gun equipment before he reported to the dressing station. 
He showed to the men he was an example of the highest bravery and steadfastness throughout.' 

Frank Beal was born in Woolwich, England, on 16 December 1897. A Farmer by occupation, he enlisted in the Canadian Overseas 
Expeditionary Force at Clinton, Saskatchewan, in September 1915. 

Embarked for England, he first went out to France as a member of the 8th Brigade Machine Gun Corps in the 3rd Canadian Division in 
July 1916 and, as cited above, was severely wounded on the occasion of winning his M.M. on the Somme that September. Evacuated 
to England for treatment, he rejoined to active duty in late 1917, as a member the 9th Machine Gun Company, C.M.G.C., and was 
wounded for a second time by a gas shell on 4 September 1918. 

Discharged back in Toronto, Canada, in May 1919. Beal died in October 1976; sold with copied service papers.

George Coops was born in Manchester, Lancashire, England, on 5 October 1891, and arrived in Canada with his family aged 12 years. 
A Clerk by profession, he enlisted in the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force at Regina, Saskatchewan, in July 1915. 

Allocated to the strength of Princess Patricia's Canadian Light Infantry, he went out to France as a member of 3rd Company in 
November 1915, and was twice wounded - namely in January and April 1917, the latter wound in his thigh necessitating his 
evacuation to England. Earlier, in June 1916, he has also been evacuated owing to influenza. 

Rejoining his unit in France as a newly promoted Sergeant in August 1918, he was awarded his M.M. for the final Allied advance and 
was discharged back in Canada in March 1919. He subsequently worked for Imperial Oil at Regina for 37 years, and as a member of 
the City Corps of Commissionaires for 12 years. Coops died in February 1978; sold with original newspaper obituary and some copied 
research. 

George Alexander Coops, son of the above, enlisted in the Royal Canadian Air Force at Regina in April 1941 and was embarked for 
England in March 1942, shortly after qualifying for his Air Observer's Badge. Having then attended an O.T.U., he was posted to No. 50 
Squadron at the year's end, and remained similarly employed, latterly as a Pilot Officer, until April 1943, in which period he would 
have qualified for his Air Crew Europe Star for operations in the unit's Lancasters. Re-embarked for Canada in June 1943, he served for 
the remainder of the War in Flight Control and was released as a Flight Lieutenant in April 1946. 

Coops subsequently joined the R.C.O.C. in April 1951, was awarded the Canadian Forces Decoration (Canadian AO 128-25 of 1958 
refers), and was finally discharged in December 1962; sold with copied service papers.

Wilfred Ormonde White was born in Milton, Ontario, on 13 December 1887, 
and enlisted in the Royal Canadian Regiment July 1905, in which capacity, as a 
Sergeant, he accompanied the regiment's Coronation Contingent to England in 
1911 . 

Mobilised on the outbreak of hostilities, he enlisted in the Canadian Overseas 
Expeditionary Force at Valcartier in September 1914 and was appointed the first 
Regimental Sergeant-Major in the 2nd Battalion, Canadian Infantry. 

Embarked for France in February 1915, he was commissioned as a Lieutenant 
that September, and was advanced to Captain and appointed Adjutant of the 
Battalion in June 1916, shortly after which, on 29 July, he was slightly wounded 
in the left leg and won the M.C. 
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Having then served back in England, he returned to France as a Staff Officer in 5th Canadian Division in early 1917, and was 
appointed Brigade Major to the 14th Canadian Infantry Brigade that March. Once more, however, he returned to England, in order to 
attend a Staff College Course at Cambridge, following which he went back to France as a Staff Captain in the 10th Infantry Brigade in 
September 1918 and was similarly employed at the War's end. 

But further active service beckoned, for in March 1919 he was seconded to the North Russian Expeditionary Force, in which capacity 
he added the D.S.O. to his accolades, in addition to the 2nd Class of the Russian Orders of St. Anne and and St. Stanislaus (Russian 
Army (Northern Region) Command Orders of September 1919 refer), these following his award of the 3rd Class of the St. Anne; copied 
verification included. 

Latterly appointed to the Royal Canadian Regiment, White was finally discharged from the C.E.F. in May 1920, and later settled in 
South Africa, though he was able to attend the Fourth United Russian Dinner in London in June 1936; sold with an extensive file of 
research.

Overseas Expeditionary Force in September 1914. 

Embarked for England, he first went out to France as a Captain in the 2nd Battalion, Canadian Infantry, in April 1915, was advanced to 
Major that August, and was present in the actions at Festubert, Givenchy and Ypres in the same year. But it was for his gallant deeds at 
Mount Sorrel on 6 June 1916 - when he was wounded - that he was awarded his D.S.O. 

Transferring to the 4th Canadian Entrenching Battalion on returning to active service in the following month, he added a mention in 
despatches to his accolades (London Gazette 2 January 191 7 refers), and attained the temporary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. 

Ordered to England in April 1918, and thence re-embarked for Canada, he was discharged at Ottawa in September 1919 and returned 
to his duties as Assistant Deputy Postmaster-General. 

As also verified by accompanying research, he was among those nominated for command of the Governor-General's Foot Guards in 
early 1920, but was not the successful candidate - a bone of contention on Verret's part, who believed his nationality - French- 
Canadian - was the reason behind him being passed over. He died at Saint Anne's Hospital, St. Anne de Bellevue, in September 1926, 
when among the personal effects returned to his family was a 'Decoration (D.S.O.), cased'; sold with extensive copied service papers 
and official correspondence.

(Central Ontario) Battalion that October. Serving with his unit as stretcher-bearer, and awarded the M.M. for the above cited deeds, he 
was discharged back in Toronto in August 1919; sold with copied service papers.

Alexander McLay was born in Glasgow on 26 November 1884. Emigrating to 
Canada, he settled in Prince Albert, Saskatchewan, and was employed as a 
Carpenter. Enlisting in the 53rd (Northern Saskatchewan) Battalion in December 
1914, he sailed for England aboard the S.S. Empress of Britain in March 1915 and 
was posted to the 5th (Western Cavalry) Battalion in France. As part of the 2nd 
Infantry Brigade, 1st Canadian Division, the unit was involved in heavy trench 
fighting on the Douve River near Messines on 17 November 1915, the desperate 
fighting around Ypres ,and the advance to the Hindenburg Line during 1917, 
including the battle of Vimy Ridge that April, for which McLay was awarded the 
M.M. 

Promoted to Corporal in September 1917, he next participated in the 2nd Battle 
of Passchendaele, where he was among 1094 Canadian casualties, himself the 
victim of wounds from a gas shell. In March 1918, he was promoted to Acting 
Sergeant, but during the Battle of Amiens, 8-11 August 1918, when the 5th 
Battalion was on loan to the 3rd Brigade as a reserve unit, he was again 
wounded, suffering shrapnel wounds to his right leg and foot and left arm. He 
was invalided to England and returned to Canada in March 1919, where he was 
discharged as being medically unfit. McLay died at Glasgow in July 1962; sold 
with copied service papers and an original photograph of the recipient, the 
former revealing that McLay was entitled to wear four Blue Service Chevrons and 
Two Gold Casualty Chevrons.

In spite of adverse conditions, he pushed 
forward in the face of heavy machine-gun and rifle fire, and captured and consolidated the objective. His personal courage and 
cheerful determination were splendid examples to his men and largely contributed to the success of the operation.'

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. He displayed great leadership and courage in withdrawing his company from an 
impossible situation under heavy shell fire, thereby saving many lives/

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. During an attack when his senior officer was killed, he took command of the line and 
made a success of the operation by his own personal daring and leadership. The clearness of his messages from the front line allayed 
all anxiety at Headquarters regarding the success of the Battalion.' 

Alec Laurence Saunders was born in Kingston, Ontario. A Financial Broker by profession, he enlisted in the Canadian Overseas 
Expeditionary Force at Valcartier in September 1914, when, owing to his his short stature - 5 feet 3 inches - he was quickly nicknamed 
"Bug". 

Embarked for England, he first went out to France as a Private in the 8th Battalion in February 1915, he was wounded in the shoulder 
during the fighting at St. Julien on 24 April. Commissioned in the temporary rank of Lieutenant in the Field that November, he attended 
a trench mortar course in the new year, and was attached to the 1st - and later the 2nd - Canadian Trench Mortar Battery, in which 
capacity he was advanced to Captain. 

Rejoining the "The Little Black Devils" in February 1917, he went on to win M.Cs for the above cited deeds at Vimy Ridge and Hill 70 
later in the year, following which he returned to England to attend a Senior Officers Course. Back in France by early 1918, he was 
advanced to Major and won his D.S.O. at Amiens that August, when he assumed command of the Battalion after the death of his C.O. - 
the same occasion on which two of his men were awarded the V.C. 

Saunders' remarkable wartime career - from Private to Lieutenant-Colonel - is admirably charted by accompanying copied letters he 
sent home from the front, together with an extensive newspaper feature, from which the following extract has been taken: 

'One foggy morning he was sent out on a reconnaissance to the German trenches [at Vimy] with another officer familiarly dubbed 
"Shorty". As "Bug" and "Shorty" neared the enemy lines a steck of sunlight piercing the fog revealed the two subalterns cautiously 
approaching. The Germans immediately opened fire and "Shorty" was shot through the arm and chest. With characteristic fearlessness 
"Bug" hoisted "Shorty" to his shoulders in the face of a spirited enemy fusillade from rifles and machine-guns. He managed to trudge 
150 yards across No Man's Land into the Canadian trenches with his human burden still reposing on his shoulders. "He was unhurt. 
How he escaped being hit the good Lord only knows," said his major in telling the story, "it is one of the finest and most courageous 
things in the history of the Battalion." For other valorous deeds at Hill 70 Lieutenant Saunders was awarded a Bar to the Military Cross 
and he was also recently decorated with the Distinguished Service Order. The hair-breadth escapes he has had from death would form 
an exciting book in themselves and would almost lead to the conclusion he has a charmed life. His wounds have been more numerous 
than the two gold stripes he wears on his sleeve would indicate, and on one occasion he dumbfounded headquarters by turning up 
alive and well after he had been reported buried by a German "Jack Johnson". ' 

The gallant Saunders, who was also mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 31 December 1918 refers), latterly served in the acting 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, and was discharged back in Winnipeg in May 1919; sold with copied service papers, a typescript of his 
letters, and a copy of the above cited newspaper feature.

Julien, Ypres, on 26 April of the same year - two days after Company Sergeant-Major Frederick Hall had won a posthumous V.C. 

Subsequently interned in Germany, he was moved to Holland in April 1918, and released that November, shortly after which he was 
awarded his M.M. 

Webster was discharged in back in Canada in March 1919 and died in March 1946; sold with copied service papers.

Out in France with the 'Tittle Black Devils" during the 2nd Battle of Ypres, he was wounded on 11 May 1915, suffering gunshot 
wounds to his right shoulder and left foot - added to which, on 22 June 1915, he was listed as 'Previously reported wounded, now 
officially reported wounded & Prisoner of War at Paderborn'. Moreover, Shannon was was listed as 'now escaped' on 28 July 1918, 
and duly awarded the M.M. He was discharged medically unfit at Winnipeg in November 1918; sold with copied service record that 
confirms active service in France and Belgium for 3 months, and 39 months as a P.O.W. in Germany.

Jason G. Smart was born in Shawville on 23 December 1897 and attested for service at Edmonton in September 1915. Serving with the 
'10th Canadians' out in France, he was awarded the M.M. for the above cited deeds in August 191 7, when he was severely wounded. 
Returning to active duty in November 191 7, he died of gunshot wounds to his thigh and chest on 4 September 191 8, and was buried in 
the Aubigny Communal Cemetery Extension. Smart was the son of Alexander S. and Rachel Smart of Edmonton, Alberta; sold with 
copied service papers.

Embarked for England, he was taken onto the strength of the '10th Canadians' in France in August 1915, and was subsequently present 
in the costly operations on Thiepval Ridge on the Somme in September-October 191 6, in addition to the battles for Ancre Heights and 
Regina Trench, the same period in which he won his M.M. 

During later operations he sprained his left knee and was admitted to No. 39 General Hospital, Le Havre, thereby missing the action 
around Vimy Ridge, but he was back on active service by May 1917, gaining advancement to Lance-Corporal on the 28th of that 
month, and to Corporal in October 191 7, shortly before the commencement of the battle of Passchendaele - on 10 November 191 7 the 
"Fighting Tenth" advanced from Brigade Reserves, took over the whole of 2nd Brigade's front, and advanced the line to the final 
objective, taking Hill 52 despite 'horrific battle field conditions and considerable confusion'. Sadly it was during this period of carnage 
that Corporal Flynn fell in action - originally reported 'Missing', it was later ascertained that he had been hit by a shell and killed. No 
body was recovered and his name is commemorated on the Ypres (Menin Gate) Memorial. Flynn was one of the 33 dead, 104 
wounded and 1 7 missing from his unit during the bloody fighting at Passchendaele.

1916, arrived in England aboard the Mauretania in November 1916, and proceeded to France in May 1917, where he joined the '10th 
Canadians'. 

In October 191 7 he developed a hernia after digging trenches and attempting to lift a 60lb. shell and was invalided back to England for 
treatment. And, on account of his age and general debility, he was returned to Canada in February 1918, when he was discharged as 
medically unfit. He died on 20 February 1948; sold with copied service papers.

George Alexander Frame was born in Durness, Laing, Sutherlandshire, on 24 October 1891. Moving to Canada, where he became a 
Farmer near Winnipeg, he enlisted in the Local Canadian Militia, the 90th Winnipeg Rifles and with war declared was mobilised in 
September 1914. Subsequently transferred to the '10th Canadians', he entered France in March 1915. 

On 23 May 1915, during the battle of Festubert, Frame was wounded by shrapnel in the lower right leg and was taken prisoner - one of 
two officers and 26 other ranks of the Battalion to be captured, which lost 1 8 officers and 250 men in that hard fought battle. 

Frame was held prisoner at the Marine Kriegslagerette Brugge and treated at the former Catholic Monastery at Paderborn before being 
sent to Kriegslagerette Munster and Stammlager Friedrichsfeld-bei-Wessel. After being interned in Holland in June 1918, he was 
repatriated to England on 18 November 1918. Then attached to the 21st Canadian Reserve Battalion, he married Mary Ellen Gilchrist 
Steele in Lanark in January 1919, prior to returning to Canada that March. He died in Minnipeg in May 1956; sold with copied service 
papers.

Buried in the Nine Elms Military Cemetery, Thelus. he was 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Simon Foster, of 833 Athabasca Street East, Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan; sold with copied service and other 
papers.

'His Majesty the King has been graciously pleased to approve the award of the Military Medal to the undermentioned Warrant Officers 
and Non-Commissioned Officers and men for bravery in the Field, whose services have been brought to notice in accordance of the 
terms of Army Order 193 of 1919. To be dated 5 May 1919, unless otherwise stated'. 


Charles Bruce "Pits" Pitblado was born at Fredericton, New Brunswick, on 25 November 1892, and attended the Royal Military 
College of Canada from 1910-14, where he excelled in all things aquatic, and graduated in May of the latter year. 

Appointed a Lieutenant in the Royal Highlanders of Canada in June 1914, he proceeded to France with the re-designated 13th 
Battalion, Canadian Infantry, in January 1915, and won the M.C. for his gallantry at Ypres on 24-25 April 1915, when the Germans 
unleashed their first major chlorine gas attack. Beyond Courage , by George Cassar, takes up the story: 

'Three of the four companies of the 13th fell back in good order despite German artillery fire, described by one eyewitness as 
'absolutely hellish in its accuracy'. The far right company under the redoubtable McCuaig was not nearly as fortunate. Now badly 
exposed and reduced to three officers and 40 men it stood no chance of getting out unscathed. 

The moment McCuaig gave the signal the men dashed backward toward the nearest cover, about 50 yards away. Only a few managed 
to scramble to safety. The Germans who had been expecting the move, swept the open ground with intense rifle and machine-gun fire, 
cutting down most of the Highlanders before they had covered half the distance. It was then that Lieutenant Pitblado showed 
exceptional courage in carrying Captain Whitehead, second-in-command, who had been mortally wounded and was delirious. 
Whitehead collapsed into unconsciousness and Pitblado was compelled to abandon him after being hit in the knee. As he struggled on 
he came face to face with McCuaig and the two men saw to the retirement of the remnant of the company. McCuaig's report, written 
after the war, described what followed: 

'We were going back together when I was wounded in the knee but was able to proceed. I was shortly after shot through both legs and 
rendered helpless. Pitblado in spite of my protests refused to leave me and bandaged up the wounds in my leg under a very heavy fire. 
He was then wounded a second time in the leg, which finished his chances of getting away. I was subsequently wounded four more 
times while lying on the ground. We both remained there until picked up by the Germans an hour or two later. Their firing line passed 
us about ten minutes after we had been wounded.' 

For McCuaig and Pitblado the war was over. The courage and devotion to duty shown by these two men throughout the engagement 
were later acknowledged when they received respectively the Distinguished Service Order and the Military Cross.' 

Interned in Germany, and from March 1918 in Holland, Pitblado was repatriated at the War's end. 

He remained in the Royal Highlanders of Canada after the War and retired as a Captain in 1937, though he afterwards held 
appointments in the Canadian Provost Corps and Veterans Guard of Canada during the period 1940-42. 

A kind-hearted and generous man, but possessed of a stubbornness likened to the the Rock of Gibraltar, he died in Montreal in 
February 1974.

Norman MacLeod MacLean was born in Inverness, Scotland, on 10 March 1891. A Bank Clerk by occupation, he enlisted in the 
Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force at Valcartier in September 1914 - when he stated that he had previous service of four years in 
the 4th Battalion, Cameron Highlanders. 

Embarked for England, he went out to France in February 1915, was present at the unit's baptism of fire in the 2nd Battle of Ypres - 
when the Germans used chlorine gas for the first time - and was commissioned in the Field that June. 

Severely wounded in the right leg by shellfire at Ypres on 24 January 1916, he returned to duty, only to be wounded again that June - in 
the thigh - when a shell exploded above his dug out on 29th. Having then once more returned to an operational footing, as a Company 
C.O. in the temporary rank of Captain, he was wounded in the neck at Vimy Ridge on 9 April 191 7. 

Finally, on 8 August 1918, he was killed in action, a costly day in the history of the Royal Highlanders of Canada and one in which two 
of their number won V.Cs. 

MacLean was 27 years old and the son of Roderick and Isabella Maclean of Clifton Lodge, Inverness, who suffered the loss of two other 
sons in the same conflict. He is buried in Hangard Wood British Cemetery; sold with copied service papers.

Battalion, who was killed in action on Vimy Ridge on 8 April 1917

William Charles Hawkings was born in Wellington, Somerset, on 30 June 1881. A Teamster by occupation and a member of the Royal 
Highlanders of Canada, he attested for overseas service at Valcartier in September 1914. Serving with the 13th Battalion (Royal 
Highlanders of Canada), he was wounded on 20 April 1916 - suffering a shell contusion to back and shell shock, for which he was in 
hospital for 40 days. Rejoining his unit, he was killed in action the day before the attack on Vimy Ridge on 8 April 1917. Having no 
known grave, his name was commemorated on the Vimy Memorial. He was the son of the late James and Charlotte Hawkings and 
husband of Minnie Augusta Clara Hawkings, of 28 Eastbourne Road, Taunton; sold with copied service papers.

Battalion at Windsor, Ontario, in November 1915. Proceeding to England and thence to France, he served with the 14th Canadian 
Infantry and was awarded the M.M. in respect of the above cited deeds at Vimy Ridge in April 191 7. That November, however, he was 
admitted to hospital suffering from shell gas poisoning and was invalided to England and thence Canada; sold with copied service 
papers.

Battalion. Suffering a gunshot wound to his right ear on 9 July 1915, he was attached to the 35th T.H. Battery that August, and to a 
Trench Mortar Battery in April 1916. And it was in this latter capacity that he was twice more wounded - by a gas shell on 24 February 
1918 and by gunshot wounds to left shoulder and arm on 27 September 1918, as a result of which he was invalided to England. 
Awarded the M.M. (London Gazette 24 January 1919 refers), he was demobilised in January 1919; sold with copied service papers. 
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629 A Canadian Memorial Cross awarded in remembrance of Private A. Labrie, 16th (Canadian Scottish) Battalion, who 
was killed in action at the battle of the Drocourt-Queant on 2 September 1918

Arthur Labrie was born in Rimouski, Quebec, on 22 September 1877. A Bar Tender by occupation, he enlisted into the 77th Battalion 
at Ottawa in August 1915, but was serving in the 16th (Canadian Scottish) Battalion when he was killed in action on 2 September 
1918, during the battle of the Drocourt-Queant Line. He was buried in the Sun Quarry Cemetery, Cherisy; sold with a copied 
photograph of the recipient and copied service papers. 


630 A Canadian Memorial Cross awarded in remembrance of Sergeant W. J. Minnis, 16th (Canadian Scottish) Battalion, 
who, having been severely wounded with the Royal Inniskilling Dragoons on 31 October 1914, re-enlisted in the C.E.

William James Minnis was born in Belfast on 24 November 1879. Having then served for a year with the 186th Imperial Yeomanry, he 
enlisted Royal Inniskilling Dragoons and was serving in that capacity when wounded on 31 October 1914 - a bullet entered the back of 
the neck and exited through his left cheek, a wound that clearly necessitated his discharge. 

Notwithstanding this horrific injury, Minnis re-enlisted into the 226th (Men o' the North) Battalion at Portage la Prairie on 7 March 
1916 and, serving with the 16th (Canadian Scottish) Battalion, he was killed in action on 1 October 1918 during the battle of the 
Marcoing Line. He was buried in the Sancourt British Cemetery; sold with copied service papers.

He kept his Platoon well together 
and carried them forward to their final objective with light casualty. His example of bravery and coolness greatly encouraged the men. 
The success of the Platoon was directly due to his courage and leadership.' 

Clarence William Cook was born in Little Current, Ontario, on 4 January 1894. A Machinist by occupation and a member of the 44th 
Lincoln and Welland Regiment of Militia, he attested for the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force at Welland in July 1915 - 
originally posted to the 76th Battalion, he joined the the 18th (Western Ontario) Battalion out in France in July 1916. 

Thereafter, Cook led a charmed life, and survived being wounded on three occasions, namely in January 1917 on the Hindenburg Line 
- 'severe shrapnel wound to abdomen'; in July 1917 in the Ypres salient - 'severe shrapnel wound to right thigh', and in September 
1918, during the 2nd Battle of Arras - 'gunshot wounds passing through right shoulder'. 

Cook's M.M. was awarded for bravery during actions along the Arras-Cambrai road on 1 September 191 8, and the Bar to his award for 
his leadership in the attack on the village of Visen-Artois on the 25th of the same month. Dischraged back in Canada in 1919, he died 
in Thunder Bay, Ontario, in May 1970.

Battalion in October 1916, he served in the unit's Trench Mortar Battery and was severely wounded - struck in both legs by shrapnel - 
during the Battle of Amiens on 13 August 1918, winning his M.M. on the same occasion. 

Invalided back to Canada in April 1919, he was discharged as medically unfit at Toronto in the following month. Dove, whose right leg 
refused to heal properly and was eventually amputated, returned to his old home town in England, where he died in December 1969; 
sold with copied service papers.

He was commissioned as a Lieutenant with the 21st Reserve Battalion in March 1917; sold with copied service 
papers.

Frederick Charles Bennett was born in Brighton, Sussex, on 19 January 1885. A Prospector working in Northern Alberta, he enlisted 
into the 31st (Alberta) Battalion at Edmonton in November 1914, and first entered France in September 1915, where he won his first M. 
M. for the above cited deeds at Hooge in June 1916, and a Bar for his gallantry at Vimy in April 191 7.

Michael Maloney was born in Genoa, Italy, in December 1897, the son of Celistine Milone and Mary Celestino, and later assumed the 
surname of Maloney. As verified by subsequent official correspondence, he denied all knowledge of his parents and a brother who was 
resident in the U.S.A., so here no doubt an unhappy chapter in his life that led to his arrival in Canada. 

Employed as a Farm Labourer at Cardinal, Ontario, he enlisted in the Canadian Expeditionary Force at Brockville in February 1916 and 
was embarked for England in October of the same year. Allocated to the strength of the 38th Battalion, Canadian Infantry, he saw 
action out in France from June 1917, and was awarded the D.C.M. for the above cited deeds near Rosieres in August 1918 this the 
same month in which fellow battalion member Private Claude "Red" Nunney won the V.C. in the Drocourt-Queant sector. 

Discharged back in Canada in June 1919, Maloney enlisted in the Royal Canadian Dragoons in September of the same year, and 
remained similarly employed until taking his discharge at Niagara Camp, Ontario, in September 1924, the same month in which he 
entered the Permanent Force of Canada with an appointment in the Royal Canadian Regiment. And he was similarly employed in the 
rank of Corporal at the renewal of hostilities in September 1939. 

Once more embarked for England - in January 1940 - Maloney served out in France for a few days in June 1940 and was otherwise 
employed in England until June 1943, when he returned to Canada. He had meanwhile been awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal (Canada 
Gazette 13 December 1941 refers). 

Finally discharged in the rank of Sergeant in September 1947, Maloney was awarded the Canadian Forces Decoration ( Canadian A.O. 
226 of 16 April 1951 refers), and died at Scarborough, Toronto, in November 1972; sold with multiple copied service papers.

While he was doing this the casualty was hit three times by 
machine-gun bullets, and a Corporal who ran out to them was killed. He showed throughout the highest devotion to duty.'

John Joseph Kiely was born in Antigonish, Nova Scotia, on 3 March 1896. Employed as a Railway Trackman, he enlisted locally into 
the 193rd (Nova Scotia Highlanders) at Antigonsh in April 1916. Entering France in December 1916, where he was taken on to the 
strength of the 42nd (Royal Highlanders of Canada) Battalion, he won the M.M. and D.C.M., regimental records stating of the latter 
award: 

'The men in his platoon say that he carried on when it seemed almost impossible for him not to be killed. In an operation in which all 
men displayed the greatest bravery, this man's utter fearlessness and devotion to duty stood out pre-eminently.' 

Despite regularly courting death, Kiely escaped the war physically unscathed and was demobilised at Halifax, Nova Scotia, in March 
1919; sold with copied service papers and other research.

1916. Buried in the Contay British Cemetery, he was the son of William and Charlotte Marsh, of Manchester; sold with copied service 
papers.

George Grandbois was a Metis born in Red Lake Falls, Minnisota, U.S.A., on 1 February 1885. Employed as a Farmer, living at Ruddell, 
Saskatchewan, and serving with the Cameron Highlanders of Canada Militia, he enlisted in the 179th (Cameron Highlanders of 
Canada) Battalion at Winnipeg in May 1916. 

Proceeding overseas he transferred to the 43rd (Cameron Highlanders of Canada) Battalion, trained as a Scout, and carried out most 
hazardous work during a number of serious actions in which his unit became engaged, the worst of them being the Battle of 
Passchendaele in October-November 1917. The 43rd Battalion and the 4th Canadian Mounted Rifles were the assaulting battalions 
from Ravebeek and, having cleared out the Bellevue pillboxes, came under intense artillery fire and were compelled to fall back - the 
same occasion on which Lieutenant Robert Shankland of the 43rd won his Victoria Cross. 

For his own part, Grandbois won his M.M. during the battles through the Hindenburg Line to Cambrai, when the 43rd and 52nd 
Battalions overran their objectives and captured 350 prisoners - heavy machine-gun fire forced the Battalions to dig-in and a German 
counter-attack drove the advanced posts back but the main line held. 

Discharged from the C.E.F. at Winnipeg, his intended place of residence was stated to be Maymont, Saskatchewan. He died at 
Vancouver in June 1963; sold with copied service papers and genealogical details.

Robert Whitehead was born in Tillicoultry, Clackmananshire, Scotland, on 22 December 1886. A Cook by occupation, he attested for 
the 43rd (Cameron Highlanders of Canada) Battalion at Winnipeg in March 1915 and arrived in England that June. 

Entering the French theatre of war in February 1916, he was buried by a shell explosion and suffered a shrapnel wound to the left heel 
on 20 September of the same year.

Andrew McRobb was born in Hawick, Scotland. Living at Drinkwater, Saskatchewan, and a Farmer by occupation, he enlisted into the 
144th (Winnipeg Rifles) Battalion at Winnipeg in November 1915. Arriving in England in September 1916, he was taken on to the 
strength of the 44th (Manitoba) Battalion, Canadian Infantry, in France in March 1917, and was soon in action, winning his M.M. 
during an attack on the Pimple, a German stronghold, during the Battle of Vimy Ridge on 12 April 191 7. 

During the operations in the Souchez-Avion Sector-Lens Area, the 44th Battalion attacked La Coulotte at midnight, 2-3 June 1917. The 
3rd and 44th Battalions encountered heavy fighting and having achieved their objectives, could not hold them and were forced back to 
their start line. McRobb was seriously wounded in the action, being struck by shrapnel and suffering a compound fracture to the right 
ulna and left femur. The intensity of the shell explosion also resulted in 'obstructive deafness left ear due to destroyed membrane' and 
nasal structure injury. He subsequently spent 15 months in various hospitals receiving treatment and was discharged as medically unfit 
in December 1918. 

McRobb died in September 1951 and was buried in Brookside Cemetery, Winnipeg, Manitoba.

Arriving in England in April 1916, he was 
transferred to the 44th (Manitoba) Battalion and proceeded to France. Awarded the M.M., he was killed in action on 27 September

Burrows was the son of William John and Margaret Burrows, of 300 Inkster Boulevard, Winnipeg, Manitoba; sold with copied service 
papers and a modern photograph of his headstone.

Frederick Osman King was born in Hungerford, Berkshire, England, on 4 November 1879 and, in a military career spanning 12 years, 
witnessed active service as a Gunner in 'P' Battery, Royal Horse Artillery, during the Boer War. 

'P' Battery was employed on the lines of communication for a time, then took part in the rush to Kimberley and in General French's 
other operations up to the occupation of Pretoria. 'G' and then accompanied Broadwood in the ride from Kimberley to Koodoesrand 
Drift, and the first shell which fell among the wagons in the drift and spread consternation through Cronje's Commandos was fired by 
'P' Battery. Next engaged under Clements in the action at Nooitgedacht 13 December 1900, the Battery helped to avert a total disaster 
by getting away its guns, though under very difficult circumstances, and was afterwards actively employed under Cunningham and 
French driving the Boers out of that district. Two guns were also engaged with Rawlinson in Western Transvaal, so, too, under Colonel 
Hickie in the same region. 

Emigrating to Canada, he found employment as a Fireman at Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, where he enlisited in the Canadian Overseas 
Expeditionary Force in May 1916. 

Originally commissioned in the 65th Battalion, he was allocated to the 44th (Manitoba) Battalion out in France in August 1916, where 
he was twice wounded - namely at Courcelette on the Somme on 25 October of the same year, when he was hit by a bullet in the left 
thigh, and on 10 August 1918, when he received another bullet wound in the thigh, this time being evacuated to England. 

He was discharged in the acting rank of Captain back in Ottawa in November 1919; sold with copied service papers.

Embarked for England, he first went out to France in the 46th Battalion, Canadian Infantry, in December 1916, and was wounded in the 
back at Vimy Ridge on 9 April 191 7. Rejoining his comrades in the "Suicide Battalion" in the following month, he went on to win the 
M.M. for the above cited deeds at Oppy in July 1918, but was wounded for a second time on 1 October, this time seriously so - 
suffering multiple wounds and the loss of his left arm. He was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 31 December 1918 refers).

Robert Benjamin Clarke was born in Norwich, Norfolk. Living in Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, and a Blacksmith by occupation, he 
enlisted into the 65th (Saskatchewan) Battalion. Proceeding to England then France he transferred to the 46th (South Saskatchewan) 
Battalion and, as an Acting Corporal, was awarded the M.M. in August 1917 for his reconnaissance work during the Battle of Hill 70. 
Clarke was killed in action on 20 October 1917 just prior to the Battle of Passchendaele. Having no known grave, his name is 
commemorated on the Ypres (Menin Gate) Memorial. He was the son of Mrs. H. Clarke, of 27 Sutton Road, Newport, Monmouthshire, 
and the husband of Mrs. Stella Clarke, of Whittlemore Place, Providence, Rhode Island, U.S.A.; sold with copied service papers.

As a Student at the University of Alberta, he enlisted into the 196th (Western 
Universities) Battalion at Edmonton in April 1916, and went out to France with the 46th (South Saskatchewan) Battalion - the Battalion 
being better known as the 'Suicide Battalion' due to the enormous losses it suffered. The 46th fought hard at the battle of Vimy Ridge, 
where Birch was killed in action on 12 April 1917 in the attack on Hill 145 The Pimple', the relevant official casualty report stating, 
This soldier was hit on the head by a piece of enemy shrapnel and instantly killed.' Having no known grave, his name is 
commemorated on the Vimy Memorial. He was the son of Joseph John and Amy Selina Birch, of Strathcona, Alberta; sold with copied 
service papers.

Robert Drape Williams was born in Moffat, Scotland, in 1887, and worked in the Harvison Shipping Co. before moving to Canada in 
1910. Articled to a law firm in Vancouver on the outbreak of hostilities, he enlisted in the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force in 
February 1915 - when he stated that he had previous service of two years in the Liverpool Scottish (Territorials) and was a Lieutenant in 
the Duke of Connaught's Rifles (Militia). Embarked for England, Williams went out to France with the 47th Battalion, Canadian Infantry, 
in July 191 7, quickly saw action at Hill 70 and remained similarly employed until wounded in the elbow that September, when he was 
evacuated to England. Subsequently employed in the 1st Canadian Reserve, he transferred to the British Army with an appointment in 
the Royal Engineers, and witnessed further action out in Mesopotamia, initially on the lines of communication but latterly on 
attachment to the Indian Army, as Assistant Director Port Traffic at Basra, in which latter capacity he was awarded the M.B.E. He was 
also briefly employed in India in September 1919. Transferred to the 1st British Columbia Regiment after his return to Canada in 1920, 
he was placed on the Retired List as a Lieutenant-Colonel in May 1923, while in the 1939-45 War he rose to the command of the 2nd 
(Reserve) Battalion of the Regiment. He died in January 1969; sold with copied service papers.

Benjamin Hill was born in Birmingham, Staffordshire, on 16 November 1895. Living in Victoria, British Columbia and employed as a 
Fitter and Turner, he enlisted into the 50th (Calgary) Battalion at Victoria in May 1917 - using the alias 'John Henry Jackson'. Hill 
arrived in England in June 1917 aboard the S.S. Olympic and was transferred to the 16th Reserve Battalion and thence the 47th 
(Western Ontario) Battalion and entered France on 18 October 1917. Having then officially acknowledged that he had enlisted under 
an alias in March 1918, and that his true name was Benjamin Hill, he was killed in action at the Battle of the Selle on 20 October 
1918. His bravery in action during that battle also earned him a posthumous M.M. and promotion to Sergeant, official records stating: 

'He was in charge of the Lewis Gun Section of 'D' Company during operations in the vicinity of Wavrechain on the morning of 20 
October 1918, and while pushing forward with his Section on the outskirts of Demain he was hit and instantly killed by a bullet from 
an enemy sniper's rifle.' 

Aged 21 at the time of his death, Hill was buried in the Denain Communal Cemetery. He was the son of Mr. J. H. and Mrs. H. E. Hill, 
of 92 Wattville Road, Handsworth, Birmingham; sold with copied service papers.

Herbert Clement Saunders was born in Kingston, Ontario, on 5 August 1885. A Civil Engineer by profession, he enlisted in the 
Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force in June 1915, and was originally posted to the 72nd Battalion, Canadian Infantry (The Seaforth 
Highlanders of Canada). 

Subsequently transferred to the 47th (British Columbia) Battalion, and advanced to Sergeant in England in April 1916, he went out to 
France that August, but was invalided back to England at the year's end, suffering from influenza and general debility. Returning to his 
unit in the Field in the summer of 191 7, he went on to win the M.M., while in January 1918 he was commissioned as a Lieutenant in 
the British Columbia Regiment. 

However, two months later he transferred to the Royal Flying Corps, and was posted to No. 46 Squadron in August 1918, in which 
capacity he was posted 'missing', later confirmed as killed in action, on the 16th of the following month - when his Sopwith Camel was 
seen to go down in flames after a combat over Hesbecourt.

'On 31 March 191 7, in front of Souchez, this N.C.O. was in charge of a section of 'B' Platoon of "A" Party, and was allotted the task of 
mopping up a certain portion of the German trenches. He carried out this task in the most thorough manner and his party obtained two 
prisoners. At the time for the signal for return, his Officer was killed, and his Platoon Sergeant wounded. He took charge of the Platoon 
and personally saw that it got clear of the German trenches and took its wounded men with it. He assisted in this himself, and carried 
back the body of his dead Officer.' 

Gibson Chisholm Scott was born in Hawick, Scotland, on 5 April 1889. An Engineer by occupation and a member of the Militia and 
former member of the 101st Edmonton Fusiliers, he enlisted into the 47th (British Columbia) Battalion at Vernon, B.C., in June 1915. 
With the unit he entered England in November 1915 and France in August 1916. Awarded the M.M. for leadership in action at 
Souchez on 31 March 191 7, he was advanced to Sergeant in June of the same year. Discharged at Calgary in February 1919, Scott died 
at Calgary in July 1975; sold with copied service papers.

Embarked for France that October, he was killed 
in action in the trenches near Ypres on 7 April 1916, and was buried in the Menin Road South Military Cemetery; sold with copied 
service papers and other references. 

William Clawson was born in Belfast, Northern Ireland, on 14 June 1886. A Carpenter by occupation, he enlisted in the 10th Battalion, 
Canadian Infantry, in September 1914 and, as part of the First Canadian Contingent, proceeded to England in October 1914. It would 
seem that William used the C.E.F. as a means of transportation, as soon after arriving, he went absent and in January 1915, after a court 
of inquiry, he was declared a deserter.However, soon after parting company with the C.E.F., he enlisted into the Royal Engineers as 
'William Hunter', using his mother's maiden name to cover his tracks. Serving in France with the 122nd Field Company, R.E., he 
proved anything but a deserter and was awarded the M.M. (London Gazette 14 December 1915 refers). Sadly, however, having 
survived the War, he died of influenza on 7 December 1919, and was buried in the Cologne Southern Cemetery, Germany. It is 
pleasing to note that in 1921, on learning of William's bravery and service with the Royal Engineers, that an entry was made in his 
Canadian documents reading, 'Granted leave without pay and allowances from 30 December 1914 to 11 January 1915. Order 
declaring him a deserter cancelled on having joined Imperial Forces with effect 12 January 1915'; sold with copied service papers and 
other references.

Commissioned as a Lieutenant in the 72nd Battalion, Canadian Infantry, he was embarked for France in January 1917, and was 
severely wounded on Vimy Ridge on 9 April, when hit by shrapnel in the back. He was awarded the M.C., which distinction he 
received at a Buckingham Palace investiture held on 16 November 1918.

Archibald Frederick Anderson was born at Swift Current, Saskatchewan, on 31 August 1918, and originally enlisted in the Non-Active 
Permanent Militia. Transferring to the Royal Canadian Naval Volunteer Reserve as a Stoker 2nd Class in February 1941, and after 
attending assorted training bases, he was posted to the corvette H.M.C.S. Louisburg in November 1942. 

Assigned to Operation 'Torch", the North Africa landings, Louisburg was escorting a convoy from Gibraltar to Algeria on 6 February 
1943 when she was attacked and sunk by Italian dive-bombers and torpedo-aircraft east of Oran - 38 officers and men were lost on the 
same occasion, Anderson among them. The Louisburg was the fifth Canadian corvette lost to enemy action in the War, and the first to 
be lost in the Mediterranean. 

The son of John and Catherine Anderson of Dunsmuir Street, Vancouver, B.C., he was 24 years of age and has no known grave, being 
commemorated on the Halifax Memorial, Nova Scotia; sold with copied service papers, in addition to copied accounts of the loss of 
the Louisburg in which Anderson is mentioned. 
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Four: Leading Seaman W. D. Laurie, Royal Canadian Naval Volunteer Reserve, who was among those lost when the 
Norwegian merchantman Ringstad was torpedoed by the U-333 in January 1942 - his, and one other life boat, were 
never seen again

William Drennan Laurie was born at St. Boniface, Manitoba, on 27 July 1918. A Cost Accountant by profession, he enlisted in the 
Royal Canadian Naval Volunteer Reserve at St. Lambert, Quebec, in October 1940. 

Having completed his basic training and been advanced to Leading Seaman, he joined the corvette H.M.C.S. Brandon November 
1941, in which capacity he witnessed extensive service on the Atlantic run. 

His death, however, occurred in the Norwegian freighter Ringstad on 13 January 1942, which ship he had boarded with three other 
Canadian naval personnel at Cardiff, Wales. Bound for St. John, New Brunswick, as part of convoy ON-56, she became parted from her 
escorts in poor weather and was torpedoed and sunk by the U-333. All of her crew managed to escape in three life boats, but with the 
weather deteriorating further, the life boats became separated - five days later the ship's master and 12 other frostbitten survivors were 
picked up, but the fate of the remaining crew was never ascertained. Suffice it to say, the U-Boat captain later commented on how 
impressed he was with the gallant bearing of the Ringstad 's crew - 'they were extraordinarily calm and had already dressed their 
wounded.' 

The son of Ernest and Dorothy Laurie of St. Lambert, Quebec, and the husband of Margaret Laurie, also of St. Lambert, he was 23 years 
of age and has no known grave, being commemorated on the Halifax Memorial, Nova Scotia; sold with copied service papers. 
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Four: Engine Room Artificer J. E. S. Brennan, Royal Canadian Naval Volunteer Reserve, who was among those lost 
when H.M.C.S. St. Croix was torpedoed by the U-305 in September 1943

James Edward Brennan was born in Aylesford, King's County, Nova Scotia, on 31 March 1913 A Factory Mechanic by trade, he 
enlisted in the Royal Canadian Naval Volunteer Reserve at Halifax, Nova Scotia, in May 1940. 

Having then attended assorted training establishments, and served in H.M.C.S. Cartier, an armed coastal patrol vessel, from September 
1940 to March 1941, and again in the period May-July 1941, he enjoyed further seagoing appointments in H.M.C.S. Annapolis, an ex- 
U.S.N. Town Class destroyer, and in the corvette H.M.C.S. Prescott. 

Then in May 1942, he removed to another ex-U.S.N. destroyer, H.M.C.S. St. Croix. Commanded by Lieutenant-Commander Andrew 
Dobson, D.S.C., St. Croix carried out a successful depth-charge action against the U-90 in the North Atlantic on 24 July. 

Brennan was also present in her during the course of convoy ON-127, when she picked up survivors from the torpedoed tanker Empire 
Oil and safely delivered them to St. John's on 15 September 1942. While in March 1943, St. Croix contributed to the destruction of the 
U-87 west of Leixoes on the 4th. 

Having then rescued further survivors in another convoy - from the Norwegian merchantman Ingerfire - on 12 April 1943, St. Croix 
became one of the first victims of the recently developed Gnat acoustic torpedo, delivered by the U-305 south of Iceland on the 20 
September - a second hit sent the destroyer to the bottom in three minutes, Brennan and Lieutenant-Commander Dobson being among 
those lost. Of the five officers and 76 men later picked up by the British destroyer Itchen, only one - Stoker W. A. Fisher - survived the 
latter's sinking by the U-666 on the following day. 

The son of Herman and Mable Brennan, and the husband of Florence Brennan of Kingston, Nova Scotia, he was 30 years of age and 
has no known grave, being commemorated on the Halifax Memorial; sold with copied service papers, and a copy of Deadly Seas - The 
Duel between the St. Croix and the U-305 in the Battle of the Atlantic, by David J. Bercuson and Holger H. Herwig.

Canadian Naval Volunteer Reserve, in which capacity he was once more employed on postal duties - but, from the summer of 1944, in

Advanced to Leading Seaman, he returned to Canada in early 1945 and was discharged from the land base H.M.C.S. Chippawa at 
Winnipeg in that December, having contracted Hodgkins Disease. He died at St. James, Manitoba, in May 1965; sold with copied 
service record.

Bruce Earle Douglas Kerr was born in Ontario on 29 October 1922, the son of 
Douglas and Christine Kerr, and was a Fisherman and Logger by trade. Enlisting 
in the Canadian Army at Vancouver in February 1943, he was embarked for 
England, where he was attached to No. 2 Forward Observer Unit, Royal 
Canadian Artillery, a component of 6th Airborne Division, as a Gunner (Surveyor 
Parachutist). 

Having qualified as a parachutist at Ringway, Kerr was landed in Belgium in 
December 1944, and subsequently participated in the Rhine Crossing. Tragically, 
however, he was killed in action in Holland on 6 April 1945, in circumstances 
subsequently described by Captain S. A. Mooney, M.C., in a letter to his parents, 
from which the following extract has been taken: 

'Your son, Bruce, whom I knew as a good soldier and a fine companion, was 
killed in action on 6 April 1945, whilst carrying out his duties, with the 100% 
effort he always gave. It was whilst on a reconnaissance for a better observation 
post that he was killed. 

Our own infantry patrol had reported the enemy withdrawal from several groups 
of buildings which we had shelled continuously for three days. The Commanding 
Officer of the 53 (W.Y.) Light Air-Landing Regiment, R.A., came to the 
observation post which we were occupying, and we decided to reconnoitre the 
buildings as suitable forward posts, for deeper and better observation. When we 
approached the latter group of buildings, I heard German voices from one of the 
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buildings and in the rear of the yard beyond. I ordered Gunner MacKenzie to cover the rear of the yard from the corner of the house 
and ordered Bruce, who was still at the vehicle 10 yards distant to take cover immediately which he did, behind the vehicle. 
MacKenzie opened fire on a group of Germans he saw in the yard, and myself and the Colonel, fired into the windows of the house. 

Bruce, also opened fire with his rifle on the windows of a shed attached to the house. I continued firing and made my way to a position 
where I could also shoot into the shed, and at about the same time, a machine-gun opened up at point blank range. My position was at 
the corner of the house, 15 yards in front of Bruce, who was at the jeeps. The Colonel's driver was killed by the first burst, and when 
your son moved to get a better vantage, he was also hit. I heard him cry out, and drop his rifle, and knew he was hit several more times 
as the machine-gun continued to fire. 

Colonel Eden MacKenzie and myself then jumped into a room through a window which we knocked in. We remained in the house for 
about eight hours until dark to make good our escape. During seven of these hours the house turned, having been fired by the Germans 
but, by the goodness of God, the room in which we were hidden remained tenable until we left. 

I have been able to think a lot of the job done by your son, and his action in opening fire as he did, secured our left flank; and 
undoubtedly contributed greatly in preventing the enemy from coming at us, around the corner of the house from that flank. 

Bruce was buried the following day by the Padre of the 2nd Battalion, Oxfordshire and Buckinghamshire L.I., when that battalion 
occupied that area/ 

This account of Kerr's heroic final action, and others received by his parents, was sufficient for his father to make a direct application to 
the Prime Minister, the Rt. Hon. MacKenzie King, to see if any posthumous recognition might be accorded his son - an unsuccessful 
application following extensive research carried out on the part of the authorities. 

Bruce Kerr was buried where he fell, but subsequently re-interred in the Canadian Cemetery at Holten, Holland; sold with extensive 
research, including much official correspondence. 


Douglas Kerr was born in Edinburgh, Scotland, on 28 November 1879, and served for five years as a Private in a Volunteer Battalion of 
the Royal Scots prior to earning the above described Medal & clasp for his services as a Trooper in 'B' Division of the South African 
Constabulary in the Boer War (TNA WO 100/271 refers) - accompanying research also suggests additional entitlement to the 'Cape 
Colony' and 'South Africa 1901' clasps. 

An Accountant and Trustee by profession, he enlisted in the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force at Port Arthur in December 1915, 
and was commissioned in the 94th Battalion, Canadian Infantry, in the same month. 

Embarked for England, he was subsequently attached to the Canadian Ordnance Corps, but went out to France in January 1917 as a 
Captain in the 1st Canadian Labour Corps, and served in that capacity until September of the same year, when he was evacuated with 
shell shock after being blown up and rendered unconscious by a 5.9 inch shell and then, a few days later, being wounded in the leg 
after another shell exploded nearby him at Breton. 

Discharged as an Hon. Captain back in Canada at the end of 1917, Kerr was persuaded to take up appointment as a Commissioner of 
the Special Dominion Police in Ottawa early in 1918, but clearly the ill-effects of his time in France were yet past, and he suffered 
several break downs. He died in Vancouver, B.C., in February 1964; sold with copied service papers. 


Christine Douglas Kerr (nee Dale), the wife of Douglas Kerr, entered the Egypt theatre of war as a Staff Nurse in Queen Alexandra's 
Imperial Military Nursing Staff Reserve in July 1915, and was later advanced to Sister.

Harold Thomas Gilmore was born in Chamham, New Brunswick, on 29 May 1899. A Machinist by occupation, he enlisted in the 3rd 
Regiment, C.G.A., as a Gunner in August 1916 - however, as he was only 17 years old, he was underage for overseas service and so 
remained in Canada. 

On 3 October 191 7, however, and by then of age, he transferred to the No. 9 Overseas Siege Battery at Patridge Island, N.B., and was 
embarked for England in February 1918. Entering France that October, he transferred to the R.C.H.A. and served in the field during the 
last weeks of the War, and with the occupation forces until April 1919, following which he was discharged at Bathurst, N.B., in June 
1919. 

Then in December 1939 Gilmore enlisted into the 5th Field Regiment, 73rd Field Battery, R.C.A., and was embarked for Scotland in 
September 1940. During October 1942 he was diagnosed with heart disease and, medically boarded and declared unfit for further 
service, he was discharged back in Canada in January 1943. He died of his heart disease at Longueuil in February 1948.

Geoffrey Lionel Bodwell was born in Vancouver, B.C., on 19 September 1914. His father, a graduate of the Royal Military College of 
Canada, ended the Great War as a Lieutenant-Colonel in the Canadian Engineers and was awarded the C.M.G. and D.S.O. - see Lot 
541. 

Young Geoffrey followed in his father's footsteps and also attended the R.M.C. Canada, where he was a Cadet Sergeant and excelled in 
both academics and sports. Next attending Toronto University, where he studied civil engineering, he was awarded the Governor- 
General's Medal for scholastic excellence. 

He was also commissioned as a Lieutenant in the Royal Canadian Engineers (N.P.A.M.), and served in the 2nd Field Company and 7th 
Field Company, R.C.E., and it was in the latter unit that he was mobilised in September 1939. Embarked for England in the following 
year, he gained advancement to Major and held staff posts at Canadian Corps H.Q. and H.Q. 1st Canadian Army, following which he 
landed in Normandy on 12 June 1944 (D+6). Active service as Brigade Major, 1st Canadian Army Lines of Communication, and 
Brigade Major, H.Q., Army Group, R.C.E., having followed, he was mentioned in despatches. 

On demobilisation, Bodwell returned to his former post at the Shell Oil Company of Canada.

After serving in England, he was returned to Canada and 
discharged as unfit in February 1945, suffering from chronic asthmatic bronchitis, though his Personnel Selection Report of January 
1945 added, This is a a quiet spoken middle aged soldier ... It appears that he has made up his mind that five years and four months' 
service is his share' and 'Due to his limited ability, his physical condition, and his unwholesome attitude towards service, this soldier 
cannot be considered as being of much further value to the Army in any capacity'. Cowden died in April 1949 as a result of illness; 
sold with copied service papers.

Lester Heathman was, as stated, killed in action in the famous Dieppe Raid on 19 August 1942, while serving in the Queen's Own 
Cameron Highlanders of Canada. 

As the Camerons were the second wave to attack on Green Beach, they faced a fully alerted enemy - about 1,000 yards off the beach, 
the unit's plywood landing craft formed in a single line as the German shore batteries, machine-guns, and mortars opened fire. Above 
the roar of battle came a sound that riveted the attention of U.S. Ranger Sergeant Marcell Swank, for on a small forward deck of the 
landing craft to Swank's right, Pipe Major Alex Graham stood courageously playing A Flundred Pipers. "He stood there," recalled 
Swank, "defiantly telling the world that the Camerons were coming. God what a glory." Inspired by their piper, the Camerons landed 
on Green Beach with courage and elan and swept forward. This is the last recorded instance of Canadian troops being piped into battle 
The Camerons hit the beach an hour after the South Saskatchewan Regiment, some 30 minutes late, as the Commanding Officer had 
not believed that the South Saskatchewan Regiment would be able to clear the beach and village in the allotted time. As they landed 
the Commanding Officer, Lieutenant-Colonel Alfred Gostling, was killed by a sniper and the unit was taken over by the Second-in- 
Command, Major A. T. "Andy" Law. 
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The majority of the force was mistakenly landed to the west of the river, so Law decided to alter the plan. Those that had landed to the 
east were told to join the South Saskatchewan Regiment, while the majority to the west advanced up the valley with the Major. They 
were harassed on their journey by fire from Quatre Vents Farm and decided to seek shelter in the woods, through which, they reached 
the high ground above Bas d'Hautot. There they saw that the enemy already held the bridge at Petite Appeville in some strength - with 
a heavily reinforced anti-tank company from the 571st Infantry Regiment. Law's group could not now realistically take the bridge, nor 
could they bypass it, for the road from Ouville was now swarming with enemy reinforcements. Meanwhile, the rest of the Camerons 
had joined up with the South Saskatchewan Regiment but despite closing in on Quatre Vents Farm and the radar station they were held 
by enemy fire. Although the Camerons made the deepest penetration of the day, the main landing at Dieppe had been unsuccessful. By 
0930 hours a decision had to be made. The failure of the tanks to arrive had made it impossible for the Camerons to gain their 
objectives and suggested things were not going quite as planned on the main beaches. Faced with increasing German opposition and a 
complete lack of communication with Headquarters, the Camerons began to fight their way back to Pourville, carrying their wounded. 
With Support Platoon leading, 'A' Company guarding the flank and 'C' Company forming the rearguard, the Battalion made it back to 
Beronville Wood and re-established contact with the South Saskatchewan Regiment. It was only then that they found out the landing 
craft would not return for re-embarkation until 1100 hours. 

Major Law and Lieutenant-Colonel Merritt, Commanding Officer of the South Saskatchewan Regiment and shortly to be the recipient of 
a V.C., set up a combined headquarters in the Grand Central Hotel, and prepared their battalions to stand and fight for a full hour 
against a rapidly increasing enemy, who had their line of withdrawal (the beach) enfiladed with fire from innumerable guns. The 
Camerons fought desperately to keep their foothold on the high ground to the west, while the South Saskatchewan Regiment grimly 
held on to a piece of high ground to the east. Slowly the Germans collapsed the pocket smaller and smaller, until they dominated the 
entire beach and the slopes east of Pourville. By this time, few of the Camerons and South Saskatchewan Regiment were unwounded. 

At 1100 hours the landing craft began to arrive, taking grievous losses on the approach into the beach. More men were killed and 
wounded as they tried to board the landing craft under the enemy's withering fire. Almost miraculously five landing craft and one tank 
landing craft managed to rescue men from the shallows and cleared the beach with full loads. By 1130 hours the situation had become 
impossible and no further extractions were attempted. 

Of 503 Camerons who participated in the raid, 346 became casualties: namely 60 killed in action, including Heathman, eight died of 
wounds after evacuation, and 167 taken prisoner of war - eight of whom died of wounds. And of the 268 men who returned to 
England, 103 were wounded. 

Lester Heathman, the son of C. M. Heathman, is buried in the Dieppe Canadian War Cemetery at Hautot-sur-Mer. 

Charles Murrall Heathman was born Neepawa, Manitoba, on 10 September 1893. A Farmer by trade, he enlisted in the Canadian 
Overseas Expeditionary Force at Postage la Prairie in April 1915. 

Embarked for England, he went out to France as a member of the 52nd (New Ontario) Battalion, Canadian Infantry, in April 1916, and 
received multiple wounds at Ypres on 1 June - among them a bayonet wound, before he was buried by a shell. Evacuated to England, 
he saw no further active service and was discharged at Winnipeg as being medically unfit for further service in July 1918; sold with 
copied service papers.

Promoted to Lance-Corporal in May 1942, he was embarked for England in August 1942, attached to the H.Q. Squadron, 
4th Canadian Armoured Division, but transferred to the Regina Rifle Regiment, part of the 7th Infantry Brigade, 3rd Canadian Division, 
in October 1943. Landing with his regiment on D-Day 6 June 1944, he was killed in action during the advance on Caen on 9 June 
1944. Buried in the Beny-sue-Mer Canadian War Cemetery - one of 2,048 allied servicemen interred there, the majority of them 
Canadian - he was the husband of Blanche Marie Olson, of Kitchener, Ontario; sold with copied service papers.

Tom Chaske, a native Indian, was born on the Long Plain Indian Reserve at Edwin, Manitoba on 3 March 1922. Fluent in Sioux and 
Cree, in addition to English, he was employed as a Farm Labourer. Enlisting into the Army at Winnipeg in March 1943, he went AWOL 
in the following month, having gone to marry one Marjorie Thomas at the Letellier Indian Reserve, Manitoba. That accomplished, 
Chaske was posted to the Royal Winnipeg Rifles in July 1943 and arrived in England in September 1943. On 6 June 1944, Chaske and 
his regiment landed on the shores of Normandy and was involved in heavy fighting around Caen, Carpiquet, Falaise and into the Low 
Countries.On the morning of 12 December 1944, near Nijmegan, Netherlands, Chaske was assigned to the Pioneer Company of the R. 
W.R., detailed to repair a road. Travelling in a Universal Carrier, with an officer and eleven men, with their equipment in a trailer, it 
failed to negotiate an embankment, lost control, slid down the embankment and overturned in the dyke below. Seven men were 
trapped in the overturned vehicle and drowned - Rifleman Chaske among them. Buried in the Groesbeek Canadian War Cemetery, he 
was the son of Tom and Nyjookwah Chaske, of Edwin, Manitoba. 

The Court of Enquiry found that the officer in charge was in error in that 4 2 men with full winter kit and towing a trailer was an 
excessive load for a Universal Carrier. This excessive weight no doubt effected the steering of the vehicle which caused the accident.' 
However, the findings were later overruled; sold with copied service papers and Court of Enquiry papers.

Colin Alexander Bannerman was born in Prince Albert, Saskatchewan, on 6 May 1901. A Labourer by occupation, he enlisted into the 
32nd Battalion in February 1915, giving his date of birth as 6 May 1896. Sent overseas, he served with the 3rd Canadian Tunnelling 
Company, and his true age not discovered until June 1918, when he was swiftly transferred to the Young Soldiers Battalion in Seaford, 
England, and then discharged at Regina in January 1919. 

With the renewal of hostilities, Bannerman, then a Farmer, re-enlisted in the South Alberta Regiment in Edmonton in June 1940 and, 
after several postings within Canada, he was discharged in February 1942 as being 'unable to meet the required physical standards'. He 
died of cholecystitis on 8 April 1942 and was buried in the Edmonton Cemetery; sold with copied service papers.

John Hoosha was born in Winnipeg, Manitoba, in January 1912, and was working as a cook for the Manitoba Department of Highways 
at the time of the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939. Enlisting in the Winnipeg Grenadiers, he served for 16 months in Jamaica 
and Bermuda before being embarked for Hong Kong in October 1941. 

What followed in the desperate struggle to defend the colony that December resulted in the decimation of the regiment's ranks - one of 
its number, Company Sergeant-Major John Osborn, winning the Victoria Cross for his gallantry in the fighting on 19 December. For his 
own part, Hoosha was among those to be taken prisoner and, as verified by his War Crimes Office interview on being released in 
September 1945, he was witness to some of the more unpleasant aspects of Japanese hospitality - thus mention of him seeing Major 
Atkinson and Captain Norris being beaten and kicked, in addition to a Medical Orderly. 

Awarded Can. $81 in respect of loss of personal possessions while a P.O.W., including his gold signet ring and wrist watch, Hoosha 
was discharged back in Winnipeg in April 1946; sold with copied service papers and P.O.W. correspondence, including a copy of his 
War Crimes Office interview.

Demobilised as a Captain in September 1919, he ran a private dental practice in Montreal, but with the renewal of hostilities, he once 
more enlisted. Appointed to his old rank, he was posted to 2nd Canadian Division Dental Company, attached to the Royal Highlanders 
of Canada, then the Toronto Scottish, in addition to working at hospitals in England. Re-embarked for Canada in 1943, he was 
appointed Senior Dental Officer at No. 7 Dental Company, Delbert, Nova Scotia, and then at No. 29 Dental Company, Camp Borden, 
Ontario. Demobized as a Lieutenant-Colonel at his own request due to ill health in May 1945, he died in Montreal in August 1954; 
sold with copied obituary and service papers.

A few weeks later, on 26 February, and 
having completed around a dozen patrols, his Hudson was seen to burst into 
flames and dive into the water of the Bay of Fundy - four days earlier the repair 
logs for the aircraft had noted a badly leaking engine primer. 

The son of James and Rose Treadwell, and the husband of Mary Treadwell, he 
was 25 years of age and has no known grave, being commemorated on the 
Ottawa Memorial; sold with copied service papers.

Selected for pilot training, he attended flying boat courses at Alliford Bay, B.C., and elsewhere, and was awarded his Pilot's Badge at 
the end of the same year. Having then been commissioned as a Pilot Officer and flown on anti-submarine patrols in Catalinas of No. 6 
(Bomber Reconnaissance) Squadron (R.C.A.F.), he was recommended for advancement to Flying Officer in January 1944, the relevant 
application stating he was 'a competent pilot and crew captain, with a pleasant and aggressive personality'. 

Embarked for England in May 1944, he was posted to No. 4 (Canadian) Operational Training Unit at Alness, flying Sunderlands, but 
was killed during a 'Dark Radar Exercise' on 15 August when his aircraft crashed into a hill near Helmsdale in Sutherland. 

The son of Frederick and Lucinda Rowson of South Edmonton, he was 27 years of age and was buried in Rosskene Parish Cemetery, 
Invergordon; sold with complete file of service papers and records.

Alan Frederick Turner was born in Calgary, Alberta, on 18 November 1920. A Taxi Driver by profession, he enlisted in the Royal 
Canadian Air Force in February 1941 and, on selection for aircrew duties, trained as a W.O./A.G. 

A Flight Sergeant by the time he was embarked for England in early 1942, he joined No. 102 Squadron as an Air Gunner, a Halifax unit 
operating out of Pocklington, in July of the same year, and completed numerous sorties prior to his election to the Caterpillar Club on 
the night of 27-28 January 1943, when his Halifax was hit by flak over Dusseldorf and crashed into the Waddenzee, east of Den Helder 
- three of the crew were killed, but he, and two others, survived to be taken P.O.W. 

Interned in Stalag Vll-B, near Lamsdorf, Germany, he died of dysentery during the forced march imposed on the prisoners in March 
1945, a fate described by an eye-witness, Warrant Officer Rex Kemp, R.A.F.: 

'After his death Turner was put into a shed at the back of this Lazerrette and I was informed by the Russian medical student that Turner 
would be buried in the same place. Before this could be carried out, I was put on the march again. 

Al Turner was taken ill at the same time as myself in a barn approximately 40 km. west of Miessen. We both had dysentery. This was 
on Saturday, 1 7 February. On the Sunday, 18 February, the Germans gave us a rest day; but would not allow us to contact the British 
M./O. who was billeted two km. away. On Monday, the 19 February, we were made to continue the march, and we carried on until 
Saturday, 24 February, until we reached Zeitz. There we were so ill that it was impossible to carry on any more and with eight more 
sick men, were left at this empty house which had formerly been a Russian Lazerrette and under the care of the Russian Medical 
student. This student had no medical supplies beyond five or six doses of liquid opium. When this ran out on the second day, our 
medical attention ceased. Three out of the five suffering with dysentery died, Al Turner being one of them. Two we buried -no padre's 
or German representatives, excepting one guard being present. Turner, as I have explained, we could not bury. I hope it is possible for 
the Allied authorities to give these lads a decent burial, and I wish to tell you, Sir, these lads died through the lack of medical attention 
and supplies. The Hun is as responsible for their death, just as if he had shot them. 

Enclosed is Turner's Caterpillar Club membership card. He wished it to be sent to his mother. You may send her my address and if she 
wishes to write to me, I will reply.' 

Sadly Turner's mother had died while he was in captivity, but the membership card no doubt found its way to his father, Frederick 
George Turner. His gallant son, who was 24 years of age, has no known grave and is commemorated on the Runnymede Memorial;

His remains were washed up on shore that August, and interred in Mountain View Cemetery, Vancouver; sold with copied service 
papers and other records.

The medal is believed to have come out of a San Francisco boarding house in 1904 when it was given in lieu of rent. It was then held 
by the boarding house owner and succeeding family until the present day. It is interesting to speculate that the damage to the piece 
may have come about in the San Francisco Earthquake of 1906. 
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The Trafalgar medal awarded to Commander William Vicary, Royal Navy, who served as a 12 year-old Midshipman 
aboard the Achilles, was later awarded the gold medal of the R.N.L.I. and the silver medal from Lloyd's, and was one 
of the last surviving officers who had fought at the battle of Trafalgar

William Vicary was born at Crediton, Devon, on 7 December 1792, and entered the Navy on 6 February 1805, as a First-Class 
Volunteer on board the Achilles 74, Captain Sir Richard King, in which ship he was employed for nine and a half years in the Channel, 
off the coasts of France and Spain, and in the Mediterranean and South America, the greater part of the time as Midshipman and 
Mater's Mate. He was present during that period at the battle of Trafalgar; at the capture of four French frigates off Rochefort by a 
squadron under Sir Samuel Hood, 25 September 1806; in the expedition to the Walcheren, 1809; for nine months at the defence of 
Cadiz, where he saw much boat-service, and assisted in bringing off the British garrison from Fort Matagorda, upon its destruction by 
the French in April 1810; and, in the Achilles' pinnace, at the cutting out, in company with the boats of the Eagle 74, of two merchant 
vessels on the coast of Istria in 1812. On 25 August 1814, being then on the coast of Brazil, he was nominated Acting-Lieutenant of the 
Astrea 36, Captain Askey. His promotion by the Admiralty took place on 8 February 1815. 

With the exception of about 13 months in 1837-38, when he commanded the Elizabeth hired-transport, and visited South America, the 
Ascension Islands and Canada, he was employed from February 1828 in the Coast Guard. Whilst stationed with the Coast Guard at 
Atherfield, on the Isle of Wight, he was decorated for gallantry with the gold medal of the National Shipwreck Institution, and a silver 
one from the Subscribers at Lloyd's. The following details are taken from R.N.L.I. records: 

'14 January 1843: With a tremendous gale blowing on the night of 13-14th, the 320 ton brig George, outward bound from Shields to 
Grenada, West Indies, was seen to be driving ashore, her sails torn to ribbons and her anchor not holding. She fetched up on the 
Atherfield rocks some distance from the shore. Lieutenants Bulley and Vicary were soon on the scene with their men and the rocket 
firing apparatus, but all the rockets were fired in vain and a fresh supply was obtained. At daylight a line was put aboard by which a 
man was hauled ashore and, when he regained consciousness, he reported that, although the Master and Mate had been washed 
overboard, ten men remained. Two small fishing boats were then hauled down the beach and launched. With Lieutenant Bulley in 
charge of one and Lieutenant Vicary the other, each had mixed crews of coastguardmen and fishermen. Lieutenant Vicary got to the 
wreck first, taking off six men then, on his way back, a cross sea struck his boat and it almost capsized. Lieutenant Bulley rescued the 
other four men, and they had barely escaped when the wreck broke up completely. The operations extended over 28 hours.' 

Gold medals were awarded to Lieutenants Bulley and Vicary, and silver medals to the other ten participants in the rescue. In addition, 
the two officers received a silver medal from Lloyd's. 

Lieutenant Vicary was appointed Commander on half-pay on 6 August 1852, and was in receipt of a Greenwich Hospital Pension. He 
is pictured in an engraved etching published in The Graphic in 1880, together with the six other surviving officers, entitled Last 
Survivors in the year 1880 of Battle of Trafalgar, 21st October, 1805. 

Commander Vicary died in 1882.

John Hawkes (Hawke in muster lists and London Gazette ) joined H.M.S. Active 
as a Private Royal Marines from the R.M. Headquarters at Chatham on 31 August 
1809. He served continuously aboard the Active until he was paid off on 11 June 
1812 and was present in that ship for all three actions commemorated on his 
medal. He was wounded in the action off the Island of Lissa, 13 March 1811 
(.London Gazette 1811) and again in the action at Pelagosa ( London Gazette 
1812).

later appears to have become the subject of a secretive but nonetheless 
telling smear campaign - so much so that he was never awarded the 
Maida Gold Medal to which he was properly entitled

William Smythe Plenderleith was originally appointed an Ensign in the 60th Foot in November 1793, but shortly afterwards transferred 
to the Royal Fusiliers, and thence the 81st Foot, in which latter regiment he purchased a Captaincy in February 1 797 and a Majority in 
April 1803. 

His subsequent command of the Regiment at Maida in July 1806 seems to have become a topic of heated and unfavourable debate in 
the years following that great victory, but in terms of his immediate "mention" in Major-General Sir John Stuart's despatch dated 6 July 
1806, his leadership appeared anything but contentious: 

'Brigadier-General Ackland, whose Brigade was immediately on the left of the Light Infantry, with great spirit availed himself of this 
favourable moment to press instantly forward upon the Corps in his front; the brave 78th Regiment, commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel 
MacLeod, and the 81st Regiment, under Major Plenderleath, both distinguished themselves on this occasion. The enemy fled with 
dismay and disorder before them, leaving the plain covered with their dead and wounded ... ' ( London Gazette 5 September 1806 
refers). 

As, however, revealed in a memorandum written in July 1828 by a fellow officer, Major (afterwards Major-General) Stewart of Garth, 
and published in The Military History of Perthshire in 1908, Plenderleith was responsible for almost turning victory into defeat as the 
battle reached its zenith: 

'Major-General Stewart had an opportunity of performing some important pieces of service at the battle of Maida. The circumstances 
being of such a nature that a public notice of them might be injurious to the character of some brother officers, long dead, he has 
foreborne speaking of the subject and cautioned the officers who were present to do the same; and now he will only state a few brief 
particulars. 

After the enemy had been driven by the first charge at the battle of Maida, Major Stewart observed the Officer Commanding the 81st 
Regiment did not seem to understand or act to his instructions; he therefore rode to his part of the field and remonstrated with him, a 
remedy was instantly applied, and by his timely interference, was prevented a serious calamity which might have affected the character 
of that officer and the general success of the day ... Fearful, as he had already observed, that the circumstances if known would prove 
injurious to the officers, Major Stewart requested of General Sir John Stuart not to represent the case to the Secretary of State as he 
expressed a wish to do, in justice, as he said, to an officer to whom he owed so much - for the question rested upon this, whether 
Maida was to be an honourable achievement, or a thorough defeat - but that disaster was prevented. 

Now as 20 years had elapsed and as the present representation is intended for a foreign power which will ask for no names, Major 
Stewart trusts that there is no impropriety in mentioning the subject thus confidentially.' 

Plenderleith briefly held an appointment in the 100th Foot following Maida, but was suddenly placed on the Retired List in June 1808. 
He died at his residence in Ramsgate on 5 June 1863, aged 88 years - never having received the Maida Gold Medal to which he was 
entitled and not, as suggested by Tancred, in his Historical Record of Medals & Honorary Distinctions having 'died before the Medal 
was issued': surely further evidence if it were needed that his reputation had been smeared by his old comrades and of a deliberate 
campaign to prevent him receiving his due entitlement to that rare distinction.

Hugh Stafford Northcote was born on 22 December 1793, at Upton Pyne, 
Devon, son of Sir Stafford Henry Northcote, 7th Baronet. He was appointed 
Cornet by purchase in the 4th Dragoons on 4 June 1812, and promoted to 
Lieutenant on 18 March 1813, again by purchase. He served with the 4th 
Dragoons in the Peninsula from September 1813 to April 1814 and was present 
at the battle of Toulouse. 

He was promoted to Captain on the half-pay in the 8th Light Dragoons in July 
1815, and exchanged into the 1st Dragoons Guards in February 1818, 
subsequently rising to the rank of Major. He died on 19 February 1880, aged 86.

Edmund Richard Story was gazetted Cornet in the 3rd Dragoon Guards on 12 
October 1803, and promoted Lieutenant in March 1806 and Captain in 
December 1809. He served in the Peninsula with the 3rd Dragoon Guards from 
November 1809 until April 1814, and was present at the battle of Busaco, 
actions of Redinha, Campo Mayor and Los Santos, siege of Badajoz, battle of 
Albuhera, the action of Usagre, sieges of Ciudad Rodrigo and Badajoz, action 
near Salamanca on the 26th May 1813, battle of Vittoria, blockade of 
Pampeluna, and battle of Toulouse (Medal with three Clasps). 


Storey was mentioned in a despatch from Major-General Slade for his part in a skirmish in 1812, as described in the regimental history: 

'On the 1st of July the regiment had another opportunity of signalizing itself in conflict. A strong body of French cavalry having 
succeeded in driving in the Spanish out-posts, was threatening the safety of the British camp at Albuhera, which 1812 was covered by 
the THIRD DRAGOON GUARDS, when a picquet of about twenty men of the regiment, under the command of Captain E. R. Story, 
who perceived the extreme danger of the camp and the necessity of a check, stood the charge of the French squadrons; and having 
ultimately received a reinforcement of a squadron of the regiment, under Captain Watts, repulsed the attack, charged in turn, and 
finally compelled the enemy to retreat, recovering, at the same time, the prisoners which the French had taken in the first onset. On this 
occasion Lieutenant Ellis, one serjeant, one trumpeter, and two private men of the picquet, were killed; and Captain Watts, whose 
squadron reinforced the picquet, was wounded. This important and valuable service, performed at so critical a moment, occasioned an 
order for every man of the THIRD DRAGOON GUARDS to be supplied with an extra ration of rum; and the following brigade order 
was published on the same day. 

"Major-General Slade is most happy in the opportunity which the Third Dragoon Guards have afforded him of thanking them for the 
gallantry and steadiness with which they repulsed an attack made by the enemy's cavalry this afternoon; particularly the picquet under 
the command of Captain E. R. Story, and the supporting squadron, commanded by Captain Watts. He requests those officers, with the 
officers and men under their command, will be pleased to accept his grateful acknowledgments. 

The Major-General particularly regrets the loss of Lieutenant Ellis, who nobly fell at the head of his men: he has also to lament Captain 
Watts being wounded, but he hopes not dangerously so, and that the regiment will not be deprived of his services long/" 

Promoted to Major in August 1822, Storey became Lieutenant-Colonel in February 1831, and Colonel in November 1846, having been 
on half-pay since September 1838. He died at Brompton on 3 July 1851, aged 67.

Michael Smith was appointed Ensign in the 44th Foot, without purchase, on 29 
August 1811. He removed to the 40th Foot as Ensign on 12 December of the 
same year and was promoted to Lieutenant on 23 August 1813. He served with 
the 40th Foot in the Peninsula from February 1813 to April 1814, being present 
at the battles of Vittoria, the Pyrenees and Toulouse. He was severely wounded at 
Pampeluna, in the Pyrenees, on 28 July 1813, and again severely wounded at 
Toulouse on 10 April 1814. Lieutenant Michael Smith was granted a pension of 
£50 for the wounds he received at Pampeluna, commencing 28 July 1814, and 
was placed on half-pay on 20 April 181 7. 


The following description of the 40th's fine action at Pampeluna was submitted by Colonel Sempronius Stretton, C.B., and published in 
the United Services Journal in February 1840: 

'Sir. — When the 4th division, under Sir Lowry Cole, on the evening of the 27th July, 1813, occupied the heights in front of 
Pampeluna, with a very superior force, under Marshal Soult, in position in its front, the 40th Regiment, at that time under my 
command, which, from previous losses, was reduced to one captain, nine subalterns, and less than four hundred men, was directed by 
the Duke of Wellington, in person, to occupy the summit of a rocky hill, which was believed to be the key of the British position. Two 
Spanish regiments and the 40th formed the entire force placed there, with which I was directed to keep the hill to the last. We passed 
the night under the continued fire of four small guns, without material loss. On the morning of the 28th, about 10 o'clock, the enemy 
made their attack with a powerful force (consisting, I was afterwards informed, of several thousand men). Our line was formed across 
the hill, with a space of about eighty yards in our front, and the Spanish regiments on our flanks. No sooner did the enemy's fire reach 
us than the Spaniards retired in the utmost confusion, and scattering themselves over the face of the mountain in our rear (on the 
summit of which the duke and his staff were posted) were seen no more, leaving the 40th totally unsupported. As soon as the head of 
the attacking French column had reached the brow of the hill and formed, a volley was fired by the 40th, and a charge of bayonets 
made, which drove them down again in the utmost confusion. Four times the enemy 

renewed the attack, and each time they were driven back at the point of the bayonet, leaving the 40th in final possession of the hill 
which they had so resolutely defended, not, however, without their having sustained considerable loss. His Serene Highness, the Prince 
of Orange, who conveyed to the regiment after the second charge the thanks of the Duke of Wellington, narrowly escaped, and the 
brigade-majors of Sir Lowry Cole and Sir William Anson, Koverea and Aveman, who came down shortly afterwards, were killed near 
me in the struggle which took place. The day after, a French officer of rank came to me with a request that he might have his wounded 
carried off, and after speaking in the highest terms of the gallantry displayed on the 26th in the defence of the hill, he assured me that 
several hundred of his men were placed hors de combat on that occasion. Severe as this loss appears, I cannot, when I consider the 
position of the enemy, crowded as they were on the brow of the hill, without the power of immediately retiring when the several 
charges were made, for a moment suppose that this statement, from such an 

authority, was an exaggerated one, more particularly as I was an eye witness of the severe loss sustained by the enemy on that occasion 
from the bayonets alone, to which we considered ourselves fully indebted, placed as they were in the hands of brave men, for the 
successful defence of the position entrusted to us. 

(Signed) S. Stretton' 

Lieutenant Michael Smith was granted a pension of £50 for the wounds he received at Pampeluna, commencing 28 July 1814, and was 
placed on half-pay on 20 April 181 7.

Portugal in April 1809 and was present with his Regiment at every general Action 
in which it was engaged, viz; Oporto, Talavera, Busaco, Albuera, Salamanca, 
Vitoria, Pamplona, heights of Irun, Zara, crossing of Nivelle, Orthes, and 
Toulouse; as also at the Sieges of Ciudad Rodrigo and Badajoz; at the latter 
Memorialist received a severe wound in the Arm whilst leading on the 
Grenadiers formed into a Flank Battalion of the Fourth Division, of which 
Battalion, Memorialist was the Senior Lieutenant, and the senior Officer who 
survived the Assault; That Memorialist was never one day absent from his duty 
during the whole of the Peninsular War, except while recovering from his 
Wound/ 

Wilson was successful in obtaining a Company as a Captain in the 14th Foot on 
4 November 1814, and fought with the regiment at the battle of Waterloo. 
Wilson exchanged as Captain to the 38th Foot in 1822 and left the army before 
1829. He did not live to claim the Peninsula War medal.

Sergeant Hitchcock 
was discharged due to a reduction in the regiment and a wound of the left wrist.

However, this was only a temporary reprieve as 
he was discharged to Kilmainham Hospital on 2 November 1818, on a pension 
of one shilling per day. The Kilmainham Admission books show that he served 3 
years 308 days as a Private, 3 years 92 days as Corporal, and 3 years as Sergeant. 
The muster rolls show that he was appointed Quarter-Master Sergeant on 30 
March 1814. The reason for discharge is stated as 'Being supernumerary to the 
establishment of the regiment. Wounded in the left leg by a musquet ball at 
Bergen-Op-Zoom, which becomes swelled and inflamed after a march.' 

He later served again in the 10th Royal Veteran Battalion, from 30 December 
1818 to 24 March 1821, as a Sergeant, and again during 1825, in the 3rd 
Veteran Battalion, before being readmitted to an out-pension of one shilling 
elevenpence-halfpenny per day. Sold with research notes.

Thomas Aubrey Sinclair was born in 1796/7, the son of Lieutenant-General 
Patrick Sinclair, of Lybster, Caithness, and younger brother of Lieutenant Temple 
Frederick Sinclair, 2/44th Foot, who was severely wounded at the storming of 
Badajoz, 6 April 1812. 

In seeking an appointment to the 44th Foot in March 1815, he wrote in a letter to 
General Sir Harry Calvert: 'I beg leave now to say that I am with the 44th Regt. in 
which my brother is a Lieutenant & that if as I hope there will be a campaign on 
the frontiers of this country this summer, I intend to join the Regt. as a Volunteer. 

I have written my father not to purchase an Ensigncy, there being 5 or 6 
vacancies without purchase in the 44th, to one of which thro' your goodness and 
the recommendation of the commanding officer I may perhaps have the fortune 
to be appointed. At all events I expect to have the honour of bearing arms with 
the regiment & would prefer remaining with it as a Volunteer when there is a 
prospect of service, to purchasing an Ensigncy in a regiment at home.' 

Thus it was that the plucky Sinclair was appointed Ensign, from Volunteer, in the 
2nd Battalion 44th Foot, on 4 May 1815, becoming the battalion's junior Ensign. 
Of the eight Ensigns present with the battalion at Waterloo, six were to become 
casualties, five on the 16th at Quatre Bras and one on the 18th, thus presumably 
leaving the colours to be carried by the only two remaining Ensigns - Dunlevie 
and Sinclair. 

The battalion was disbanded in February 1816 and Sinclair was placed on half¬ 
pay on 25 March of that year. He later became a Stipendiary Magistrate at 
Granada, where he died unmarried.

1815, and was discharged without pension from the Army of Occupation in 
France on 21 May 1818, at the termination of his engagement.

Charles Remte enlisted at Palermo, Sicily, on 18 May 1812, and served on that 
island until December 1813. He served thereafter in Hanover, Gibraltar, and in 
Flanders and France until returning to Hanover after the Waterloo campaign. 

The 8th Line Battalion suffered badly at Waterloo as a result of an imprudent 
order from the Prince of Orange, who ordered the battalion to advance to relieve 
La Haye Sainte. Despite warnings of the presence of massed French cavalry, 
hidden by a natural fold in the land, the German battalion was caught in line by 
the cavalry who made short and bloody work of them. As a result the 8th Line 
Battalion ceased to exist as a fighting unit and suffered the further ignominy of 
losing the King's Colour to Napoleon's Garde-Chasseurs, the first and only time 
in the history of the Legion that a colour was lost in battle. It was subsequently 
recovered by a Hannoverian cavalryman at Sockel on 1 August 1815. Sold with 
muster details and other research.

Approximately 1 50 Army of India medals issued to Europeans with three clasps, including 38 with this combination, of which 33 went 
to the 94th Foot. A total of only 48 clasps were issued for Asseerghur. 

Of the important part played by the 94th (Scotch Brigade) at Gawilghur, Mountstuart Elphinstone wrote: "The advance of the 94th was 
silent, deliberate and even solemn. Everybody expected the place to be well defended. As we got near we saw a number of people 
running on the rampart, near the breach. I was amazed they did not fire: our cannon fired over our heads. We got to the breach where 
we halted, and let the forlorn-hope, a sergeant's party, run up: then we followed, ran along and dashed up the second breach and 
huzzaed. Perhaps the enemy fired a little from some huts by the second breach: I did not see them do that. I saw some of them 
bayoneted there. We kept to the right after entering the second breach and soon after the troops poured in, so that there was no 
distinguishing forlorn-hope or anything. We huzzaed and dashed up the second breach and leaped down into the place. Such of the 
enemy as stood were put to the bayonet, but most of them ran off to the right and down a narrow valley which led to a gate. Here they 
met Colonel Chalmers coming on with half the 78th. 

The 94th pressed behind, firing from above and a terrible slaughter took place. After this we endeavoured to push on, when to our 
astonishment we discovered that we had only gained a separate hill, and that the fort lay behind a deep valley, beyond which appeared 
a double wall and strong gates. I thought we should have to entrench ourselves and wait till guns could be brought up to breach the 
inner walls. The 94th followed the road down and crowded around the gate. The first wall was joined to a steep hill and the 94th 
began slowly and with difficulty to climb up one by one. Beyond the first wall was a narrow rocky road, overtopped by a steep rock, 
and another wall and gate, over which those who climbed the first wall would have to go, which the steepness and height of the wall 
made impossible. While the 94th were climbing over, the enemy kept up a fire from their works: in the meantime our people poured in 
at the breach and covered the hill opposite to the enemy. They fired on the enemy and the valley was filled with such a roar of 
musketry as can hardly be conceived. The sight cannot be described. At last our men got over and opened the first gate. Scaling ladders 
were brought, got up the hill and applied to the second wall. The enemy fled from their works: we rushed over the wall, and the fort 
was ours." 

Lieutenant Blakiston adds other details. Immediately after the storming of the first breach, which he says "was taken in two minutes with 
little resistance. A column of troops were seen to issue from the inner fort. This was immediately charged by the grenadiers of the 
Scotch Brigade and repulsed with great slaughter." Then, when the lower fort had been taken, "two sepoy battalions were drawn up on 
a height fronting the wall of the inner fort, on which they commenced such an incessant and well-directed fire that none of the enemy 
durst show their noses above the parapet. Under cover of this fire the light company of the Scotch Brigade placed their ladders against 
the wall and we were soon master of the last defences of the fort. Captain Campbell placed the first ladder and was the first man on the 
inner ramparts. The light company then charged forward to the gate of the inner fort, opened it and admitted the rest of the battalion 
and the foremost of the sepoys." 

There was one final fight after that for the 94th inside Gawilghar, as Lieutenant Blakiston thus records. "Scarcely had the gate been 
opened to admit the remainder of the storming party, when a body, looking more like furies than men, having their long hair cast loose 
over their shoulders and brandishing their swords, came rushing from behind some buildings and fell furiously upon the 94th. These, 
however, received them with that coolness and determination for which undisciplined valour however desperate, can never be a 
match. The contest was nevertheless sanguinary to both sides, for these desperadoes sold their lives dearly. One fellow in particular, it 
was told, having got his back to a wall killed and wounded several Europeans before he could be despatched. Among this party was 
the Killedar: also the Commander-in-Chief of the Berar Rajah's infantry." 

In his General Order of December 15th Wellesley, after recording that "the gallantry with which the attack was made by the 
detachment has never been surpassed," went on to add his "special thanks to Captain Campbell of the 94th who led the light infantry of 
the Scotch Brigade to the escalade of the inner fort by which the capture was finally assured." Wellesley wrote that he "had seen several 
places taken by storm, but never any in which so little irregularity was committed or so little plundering. In an hour after the storm," 
added Wellesley, "the troops marched out with as much regularity as if only passing through." The defeat at Argaum, followed by the 
startling surprise and storming of Gawilghar, a fortress that all India had believed to be absolutely impregnable, ended the war. It was a 
knock-down blow to the enemy, coming as it did, as the sequel to the rout of Scindia's northern army in November. Within two days of 
the capture of Gawilghar, the Bhonsla Rajah of Berar sued for peace and accepted the British terms: a fortnight later Scindia did the 
same. 

In the two principal actions of the Khandeish campaign in October 1804 - the taking of Holkar's fortresses of Chandore and Galnah, 
the centres of Holkar's power in Khandeish - the 94th took the leading part. The Chandore stronghold, 85 miles west of Aurungabad, 
comprised a walled pettah, or outer town, and towering above it, 1,600 feet above the plain, the main fort on a steeply scarped rock 
with high embattled walls all round. The pettah was stormed on October 8th with little opposition by the pickets of the 94th and 74th 
and the fort was bombarded during the next day, to occupy the enemy's attention while a place to attempt an escalade up the rock was 
being searched for. A likely point was found, and at 3 a.m. on October 10th the storming party, the flank companies of the 94th, 150 of 
the pickets and 300 Madras sepoys, started to climb up and escalade. They reached the walls at dawn, planted their ladders silently, 
and taking the Mahratta garrison by surprise carried the fort at the point of the bayonet within a quarter of an hour. The 94th had one 
drummer and six rank and file wounded - no other casualties.

William Henry Dowling was bom in 1824, the third son of Captain Joseph Dowling, Barrack Master at St James's Barracks, London, 
who had fought at the battle of Waterloo and who had seen much service in the Peninsula, including the sanguinary battle of Albuhera. 
He joined his regiment in the Crimea on 22 September 1854, a couple of days after the battle of the Alma, in which the 20th had been 
in attendance, guarding the left flank of the attacking allied army but had not been brought into action. 

The following information was taken from the accompanying cutting, the origins of which are unknown: 

'We deeply regret to observe in the list of killed at the battle of Inkermann, the name of Lieutenant W. Dowling of the 20th Regiment. 
This young officer will be remembered as having been resident here during last winter and summer, when he won the esteem of all 
who had the pleasure of his acquaintance by his kind and gentlemanly manner. Lieutenant Dowling left only in the month of May last 
to join his regiment, then about to embark for the East. In a letter written to his brother two days before he was killed, he said, 'If I 
survive , / will write to you directly after the action; but if notknow; my dearest brother, that I fell as I should\ at the head of my 
company/ By the following extract from the letter of a fellow officer, dated Nov. 6, to Mr. Dowling's brother it will be seen that the 
gallant Lieutenant met his death where he most desired - 'You will see by the papers the day was a most fearful one. Your poor brother 
was killed while most gallantly leading and cheering on his company in a desperate charge. He was buried today within a few yards of 
Generals Cathcart and Goldie. His loss is most bitterly felt by every one in his regiment. It must be some satisfaction to you; though a 
sad one, to know how nobly he died. Poor William! he can have suffered little , for it was found that he had been shot through the 
head, and his death must have been almost instantaneous.' 

Lieutenant Dowling is buried in the Cathcart Hill Cemetery, in the Crimea, where his grave is marked with a stone cross, bearing the 
inscription ' 

SACRED TO THE MEMORY OF 
W. H. DOWLING ESQ. 

LIEUT. XX REGT. 

WHO WAS KILLED AT INKERMANN 
5TH NOVEMBER 1 854 

William Dowling was the only officer of the 20th (East Devonshire) Regiment killed at Inkermann and, indeed, throughout the whole 

war, although a good many were wounded.

James Edmond Burton was born in Fort William, Calcutta, on 20 November 
1834, the son of Ensign (later Major) Charles Aeneas Burton and Elizabeth Jane 
Burton. At the time of the Indian Mutiny, he served as a Volunteer. Together with 
his brothers Charles William Burton and Cecil Morton Burton, he was present at 
the action at Nimbhaira, in Rajasthan, 20 October 1857. There, a force of 70 
men of the 83rd Regiment, 80 men of the 12th Bombay Native Infantry, and 150 
men of the 2nd Bombay Cavalry, with two 9pdrs. and a mortar, under the 
command of Colonel Jackson, 2nd Bombay Light Cavalry, managed to force the 
mutineers from the town - Mr Charles William Burton, Officer's Volunteer Corps, 
being slightly wounded in the process. 

Both Charles William and James Edmond Burton were again in action at the siege 
of Neemuch, 8-22 November 1857 - a town 16 miles S.E. of Nimbhaira. The fort 
at Neemuch was besieged by mutineers numbering 4,000 with three artillery 
pieces. In his report, the Commanding Officer at Neemuch, Captain Simpson, 
2nd Light Cavalry, listed his fighting men as H.M. 83rd Regiment 78; 12th Regt. 
N.l. 186; 2nd Cavalry 32; Officers 15; Unattached Sergeants 9; Two sons of the 
late Major Burton 2 : Mahidpore Contingent 5. The garrison managed to hold off 
the mutineers and in his report of the siege, Captain Simpson mentions both of 
the Burton brothers - 

1 must not conclude this report without bringing to the notice of the Brigadier the 
able assistance offered by Messrs. Charles and James Burton, two sons of the late 
gallant Major Burton. The former volunteered to serve as a gunner and remained 
day and night at his post in the bastion into requisition, and the latter volunteered 
to perform the duties of Officer of the Watch, and thus relieved to a great extent 
the other officers whose duties were by no means light.' 

Charles William Burton went on to serve at the siege of Kota, March 1858 and 
the actions at Chota Oodeypore and Vasselghur, was several times mentioned in 
despatches and was awarded the Indian Mutiny Medal with clasp for Central 
India. 


James Edmond Burton was awarded the Indian Mutiny Medal without clasp. In 
1858 he was appointed to the Bengal Civil Service (Uncovenanted) and was later 
District Superintendent of Police, Bankipore, Lucknow, in Oude. He died whilst 
on furlough in London on 25 February 1876. 

Their father, Major Charles Aeneas Burton and two other brothers, Arthur Robert 
and Francis Clerke Burton, were murdered by mutineers at Kota on 15 October 
1857.

Robert Hartin was born at Edmonton, London, in 1836, and enlisted into the 2nd 
Battalion of the Rifle Brigade at Westminster on 26 February 1855. He was 
promoted to Corporal in June 1855 and to Sergeant in July 1857. After the 
capture of Lucknow, he was, from 5 April 1858, assigned to the Camel Corps, 
formed from two companies, each of 4 officers and 100 men, drawn from the 
2nd and 3rd Battalions of the Rifle Brigade, together with 200 Sikhs, the whole 
under the command of Major John Ross, of the Rifle Brigade. 

In a letter to Major Ross, Sir Colin Campbell described the unit as a 'corps 
d'elite ', and enjoined him to pick men carefully, as they would be called upon to 
undertake a great deal of independent action. The Camel Corps was used in 
1858-59 to support columns of soldiers despatched during the latter stages of the 
Indian Mutiny to hunt down groups of rebels that had fled into the countryside of 
Rohilkund and Oudh, east of Delhi. Long marches would frequently be 
undertaken in extremely hot weather. Often the rebels would give their pursuers 
the slip. In the words of the newly-promoted Lieutenant-Colonel Ross: 

We had lots of hard , tedious work , and never once all the time I was in 
command had I to speak a second time to either officers or men. Each seemed to 
take pleasure in doing what he had to do and in assisting me in every way/ 

The Camel Corps was disbanded on 1 June 1860, just over two years after it was 
formed. Colonel Ross was appointed a Companion of the Order of the Bath in 
recognition of his services in command. 

Sergeant Hartin was discharged at Winchester on 29 July 1861, on payment of 
£20. He took part in the 'Golden Commemoration of the Indian Mutiny Veterans 
at the Royal Albert Hall, Deer. 23rd 1907', and died on 13 November 1931, 
aged 95 years.

Charles Godden enlisted into Major Childe's Squadron of the South African Light Horse in November 1899, the month in which the 
unit was raised by Lieutenant-Colonel Byng. Subsequently attached to General Buller's Natal Field Force in the second attempt to 
relieve Ladysmith, the S.A.L.H. arrived at the heights on the southern bank of the Tugela river on 11 January 1900. Before a crossing 
could be attempted, however, the Boers had to be dislodged from the heights on the opposing bank. 

Lord Dundonald, commanding the Cavalry Brigade, seized the initiative and decided to capture the ferry boat at Potgeiter's Drift and 
send an attacking force across the Tugela. 'On his calling for volunteers to swim the swollen river and bring over the ferry boat,' wrote 
Bennet Burleigh, 'a party of "G" Squadron (Major Childe) South African Light Horse readily took upon themselves the task. Lieutenant 
Carlisle was in command, and down into the Tugela went with him Sergeant Turner, Corporals Cox and Barkley, and Troopers Howell, 
Godden and Collingwood'. Winston Churchill, then a Lieutenant in the S.A.L.H., later described how the swimmers, '... protected by a 
covering party of twenty men, swam the flooded Tugela and began to haul the punt back, whereat the Boers concealed in the kopjes 
opened a brisk fire at long range on the naked figures, but did not hit anyone nor prevent them from bringing the punt safely to our 
side; a dashing exploit, of which their regiment - the 'Cockyolibirds', as the Army, with its customary irrelevance, calls us on account of 
the cock's feather cockades we wear in or hats (miserable jealousy!) - are immensely proud.' 

Following the crossing of the river and in the days prior to the battle of Spion Kop, the S.A.L.H. were involved in a number of clashes 
with the Boers. On 20 January 1900 General Sir Charles Warren advanced his whole force to the attack. Part of the Boer forces 
occupied Bastion Hill, a high feature from which they could observe the advancing forces and bring down a devastating fire. Major 
Childe decided to seize it and led his Squadron in a charge up the hill. The Boers bolted and Trooper Tobin rushed to the top and 
waved his hat to signify to the rest of the Army that Bastion Hill had been taken. 

The Boers promptly directed artillery fire onto the hill and Churchill, who had delivered a message to Major Childe, wrote that 'two 
percussion shells burst on the exposed side of the hill, and then a well-exploded shrapnel searched its summit and found what it 
sought. Major Childe was instantly killed by a fragment that entered his brain, and half a dozen Troopers were more or less seriously 
wounded.' Creswicke records that several 'were slain, among them Godden, who had been one of the seven who distinguished 
themselves in the punt exploit'. Godden had, in fact, been seriously wounded and died of wounds on 16 February. 

Lieutenant Carlisle and his six gallant swimmers, including Godden (posthumously), were mentioned in despatches by General Builer 
in his despatch dated 30 March 1900.

James Alexander Browning was born on 25 June 1878, son of E. C. Browning, of 
Rushden, Northants, and was educated at Eton School, 1891-95. He was 
commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the 2nd Dragoon Guards (Queen's Bays) in May 
1898, becoming Lieutenant in August 1899; Captain, September 1901; Major, 
July 1911, and assumed command of the regiment on 21 October 1914. 

From March 1900 to November 1901, he was A.D.C. to the Inspector-General of 
Cavalry in Great Britain and Ireland. He served in the South African War, 1901 
-02, being present at operations in the Transvaal, Orange River and Cape 
Colonies, and received the Queen's medal with five clasps. From July 1906 to 
July 1909 he was Adjutant of the regiment. 

Browning went to France on 17 August 1914, as second in command of the Queen's Bays, as part of the First Cavalry Brigade. They 
were engaged in the heavy fighting before Mons on 24 August and in the retreat from there a few days later. He was also present at the 
action at Nery, in which the First Cavalry Brigade routed the German 4th Cavalry Division after it had attacked them in their bivouac at 
dawn on 1 September. 

On 21 October 1914, he assumed command of the regiment when the Commanding Officer was wounded in action. On the night of 
31-31 October the Queen's Bays were instructed to make and hold certain trenches just north of Messines. "C" Squadron was 
entrenched in advance of "A" and "B" Squadrons who were on the Messines-Ypres road. Early on the morning of the 31st, the enemy 
strongly attacked the left flank of "C" Squadron who were forced to retire by successive troops to take up positions in the rear and at 
about 10 a.m. the Bays were ordered to retire from the line of the road. Major Browning, completely disregarding his own personal 
safety, was standing in the open directing his men to take up a defensive position behind a hedge, when he was shot and killed 
instantly. 
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Sir John French later summed up the true meaning of these operations when addressing the 9th Lancers: 

'Particularly I would refer you to the periodOctober 31st , when for forty-eight hours the Cavalry Corps held at bay two German army 
corps. During the period you were supported by only three or four battalions , shattered and worn by previous fighting and in so doing 
you rendered inestimable service. There have been few episodes in the war which have been at the same time so splendid and 
absolutely vital. The First Cavalry Division lost 50% of its numbers between October 30th and November 2nd and the Second Division 
was hardly in better case but never did men give their lives to better purpose. Their heroism saved the Army/

Albert Willingham was born in Sittingbourne, Kent on 4 January 1888. A General Labourer by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal 
Navy as a Stoker 2nd Class in July 1908. He served on H.M.S. Hyacinth , March 1909-June 1911, during which time he served off the 
coast of Somaliland and in the Persian Gulf, being advanced to Stoker 1st Class in October 1909. During the Great War he served on 
the old battleship H.M.S. Mars, July-November 1914, then the scout cruiser H.M.S. Forward, November 1914-April 1915, being 
promoted to Acting Leading Stoker in April 191 5. Leading Stoker Willingham was killed on 27 May 1915, aged 27 years, when serving 
on the converted minelayer H.M.S. Princess Irene. The vessel was moored in Saltpan Reach in the Medway Estuary, between Port 
Victoria and Sheerness and was loading mines in preparation for a mission, when at 11.15a.m. on 27 May 1915 she blew up with 
terrific force - with some wreckage landing 20 miles away. A total of 352 men were killed, including 273 officers and men and 76 
dockyard workers.

'His Majesty the King has been graciously pleased to award the Edward Medal of 
the Second Class to Llewellyn Ince, Arthur Darby, and Shadrach Speke, and also 
to the widow of Shadrach Jackson under the following circumstances:- 

On the 24th of July, 1912, a man named Heald descended into a melting furnace 
thirty feet high at the Darlaston Green Furnaces in order to adjust a piece of scrap 
iron under which some coke had to be placed. 

Heald descended into the furnace by a chain, and was almost immediately overcome by noxious gas which had collected there owing 
to damp. A man standing at the top at once gave the alarm, and Shadrach Jackson and Ince came to his assistance. Jackson without 
hesitation slid down the chain, and a rope was thrown to him, which he tied round Heald, who was then pulled up, Jackson climbing 
up the chain after him. As Jackson, however, reached the door through which Heald was being pulled, he too was overcome by the gas 
and fell back to the bottom of the furnace. Ince then descended and placed a rope round Jackson's body, but unfortunately it slipped 
off before the man could be pulled out, though Ince, feeling that he was being overcome by the gas, climbed up the chain and 
escaped. On recovering Ince went down a second time, once more tied the rope round Jackson, but again failed to bring him to the 
surface, though he himself escaped by a ladder which had been brought. Arthur Darby then went down the ladder with a rope, which 
was attached to Jackson's belt, but unfortunately the belt gave way. On Darby coming out Speke went down, and, the rope having 
been more securely tied round Jackson's body, he was extricated, though unhappily it was found on reaching the surface that he was 
dead. All the men were fully aware of the great risk to which they repeatedly exposed themselves/

For this action, 9 silver Board of Trade Medals were awarded to men of S.S. 
Vedamore and 3 to men of S.S. Londonian. 

The Londonian, of the Wilsons & Furness Leyland Line was a steamship of 5,532 tons built in 1896. 

The steamship Londonian under Captain E. B. Lee, left Boston, Massachusetts for London on 15.11.1898, with a company of 70 and a 
cargo of grain and 150 head of cattle. After about a week at sea the ship ran into foul weather, increasing later to a gale and she began 
to make water; her steering-gear jammed and it became impossible to keep her head on. 

The ship broached to and she was thrown on to her beam ends and her engine room flooded. The cattle were driven overboard to 
lighten the ship which continued to drift for two days and nights, until the morning of the 25th when she was sighted by the Vedamore 
under Captain Bartlett. 

The Captain of the Londonian asked to be taken in tow, but this the Vedamore's captain declined to do, though he was prepared to take 
off the crew. About noon therefore, Captain Lee decided to abandon his ship and the Vedamore made an attempt to get a boat 
alongside, but after three hours struggle the boat returned without having rescued a single man. Other efforts by rocket and line from 
windward of the derelict were equally unsuccessful and operations had to be suspended until daybreak (26th Nov.) when lines 
attached to life-buoys were floated down to the Londonian. After many hours one of these was picked up and a heavier line taken on 
board. A lifeboat was lashed to this and was hauled to and fro between the ships, 22 men being saved on the first journey. At the 
second attempt the rope broke and the boat capsized. Another boat was lowered by the Vedamore but this was smashed and the crew 
barely escaped with their lives. These efforts lasted throughout the day and there was another pause during the hours of darkness. Next 
morning (27th Nov.) one of the Londonian's boats was got over the side where it at once capsized, drowning all its occupants. A 
second boat got away with 23 men who were taken on board the Vedamore. All day attempts to effect further rescues continued but 
without success. At dawn on the morning of the 28th those on board the Vedamore saw no sign of the Londonian, so with the survivors 
on board the ship proceeded on its way to Baltimore. 

Meanwhile the derelict Londonian , with Captain Lee and seven men still on board was drifting helplessly with the gale. At midnight on 
the 28th one of their flares was seen by the German steamship Maria Rickmers , which sent a boat. After a struggle of many hours a line 
was passed to the ship and all survivors were taken off. 

45 men were rescued by the Vedamore, 8 by the Maria Rickmers, 1 7 others were drowned. ( Dictionary of Disasters at Sea refers). With 
copied research.

Edward Scafe 'Ted" Scorfield, who was born in Preston, Northumberland on 21 April 1882, 'gave every evidence of his exceptional 
talent with the pencil' as a young boy and 'was on his way to becoming a naval architect when he switched to newspaper cartooning.' 
He subsequently enjoyed popularity as a cartoonist for the Newcastle Sunday Sun and North Mail prior to moving to Australia to 
become the political cartoonist of the Sydney Bulletin in early 1925. 

In addition to his skill as a draughtsman, Scorfield was a talented sportsman and played rugby football for local sides Percy Park and 
Northumberland County, and ultimately for England. According to newspaper features of the period, 'He was gifted with a powerful 
frame which he knew how to use gently but effectively', and was 'a straight English gentleman of the finest type; these are the men that 
Rugby raises.' He was also a member of the Tynemouth Amateur Rowing Club from 1906, being made a life member in 1925. 

These strains of sporting prowess and physical fitness no doubt saved the day at Short Sands in King Edward's Bay on 20 August 1911, 
when he rescued a drowning bather, his gallant act coming to the notice of the Tynemouth Medal Trust committee, who, in October of 
the same year, resolved to issue a 'Gold Medal for special cases' exceeding the standards set by their silver award: Edward Scorfield 
became the first such recipient: 

'Mr. Scorfield noticed a man who was shouting for help. He jumped over the railings and ran down the cliff. There he seized a buoy 

attached to a rope held by Michael Lowes (No. 16) and entered the sea, the tide being about half ebb with a heavy sea and strong 

outward current. Scorfield swam out to the man who was rapidly drifting out to sea. Mr. Scorfield reached the drowning man, Mr. 
Dobie, who was nearly exhausted. Gunner Roberts (No. 40), who had undressed on the shore, swam out to the two men and greatly 
encouraged Mr. Bobie to hold on to the buoy, ultimately enabling several bathers to assist in handing in the rescued and his two 
rescuers.' 

Scorfield's military career in the Royal Engineers in the Great War was distinguished by further acts of bravery, and for the operations in 
Gallipoli he was awarded a commendation certificate from Lieutenant-General Mahon, the G.O.C. of 10th (Irish) Division, in 
September 1915; so, too, were his subsequent deeds of gallantry in Salonika recognised, by the award of the Russian St. George Medal 
for Bravery, 2nd Class ( London Gazette 15 February 191 7). He was invalided from the latter front towards the end of the War. 

Scorfield remained employed as a cartoonist on the Sydney Bulletin for over 40 years, and was still writing articles and drawing into his 
late 70s. He died at Mosman on 11 December 1965.

RESCUE FROM SEA - Dive to Save Drowning Man at Plymouth - The cries of a drowning man in the sea a few yards from Plymouth 
pier, early yesterday afternoon, were heard by Percy Rashbrook, Portland Road, Stoke, and Arthur Matthews, Albany Place, who 
immediately rushed to his assistance. Matthews promptly dived from the rocks, and, with the help of companions brought the 
unconscious man ashore, he recovered after nearly an hour's artificial respiration had been applied by the officers of the George St. 
Ambulance Brigade, and a police constable. 

At the Homeopathic Hospital it transpired that he was William Alfred Pengelly aged 40, a labourer of Moon St., Plymouth. It is stated 
that he had been in failing health for some months past' (Ref: Western Morning News, 19 April 1921).

The Fleetwood fishing smack The Osprey, with James Fogg, master and crewed 
by James Abram, Robert Greenall, George Wilkinson and a boy - John Robert 
Tomlinson (sic), went to the aid of a schooner in distress during a violent storm in 
Morecombe Bay, 7 November 1890. Despite the fact that The Osprey had also 
suffered severe damage in the storm, they went to the rescue of the schooner. 
During the rescue operations, Abram and Greenall lost their lives and Wilkinson 
owed his life to the gallant efforts of the boy Tomlinson, (ref. The Fleetwood 
Express and The Storm of 1890). 


The Fleetwood Humane Society was established in 1891, probably as a result of the 'storm of 1890' - research indicates that the 
Society was disbanded shortly afterwards. For his great bravery, John Robert Thomason/Thomlinson was awarded a Gold Medal by the 
shortlived society.

The hero of the fog period in Paisley this week was undoubtedly James Ferns, a 
porter at Gilmour Street Station, who risked his life to save that of an elderly lady 
who had fallen on to the permanent way in front of an oncoming train. That he 
succeeded is a tribute to his alertness and presence of mind. 

The lady in question, Miss Macfadyen, Bridgend, Broomfield, Houston Crosslee, 
was waiting for the train to convey her to the village and was accompanied by 
her brother. The fog was very thick at the time and she did not notice that she 
was so near the edge of the platform, and while walking fell headlong on to the 
rails. 

In the fall she bruised her left arm, and though greatly upset by the incident she rose at once, and her brother attempted to pull her up 
to the platform. 

The porters at the station were awaiting the arrival of the Stranraer Express at the time, and it was in this position that Mr Ferns found 
the pair as he walked down the platform. He realised the train would be upon them at any moment, and acted without delay. 

In an interview with a "Gazette" representative he said, "I recognised that there was no time to get her to safety by trying to pull her up, 
for I could just see the glow of the lamp of the oncoming train. I then jumped down on to the rails, and, catching hold of the woman, I 
pulled her to the side of the railway between the near rail and the platform, and threw myself behind her just as the train passed." 

The incident created considerable excitement amongst those on the platform, for it was felt that the plucky porter had not had time to 
avert disaster. However, when the train came to a standstill, it was not long until he made his appearance between the running boards 
and the platform, which he mounted, and Miss Macfadyen was assisted up to the platform.... 

The hero of the incident is a young married man of 25 years of age, residing in Springburn, Glasgow. He has been nine years in the 
railway service ...'

Following the incident a testimonial fund was opened for the benefit of the porter. He was subsequently awarded the Carnegie Hero 
Fund Bronze Medal, £20 and the St. Andrew's Ambulance Association Bravery Medal for Saving Life. (See St. Andrew's Ambulance 
Association Medal for Bravery , by R. J. Scarlett, L.S.A.R.S. Journal No. 7, p32-37). The medal issued to Ferns was the last medal in silver 
awarded by the St. Andrew's Ambulance Association; a total of 13 silver and 1 5 bronze medals were awarded. His Carnegie Hero Fund 
Bronze Medal was sold in D.N.W. 30 March 2011.

There appears to be no usage 
of the Latinised numeral ‘V in the early badges and buttons of the Native Infantry 
Regiments of India. Likewise the Precedence numbers of English Militia 
Regiments during the period 1 778-1802 are most unlikely.

The medals were engraved by Samuel Clayton, who was transported for forgery 
from Ireland to Australia for seven years in 1816. A painter, engraver and 
silversmith by trade, he established himself in Sydney as early as January of the 
following year, rapidly becoming one of the finest silversmiths in the Colony. 
Amongst other achievements he instigated the establishment of the first Masonic 
lodge in New South Wales, and designed and engraved the Colony's first 
banknotes. He died at Gunning, N.S.W., in 1853. 

Thomas Wills was born in the Parish of Weedon, near Northampton, and was enlisted into the 48th Foot at Liverpool on 4 November 
1807, aged twenty-one, for unlimited service. He was discharged at Deal on 26 August 1828, having served 20 years 296 days, 
suffering from 'chronic rheumatism and worn out in the service'. His conduct as a soldier was described as 'good' and his trade as a 
'labourer'. Thomas Wills received the M.G.S. medal with five clasps, for Talavera, Ciudad Rodrigo, Badajoz, Salamanca and Pyrenees 
(Sold by Glendining in July 1920). Sold with copied discharge papers.

Grace Newton was born in 1860. In 1887 she went to China as a Missionary 
Teacher with the North China Missionary Society of the Presbyterian Church of 
the U.S.A. - she directed a girl's boarding school in Pang Chuang, Shantung. In 
the 'Wikipedia' entry for the 'Boxer Rebellion', she is credited, in a letter of 1899, 
as being the first to use the term 'Boxer' for members of the Righteous Harmony 
Society. She was part of the Pekin Mission of the Presbyterian Church at the time 
of the siege of the legations (ref. New York Times , 28 June 1900 in which her 
name is listed) and in this she was fortunate, as Christian missionaries elsewhere 
in the country were often the target of militant Boxer atrocities. Having survived 
the siege, she remained in China at the school at Pang Chuang, until her death, 
following a short illness at Paotingfu on 12 October 1915. She was buried in the 
British Cemetery in Pekin. 

Her personal papers, including letters and four diaies on the Boxer Rebellion are 
in the possession of the Princeton University Library.

Pierce Thomas de la Garde Grissell, the son of Lieutenant-Colonel T. de la G. Grissell of Waterston, Dorset, died on 10 October 1942, 
aged 18 years, while serving in the cruiser H.M.S. Dragon in the Far East; having no known grave, his name is commemorated on the 
Chatham Naval Memorial. 

Re-commissioned on a war footing in July 1939, the Dragon was sent to the South Atlantic and steamed many thousands of miles as 
escort to important merchant ship convoys. The Dragon then went to the Far East in November 1941, and was guarding waters around 
the Malay Peninsula when Japan entered the war. For a time she flew the flag of the Commander-in-Chief, Eastern Fleet, an unexpected 
distinction for a light cruiser more then twenty years old, and was involved in escort duties to the Singapore convoys. She later became 
part of the short-lived "Western Strike Force", which was established to protect the Sunda Strait from Japanese submarines, thus 
providing shipping with an escape route to the West. With the fall of Java, the Dragon sailed for Ceylon, from where she remained 
employed on escort duties until the end of 1942, when she returned to the U.K. In the interim, in May 1942, she participated in the 
capture of Vichy-held Madagasgar.

The belt is sold with three original letters, these laminated for preservation, which read as follows: 

1. From the Maritzburg Association for Aid to Sick and Wounded, Parliament Hospital, Pietermaritzburg, dated 8th October, 1900: 
'Dear Sister Galloway. I have to request, under due authorisation, your acceptance of the enclosed cheque for Ten Guineas, both as a 
token of appreciation of services rendered on the Nursing Staff of the Volunteer Hospital, and also as some proportion of compensation 
in respect of differential salary. I trust that you will feel neither scruple nor diffidence in receiving this enclosure but that you will regard 
it, in the spirit in which it is granted, as a tribute of approbation of patient and assiduous ministration in the care of the Sick and 
Wounded.' 

2. From the same, dated 8th November, 1900: 'Dear Mrs Galloway. I am desired, in terms of a resolution of my committee, to request 
your acceptance of the enclosed cheque for Eleven Pounds Five Shillings (£11.5), as a token of their approval and appreciation of the 
excellent services which you, in common with the other members of the nursing staff, have rendered during your connection with the 
Parliament House Hospital, and which services have contributed so materially to the successful record of the institution, which is now 
about to close.' 

3. From the Captain & Adjutant of the Natal Carbineers, dated 16th June 1902: 'Dear Madam. It is my pleasant duty to ask, on behalf of 
the Officers, N.C.O.'s & Men of the Natal Carbineers, that you will accept from them the silver belt, which is being sent you by this 
post, as a slight recognition of the great services rendered by you to the members of this Regiment during the late War. These services 
will never be forgotten by every man of this Regiment, by every man of the Natal Volunteers, and by the whole Colony. With the 
Regiment's sincere wishes for your future welfare & happiness.' 
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'For many weeks we have all been greatly concerned for the welfare of the Sailors and Soldiers who are gallantly fighting 
our battles by sea and land. Our first consideration has been to meet their more pressing needs , and I have delayed 
making known a wish that has long been in my heart for fear of encroaching on other funds > the claims of which have 
been more urgent. 

I want you all now to help me to send a Christmas present from the whole nation to every Sailor afloat and every Soldier 
at the front. On Christmas-eve when , like the shepherds of old, they keep their watch, doubtless their thoughts will turn 
to home and to the loved ones left behindand perhaps, too, they will recall the days when as children themselves they 
were wont to hang out their stockings wondering what the morrow had in store. 

I am sure that we should all be the happier to feel that we had helped to send our little token of love and sympathy on 
Christmas morning, something that would be useful and of permanent value, and the making of which may be the 
means of providing employment in trades adversely affected by the war. Could there be anything more likely to hearten 
them in their struggle than a present received straight from home on Christmas day? 

Please , will you help me ?' 

The appeal letter from H.R.H. Princess Mary to the British Public, dated 15 October 1914, which led to the manufacture 
and distribution of her Christmas 1914 Gift Tin.

At a meeting held in the Ritz Hotel, Piccadilly, London, on 14 October 1914, H.R.H. Princess Mary inaugurated a special fund to pay 
for the manufacture and distribution of her now well-known Christmas 1914 Gift Tin. 

The General Committee established that day included the Prime Minister, Churchill, and Kitchener, together with a host of 
representatives from Parliament and the Commonwealth, a powerful body that ensured popular support, though famously many of the 
tins did not reach their intended recipients in time - indeed some of them were still being distributed as late as 1919, a delay 
compounded by the fact the issuance numbers were extended to all men and women in uniform on 25 December 1914, not just those 
at sea or at the front. 

The brass embossed tin, designed by Messrs. Adshead & Ramsey, bore a bust of Princess Mary within a laurel wreath, with the legend 
Imperium BritannicunT flanked by a sword and scabbard above, 'Christmas 1914' below, and the monogram 'M' to the left and right. 
Around the edges of the lid were embossed the names of the Allied powers. 

The contents differed according to the intended recipient - thus, instead of the usual pipe, tobacco and cigarettes, non-smokers 
received acid tablets, Indian troops spices or candy, and nurses chocolates. All contained a royal greetings card, and the majority the 
bullet pencil. And given the latter content in the above described tins, but no indication of anything else from the X-Rays, it is 
interesting to speculate as to whether they were intended for boy ratings, another variation to be found in the choice of constituents. 

The statistics arising from Princess Mary's initiative make fascinating reading - with a closing account of nearly £200,000, the Fund was 
able to cover the costs of some 2,600,000 gift tins, the whole distributed by War Office, Admiralty, India Office, Colonial Office and 
the High Commissions of the Colonies. And in terms of contents, some 710,000 pipes were purchased, together with 44,000lbs. of 
tobacco and over 13 million cigarettes. But the number of tinder lighters that were purchased fell below par owing to the fact ceric 
stones from Austria were required in the manufacturing process - and the Austrians did not feel inclined to replenish the supplies when 
they ran out!

Giles-R.N.A.S. and R.A.F. 


Frederick Alexander Giles, who was born in November 1898, entered the Royal Naval Air Service as a Probationary Flight Officer in 
July 191 7, direct from prior service as an N.C.O. in the Cambridgeshire Regiment. 

Posted to R.N.A.S. Redcar for pilot training, he first went solo in an Maurice Farman Biplane on 18 October 1917. Transferred to R.N. 
A.S. Cranwell in the following month, where he graduated on Bristol Scouts and Sopwith Pups, he was himself appointed an instructor 
in March 1918. That August, however, he was embarked for France, where he joined No. 209 Squadron, and a few days later had his 
first encounter with "Archie", his Camel being holed in two places. 

Thereafter, as described in detail in his Flying Log Book, he flew regular patrols over Arras, Bapaume and Cambrai, often coming into 
contact with enemy aircraft while engaged on low strafing and bombing sorties - in fact no less than 50 sorties in the period leading up 
to the Armistice in November 191 8, in the course of which he claimed a Fokker shot down over the Cambrai front on 8 October: 

Tow strafing. Led 'B' Flight of seven machines. When diving from about 6,000 feet to drop my four bombs in the district of Leveque, I 
met four Fokker Biplanes and a Two-seater. One I nearly collided with. Another I fired 50 rounds into, which then went S.E. A third one 
I fired at from above at a distance of about six yards. This machine then went into a steep dive from a few feet, burst into flames, and 
crashed. This happened at about 3,000 feet. Confirmed by Captain Foster, D.S.C., Lieutenant Gibbons and Lieutenant Mills' [his Flying 
Log Book refers] 
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During another sortie, over Valenciennes on 9 November 1918, his engine cut out, and he was attacked by an enemy aircraft and 
compelled to make a forced landing - whereupon, owing to the close proximity of the German lines, he had to take cover from 
machine-gun fire. 

Post-hostilities, he served in No. 70 Squadron as part of the Army of Occupation in Germany, prior to being posted to No. 206 
Squadron out in Egypt in July 1919, with whom he flew D.H. 9s up until mid-1920. 

Having then departed the Royal Air Force a year or two later, we catch a glimpse of him at work in the world of aviation some years 
later, namely as a potential competitor in the "Dole Air Derby" race from California to Hawaai in August 1927 - in the event a 
disastrous event in which three pilots were killed in accidents during pre-event trials, an another ten during the race itself. Luckily for 
Giles, who had entered the competition in a single-seater Hess Bluebird biplane, he decided at the last minute to attempt a flight to 
New Zealand. 

Giles was recalled in the 1939-45 War, being appointed a Pilot Officer in the Technical Branch (Armament) in December 1941.

Arthur Ferguson Ingram was born in Standish, Lancashire on 17 September 1892. Joined Belfast University O.T.C. in March 1915. As a 
2nd Lieutenant in the Army Cyclist Corps he was granted his Aviator's Certificate on 2 March 1917. He joined No. 27 Squadron in 
France on 7 September 1917, flying Martinsyde scouts/bombers. His first bombing attack being made on 15 September 1917, attacking 
the Iwuy Ammunition Dump; In an operation on 16 September, bombing Hooglede, his formation was attacked by 10 Albatross scouts 
and one Martinsyde was shot down in a running fight back to the British lines. His next raid was on Ath Station, 24 September 1917, 
then Ledeghem Station, 14 October 1917 and Gontrode Aerodrome on 1 November. On 1 November he got lost on his way to bomb 
Poperinghe but eventually managed to find his way home. Then flying DH4s, on 28 November he was obliged to make a forced 
landing near Bethune due to engine failure. His last bombing run was on 18 December 191 7 in an attack on Menin. 

He was injured on 25 December 1917 when he slipped and fell into a trench. This ended his overseas service, being transferred to 
England where he spent the remainder of the war. 

After the war he served as a Pilot with Canadian Airways Ltd. and was latterly Operations Manager.

William F. Lascelles was born in Berlin on 21 March 1868, the eldest son of the Rt. Hon. Sir Frank Lascelles, sometime British 
Ambassador to Berlin. He was commissioned into the Scots Guards on 15 May 1889, promoted to Lieutenant on 20 July 1892 and to 
Captain on 7 July 1899. He served as Regimental Adjutant to the Scots Guards, 13 December 1899-30 April 1900. On 1 April 1904 he 
attained the rank of Major. 

Lascelles served as A.D.C. to the Governor General of the Dominion of Canada, 3 November 1898-13 October 1899. He served with 
his regiment in the Second Boer War and was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 10 September 1901). During the course of the 
war, as an officer in the 2nd Battalion Scots Guards, he was appointed Town Commandant of Harrismith, November 1900; a Press 
Censor, April 1901, Assistant Intelligence Officer, April 1901 and a Railway Staff Officer, December 1901. He returned to England in 
March 1902. After the war he served as A.D.C. to the General Commanding the Forces in Ireland and the lllrd Army Corps, 18 March 
1902-30 April 1904. 

The first page of the album is dated, 'Canada, Nov. 3rd 1898'. The early part of the album features photographs and cuttings relating to 
Lascelles' time in Canada as A.D.C. to the Governor General, the Earl of Minto; followed by cuttings and photographs relating to his 
wedding in November 1899 to Lady Sybil Beauclerk, daughter of the Duke of St. Albans. 

Cuttings and photographs having a connection to the Boer War then follow, including some relating to Lascelles appointment as Town 
Commandant of Harrismith in November 1900 and some photographs of Boer prisoners of war being transported to St. Helena, 
including General Ben Viljoen. Photographs of Ireland follow as Lascelles took up the position of A.D.C. to the Duke of Connaught, 
General Commanding the Forces in Ireland and the 3rd Army Corps. Then follows photographs and cuttings relating to the 
enthronement of the King of Spain and the Coronation of King Edward VII; and end with a shooting party with the Duke of Connaught, 
a visit to his father at the British Embassy in Berlin and other photographs. 

Amongst some loose papers relating to the Boer War, is one typescript concerning the assembly of personnel for a military court set to 
try Jacobus Johannes de Jager, a prisoner of war of Harrismith District - Captain Lascelles being one of the Members of the Court. 
Another paper, a hand-written letter addressed to Lascelles, dated 18 March 1901, indicates that things went badly for de Jager: 

'Dear Lascelles, Will you please arrange for the removal of J. de Jager to the cell in the gaol after dark this evening & for a guard being 
placed over him there - One sentry must be always in the cell & one outside. I suggest the prisoner & escort being driven up in an 
ambulance or some covered vehicle if it can be arranged. The guard should be withdrawn when the Military Police & Executioner go 
in to pinion the man and should file outside the gaol.The execution will be at 7 am sharp tomorrow.'

As for Maling, a veteran of many actions in the Napoleonic Wars, including St. Vincent, he attained advancement to Vice-Admiral of 
the Red in November 1841.

George Agar Ellis Ridge was born at Gowran, Co. Kilkenny, on 21 August 1824, and entered the Royal Navy as a Volunteer 1st Class 
aboard H.M.S. Wolverine on 21 November 1836. From January 1839 to April 1841, he served as Volunteer 1st Class and, from April 
1839, as Midshipman aboard H.M.S. Asia on the Mediterranean station. When the Allied fleet arrived off Beyrout early in September 
1 840, H.M. Ships Asia and / replaceable were left off Alexandria and took no active part in the subsequent naval operations, including 
the bombardment of Acre. Thus, H.M.S. Asia is not shown in the medal rolls of the Naval General Service medal for the Syria clasp. 
However, at the back of the roll (ADM 171/7) is a paper signed by 'J. A. Drummond, Commander' and headed 'Roll of [18] Persons 
who were employed on the coast of Syria'. Heading the list, which includes midshipmen, petty officers and men from various ships, is 
the name of Midshipman G. A. E. Ridge of H.M.S. Asia. Furthermore, his name is also shown in Haultain's Navy List for August 1855 as 
having received the Naval medal with 1 clasp, providing further evidence that he was issued with the medal for Syria. 

Ridge was promoted to Lieutenant in November 1846 and in May 1847 joined the Alarm on the West Indies station. On 12 February 
1 848, he was involved in the action against Colonel Salas of the Nicaraguan Army at a fort near Serapaqui. Captain G. G. Lock of the 
Alarm, Commander A. P. Ryder of the Vixen, Lieutenant Ridge and the other officers, with 260 men, including some of the 38th 
Regiment, in 12 boats from the ships, rowed for 72 hours arriving at Serapaqui on 11 February. The following day they attacked and 
captured the fort, disabling the guns, casting captured arms into the river and burning the fort and stockades. Captain Lock, in his 
report, mentions 'Lieuts. Johnston and Ridge of the Alarm leading their men in gallant style'. 

In 1851, off the West coast of Africa, Ridge was involved in an action against natives about the mouth of the Benin River who had 
committed various acts of piracy at Bonbee. On 28 March the natives were attacked by 5 boats of the Archer and 3 of the Jackal, 
containing 92 officers and men. Lieutenant Ridge led in the Archer's pinnace under a heavy musketry fire but there was little serious 
opposition, and the place was taken without loss. 

Ridge served in the Crimea as Senior Lieutenant of H.M.S. Diamond and was specially promoted to Commander for services with the 
Naval Brigade in the trenches before Sebastopol, and awarded the 5th class of the Medjidie. In his book The Crimea in 1854 and 1894, 
Sir Evelyn Wood gives an account of Midshipman E. St J. Daniel, of the Diamond, winning the Victoria Cross, and adds 'Capt. Peel 
asked Lieut. Ridge and Midshipman Daniel of the Diamond, and Lieut. Douglas and Midshipman Wood of the Queen, to always walk 
slowly and with their heads erect when under fire, as an example to the rest. This they invariably did.' 

Commander Ridge served with the Coast Guard from April 1856 to 20 June 1861, when he was placed on half-pay. For his services at 
Newcastle C.G., Co. Down, he was awarded the silver medal of the R.N.L.I. on 5 April 1860, the citation stating: 

'On the 14th.December 1859 the Austrian brig 'Tikey' was wrecked off St. John's Point and her boat containing the crew capsized. A 
boat manned by 12 men, put off to rescue them but also capsized. Captain Ridge then waded out through the surf and brought one of 
the men to safety.' 

Commander Ridge died on 23 July 1863. Sold with a good amount of research including copies of Captain Lock's report of the 
Nicaraguan operations, record of service and detailed research notes by Lt. Col. M. E. S. Laws.

Hopkins was employed in Burma as a Brigade Signaller, one of about 40 Riflemen so employed. The number of messages averaged 
over 100 daily, all these having to be handled twice; the Signallers were often busy till two and three in the morning. All 
communication was by heliograph and lamps; the latter were badly made, especially the shutters, which became useless after a 
month's work, and in most cases a book cover had to be resorted to and worked in front of the light; this answered very well so far as 
the signalling was concerned, but it was tedious work for the operator.

Thomas Johnstone Walker, who was born in Melbourne, Australia in April 1863, was educated at King's School, Peterborough before 
joining the training ship Worcester , following which he was apprenticed to the New Zealand Shipping Company. 

Appointed a 3rd Grade Officer in the Royal Indian Marine in April 1884, he was advanced to the 2nd Grade during the course of his 
active service in the Burma operations of 1885-87, aboard the Sir William Peef Clive and Jaboona , but had risen to the rank of 
Lieutenant by the time he joined the troopship Warren Hastings nearly a decade later. He was subsequently present on the occasion of 
her loss off St. Phillipe in January 1897. 

The R.I.M. troopship Warren Hastings , sailing from India to Mauritius via Cape Town, started out on the second leg of her last voyage 
on 6 January 1897. The troops on board comprised four companies of the 1st K.R.R.C., four companies of the 2nd York and Lancaster 
Regiment and 25 men from the Middlesex Regiment - a total of 22 officers, four Warrant Officers and 940 N.C.Os and men. The only 
passengers were 'four ladies, 13 women and 10 children'. For a week good progress was made, but on the morning of the 13th the 
glass fell and the wind shifted to the south. In spite of reduced visibility the ship's officers felt no cause for concern. That night, 
however, a freak current carried the ship off course and, at about 2.20 a.m. on the 14th, a violent shudder accompanied by a 'grating 
sound' woke the O.C. Troops. Fearing the worst, they dressed hurriedly and reported to Commander Holland on the bridge. The ship 
was eight miles out of position and had struck the coast of the French island of Reunion. The night was stormy and intensely dark, 
indeed so dark that little could be seen beyond a few feet. Drenching rain fell in torrents, 'making a great noise on the awnings and 
decks', and a volcano in full eruption a few miles away could neither be seen or heard. 

Keeping the engines at full speed (until finally stopped by the inrush of water), Commander Holland ordered the troops to be fallen in 
below, and having received a report that the rock on which the ship's bows were lodged afforded a landing space, sent two of his 
officers over the side with 'blue lights' to investigate the possibility of disembarking the soldiers by rope ladders either side of the bows. 
This having been deemed practicable at about 3.40 a.m., the troops between the decks were organised by regiments, with the K.R.R.C. 
lining the port side and the York and Lancasters the starboard, so that the two forward companions could be used simultaneously. The 
disembarkation had scarcely commenced at 4 a.m. when a heavy bump caused by the running swell sent the vessel lurching to 
starboard. Everyone was ordered on deck, and at 4.20 a.m. priority was given to 'women and children and such sick as required 
assistance'. By the time they had been landed safely the starboard upper deck was awash and where possible men were ordered over to 
the port side. Commander Holland now considered his ship was in imminent danger of capsizing and probably sinking in shark 
infested deep water. Orders were shouted to discard rifles and boots in order to expedite the disembarkation, for such was the angle of 
the deck that it was impossible to move along it without the use of both hands. The torrential tropical rain persisted and at 4.35 a.m. 
the electric light, which fortunately had lasted so long, gave out. 

As dawn broke and the list to starboard increased, Commander Holland gave permission for strong swimmers to drop off the port side 
to reach another landing space some 30 yards distant, despite the risk of being 'dashed, bruised and bleeding, upon sharp pitiless lava- 
cliffs'. The first man to swim ashore carried a light line by which four ropes were eventually secured as aids to the considerable number 
of men that followed. Two extra ropes were thrown over the bows as an additional means of escape, and finally by 5.30 a.m. the 
evacuation was considered complete, though a certain Private Roe, up to his waist in water, was yet to be found at a final check of the 
lower decks and relieved from his zealously performed sentry duty in an obscure corner of the ship. There were many acts of devotion 
performed by the officers and men in assisting one another to reach the shore, and at least one near fatal attempt to save the lives of 
two native crew members who panicked and jumped overboard to their deaths. 

Officers and men, women and children, in various states of undress, were at length assisted by the local French authorities to the town 
of Reunion and subsequently conveyed by the specially chartered British India S.S. Hastings to Port Louis, Mauritius, where 
Commander Holland and all from the Warren Hastings - save two officers and ten lascars left behind for salvage purposes - were 
received by the Governor, Sir Charles King Harman. That night Sir Charles entertained all the shipwrecked officers to dinner, which, 
owing to the loss of virtually all personal baggage, presented, by all accounts, 'a most curious sight'. 

In his subsequent report, Commander Holland acknowledged two crucial instances when the perfect discipline of the troops prevented 
the perilous adventure escalating into a major disaster. The first severe test took place immediately after the ship struck and when the 
men, unlike those on the Birkenhead, were confined to the main troop decks and quite unable to see what was going on; and secondly, 
when the embarkation was suspended, to enable the women and children to be landed. Any attempt to crush forward at these times 
would have resulted, according to the C.-in-C., Lord Wolseley, 'in great loss of life'. 

Walker went on to witness further active service in the Clive during the Boer War and Boxer Rebellion, and was placed on the Retired 
List as a Lieutenant in May 1904, after 20 years in the Royal Indian Marine.

Ernest Montague Jackson was born on 3 November 1863. He was first appointed a Lieutenant in the Royal Scots in August 1884, 
transferred to the Madras Staff Corps in January 1887, and was posted as Wing Officer to the 28th Madras Native Infantry six months 
later. He saw action with the 28th N.l. during the Burma campaign 1887-89, and in the Chin Hills in 1892-93. During the Dongola 
Expedition of 1896, Jackson was seconded to the Egyptian Army and placed in command of the 11th Sudanese Battalion. He took part 
in the operations on 7th June and 19th September, 1896, as Special Service Officer and was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 

3 November 1 896). 

Upon his return to India he was posted to the 9th Madras Infantry as Wing Officer, and by 1899 he commanded the regiment with the 
rank of Temporary Major. He returned to the 28th shortly afterwards as acting second-in-command and served with the regiment in 
China during the Boxer Rebellion of 1900. He was confirmed as second-in-command in August 1905, by which time the regiment had 
become the 88th Carnatic Infantry. He was promoted Lieutenant-Colonel in August 1910, assumed command of the 88th the following 
month, and retired in October 1913. With copied research.

Hamilton George Maxwell was born on 7 July 1863, the son of Colonel Hamilton Maxwell, late Bengal Staff Corps. After serving briefly 
in the ranks, he was commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the Connaught Rangers on 7 May 1887. In January 1888 he was promoted to a 
Lieutenant and appointed to the Indian Army Staff Corps. Ranked as a Squadron Officer with the 1 6th Bengal Lancers in April 1 892, he 
served on the N.W. Frontier of India, serving in the 1st and 2nd Miranzai Expeditions and was Orderly Officer to Brigadier-General Sir 
W. S. A. Lockhart, K.C.B. in the 1st Miranzai Expedition. He then served in Burma 1892-93 before returning to the N.W. Frontier, 1897

Guy Renton Livingstone was born in Westport, Co. Mayo on 4 November 1878. He was the son of a local J.P. and was educated in a 
private preparatory school in Oxford before joining the Royal Navy in 1893, spending two years at the officer training establishment of 
H.M.S. Britannia. Passing to become a Midshipman in June 1894, his first seagoing appointment was on H.M.S. Ramillies, January- 
December 1895. This was followed by service on board the cruiser H.M.S. Forte , December 1895-November 1897, during which time 
he served in the Benin campaign of 1897. He was promoted to Sub-Lieutenant in December 1898 and Lieutenant in April 1901. As 
such he served aboard H.M.S. Cossack 1902-03, serving in the Somaliland campaign. He was promoted to Lieutenant-Commander in 
April 1909 and placed on the Retired List in July 1910. Recalled for service in the Great War, firstly at Royal Arthur and later at Victory 
and President (War Staff Trades Division). Livingstone was later in command of the minesweeping sloop H.M.S. Wallflower , February 
1916-November 1917 - his service record notes 'attack on Transports under his escort on 18/6/17: appreciation of conduct on this 
occasion expressed.' In December he was appointed Acting Commander and in early 1918 was in command of H.M.S. Riviera. He 
served out the remainder of the war at H.M.S. President , April 1918-May 1919, being confirmed as Commander in November 1918. 
Commander Livingstone reverted to the Retired List in May 1919. For his services during the war, Livingstone was appointed a 
Chevalier in the French, Legion of Honour ( London Gazette 25 January 1918). With the onset of the Second World War, he made 
himself available for service in August 1939 but was discharged due to ill-health in December 1940. He died at Maidenhead on 5 
August 1950.

Charles William Burrill was born in Lambeth, London on 18 February 1867 and enlisted into the Royal Marines on 18 November 1884. 
He landed with the Naval Brigade at Zanzibar, 27 August 1896 (the shortest war ever!). Served in the Benin Expedition where he 
landed with the Naval Brigade and was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 7 May 1897) - 

'Sergeant Burrill, who had charge of the marines the whole time, behaved with great coolness on the 10th, the marines forming the 
advanced guard in entering the town and the rear guard when embarking; and throughout the time the force has been landed he has 
carried out all duties assigned to him with great ability and judgment.' 

During the Great War Burrill was serving on the protected cruiser Hermes when she was torpedoed and sunk by the U-27 in the Straits 
of Dover, 31 October 1914. Burrill was commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the Labour Corps in September 1917. He relinquished his 
commission whilst retaining his rank in March 1919.

George Haywood was born at Wednesbury, Staffordshire and enlisted in the Rifle Brigade in October 1891, aged 18 years. Originally 
posted to the 2nd Battalion, he qualified in electric telegraphy and was transferred to the 3rd Battalion in India in December 1893, 
where he was present in operations on the Punjab Frontier 1897-98. Undoubtedly, too, it was as a result of his signalling qualifications 
that he was suddenly ordered to China in late June 1900, a chapter of his career saved for posterity by his colourful account of his 
experiences - the whole pubished in the Rifle Brigade Chronicle in 1901. 

Arriving at Wei-Hai-Wei via Hong Kong in late July, he and his small team of signallers - and their field telegraph equipment - were 
embarked on a steam lighter bound for the Taku Forts, and thence, by train, in open trucks, journeyed to Tientsin - The railway station 
was a fearful spectacle, one mass of debris caused by shot and shell ... we unloaded our stores and packed them on mules, arriving at a 
woollen mill an hour later - here we were quartered and attached to the Royal Welsh Fusiliers/ 

A day or two later, when the Allied advance commended on Pekin, Haywood and his men journeyed by road with the telegraph line, 
while their baggage and spare equipment was embarked in two Chinese junks. Reaching Hsiku on 4 August, and having worked to 
midnight in order to establish a proper communications office, the signallers were rudely awoken by the sound of heavy rifle fire at 
2.15 a.m. - 'We were encamped within two miles of the enemy ... The fire continued in one continuous roll, rifle bullets and pom-pom 
shells whistling and screaming over our heads in all directions/ 

As it transpired, the sound of gunfire was again the cause of interrupted sleep 48 hours later, the main force having moved out to make 
contact with the enemy - Haywood being left behind with a Sapper lineman, a cook and a Bhisti, and no supporting troops nearer than 
a mile away, a mere 'six men of the Welsh Fusiliers in a junk yard on the river'. To all intents and purposes stranded, he took the 
initiative, rounded up a force of reluctant Chinese coolies to carry his telegraph equipment, and struck out for Peitsang - 'Before starting 
I warned the Sapper lineman to shoot or bayonet any coolie who dropped his load or attempted to run. I also placed the cook in front 
with his chopper, and the Bhisti a little behind. Then the Sapper with his rifle, and myself, in the rear to keep a sharp watch on them, as 
we had villages and long corn to pass through/ And before too long the party came upon evidence of some sharp fighing on the part of 
the advancing Allies - 'There were scores of the Chinese dead lying about, while some had crawled into the corn and there died: they 
presented a horrible sight being alive with maggots and covered with huge blisters caused by the sun. Some were shattered with shell 
while others had limbs blown clean away, and the smell was awful. Occasionally one could see where the Allied troops had fallen, by 
the equipment, coats, ammunition and field dressings left behind/ 

At Peitsang, Haywood crossed the river by a bridge of boats, teamed up with a Sergeant, R.E., and then pressed on to a camp which 
had been established at Yangtsun - and it was here that he finally caught up with his own telegraph section, the officer in charge 
congratulating him on his initiative in bringing along a team of much needed coolies. Moving next to Tsaitsun, where in one evening 
his team erected telegraph poles over a distance of five miles, Haywood had his helmet blown off his head when the local powder 
magazine was destroyed by the Engineers - 'I picked up my helmet, crammed it on my head, and looked up at the explosion - it was a 
great spectacle, a column of smoke and dust straight up in the air for about 800 feet. For an hour after showers of dust and burnt 
powder fell/ 

On 11 August the telegraph team left for Matas, their work being delayed by a village occupied by about 200 armed Chinese: 'We 
were ordered to skirmish out in different directions through the village and clear it. I and two others took a central road while the others 
skirmished in parties in all directions. The first house we came to was surrounded with a wicker fence, and inside of which were 
trenches. We went on and came across a group of armed Chinese about 600 yards ahead. We dropped down and loaded; the two men 
with me fired and I saw one Chinese drop while some of them bolted. I immediately fired and dropped another. We could now hear 
firing from the other parties on the outskirts of the village. We then advanced until we saw several Boxers run across the road 400 yards 
ahead. We dropped two of them and advanced again, when a shot flew past us. We saw the smoke rising from the house. We then 
crept up alongside a bank and got near enough to spot a fellow on the roof. Two of us pulled off together and he rolled over. We then 
looked inside the house and found a gun (flint-lock), and took the one of the roof, which was a muzzle loader. Coming out we had 
several shots at Boxers who were bolting through the corn ... After this we returned and picked up our line again [but] we had not 
proceeded far when we heard shots flying after us from across the river, which seemed to be fired from their "three-men" guns (Gingals 
they call them) and they make as much noise as a 9-pounder. As, however, we could not see anyone, we pushed on ... and reached 
Matas and camped/ 
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Finally, on the 14 August, after reaching Tungchao, Haywood could hear the 'the furious bombardment' taking place at Pekin, and on 
the afternoon of the following day he reached the East Gate of the city - 'Outside the gate under the walls were heaps of percussion 
caps, bullets, clothing and tentage left by the enemy. The walls were massive, about 50 feet high and 50 feet thick at the base. Inside 
the gate were piles of arms, Mausers, Winchesters, muzzle loaders and Gingals ... dead Boxers and Imperial troops laid in every 
direction and the stench was awful. We bivouacked for the night inside the gate, amongst a lot of Japanese coolies, who had followed 
the army for loot, and they had found it too - they were selling silver nuggets for four dollars (properly called silver shoes), at a rate of 
eight for four dollars.' 

On 16 August, Haywood and his team went out and brought in their telegraph line, reaching the Legations at 4 p.m., a sight 'never to 
be forgotten ... Across the roads was barricade after barricade every 20 yards or so. Every building left standing was sandbagged up to 
the roof. The only buildings left standing were the British and American Legations, the Hong Kong Bank and Hotel de Pekin. We 
opened office in the British Legation in the Secretary's house. We had to clear the room out first as it was full of cartridge cases and 
ammunition boxes. I was put in charge with Private Webb of the 3rd Battalion to assist. We opened with a telephone the first day, but 
next we moved over to the American Legation and worked on an instrument called the "buzzer". We did 24 hours between us at this, 
not only doing British but American and every Power's work here - Japanese, Russian, French, German and Austrian, and also press 
messages. Inside the Legation were troops of all nationalities, wounded and sick, also missionaries ... ' 

By the end of the month, Haywood was able to report that the city was 'coming back to itself again', although disturbing reports were 
received from assorted expeditions that were sent out to the surrounding country. Thus the discovery at Pao-ting-Fu of several 
missionaries on the brink of death, found naked in a cellar - 'One lady missionary was treated with horrible cruelty by the Boxers 
before our troops arrived. She was led through the streets naked, with both breasts cut off and afterwards decapitated outside the city.' 
For his own part in the operations, Haywood was mentioned in the G.O.C. China Field Force's despatch as 'particularly worthy of 
notice' (despatch dated 5 February 1901), and went on to see further action out in South Africa in the final months of the Boer War, 
prior to being placed on the Army Reserve in May 1903. His subsequent award of the Imperial Service Medal is believed to have been 
for services as a postman in Cheltenham.

Bertie Wilmot Mainprise was born in Southsea, Hampshire on 3 November 1874. 
He was commissioned into the Royal Engineers on 27 February 1894 and was 
promoted to Lieutenant in February 1897, Captain in April 1904 and Major in 
February 1914. He served in the operations on the N.W. Frontier of India, 1897 
-98 (medal and clasp) and then in operations in China, 1901-02, being 
mentioned in Major-General Creagh's despatch for the China Expedition (London 
Gazette 21 November 1902). Latterly Inspecting Officer of the Imperial Service 
Sappers. Serving in the East African theatre of war from November 1914, he was 
in the expedition to Tanga and later took part in the raid on Bukoba. As Brigade 
Major of the Volunteer Brigade, he was killed in action in the battle for the 
Kitovo Hills on 12 March 1916 and was buried in the Taveta War Cemetery, 
Kenya. Mainprise was the son of Wilmot Mainprise, R.N. and husband of Nesta 
Mainprise, of 'Faridst', Earlsfield Road, Hythe, Kent. For his wartime services he 
was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 30 June 1916).

Reginald Gilbert Stirling was born on 30 December 1878, son of Major G. Stirling, of Melton Mowbray. He was educated at Harrow 
School 1892-94 and joined the King's Royal Rifle Corps as a 2nd Lieutenant on 25 January 1899, becoming Lieutenant on 7 January 
1900. He served in South Africa 1899-1902, being present at the battle of Talana Hill, the Defence of Ladysmith and the battle of 
Wagon Hill. 

An extensive and lucid account of the battle of Talana by Lieutenant Stirling was published in The Times of 8 December 1899: 

'When I got half-way up the hill I found myself next to Hambro, who had been wounded twice; we lay down under the rocks as the 
firing was very heavy. Hambro and I had to retire. I had my helmet knocked off with a piece of rock the shell hit. When I went up the 
hill a second time, Hambro was lying almost dead, with his legs reduced to pulp. Too terrible!... Colonel Sherston was dying, his 
groans were awful. Then an awful part happened - our artillery mistaking us for Boers, began firing on us. Colonel Gunning, who was 
just below me, stood up and yelled out, "Stop that Firing!" These were the last words I heard him speak, but I believe his last words 
were, "Remember you are Riflemen.'... When we got over the wall the scene was terrible. Three of our officers shot within five yards of 
one another, Pechell and Taylor dead, Boulthee wounded in the groin...' 

The Times History of the War in South Africa 1899-1902 records: 'Colonel Gunning, who had so gallantly led the attack, was killed as 
he reached the crest. Among the other officers it is hard to single out names where all distinguished themselves, but Captain Nugent 
and Lieutenant Stirling of the Rifles, Captain Connor (mortally wounded) and Captain Pike of the Irish Fusiliers, and Captain Dibley of 
the Dublins may be mentioned as among the first to reach the crest of the hill.' 

Captain Stirling was later extra-regimentally employed with the King's African Rifles in Uganda 1902-03 (no medal). 

He retired from the army in 1905. 

During the Great War he was in the Reserve of Officers and served at home as Military Secretary, Southern Command.

Advanced to Able Seaman in March 1905 and to Leading Seaman in March 1912, he was serving in the battleship H.M.S. Albion at the 
outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, and remained similarly employed until coming ashore to Vivid I in mid-May 1916 - a period 
encompassing his advancement to Petty Officer and his ship's part in operations off German South-West Africa and in support of the 
Gallipoli landings. Having then been borne on the books of the Defiance and Dido l, Squires joined the destroyer Mastiff in December 
1916, in which capacity he remained actively employed in the Dover Patrol until August 1918, including employment in support of the 
Zeebrugge raid. And he ended the war in the Saracen , another destroyer of the Dover Patrol. 

Next borne on the books of the Columbine, but actually serving in the destroyer Sea Wolf, Squires participated in the British and French 
operations in support of the Slesvig plebiscite in 1920 and, having been advanced to Chief Petty Officer in early 1924, was pensioned 
ashore in December 1926, when he enrolled in the Royal Fleet Reserve. He was briefly mobilised in 1938; sold with copied service 
record.

Jeremiah Leary was born in Portsmouth on 25 February 1887. He entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in October 1903. Ranked 
as a Boy 1 st Class in May 1904; Ordinary Seaman in March 1905 and Able Seaman in June 1907. During the Great War he served on 
the old battleship Queen , June 1914-February 191 7 and then from May 191 7 on Cullist. The Cullist, ex Jurassic, was taken up as a store 
carrier in 1914 but was later fitted out as a 'Q' Ship, which also operated under the names of Hayling, Prim and Westphalia. Cullist with 
Leary on board was engaged in five actions with German submarines. 

In an action fought on 13 July 1917, with the Cullist operating between the French and Irish coasts, an enemy submarine was sighted 
on the surface at 11,000 yards range, from where it began shelling the Q-Ship. After firing 38 rounds without recording a hit, the enemy 
was enticed to close the range to 5,000 yards where it fired a further 30 rounds, some of which straddled their target. At the lower 
range, Cullist was able to return fire and scored several hits to the submarine's conning tower, gun and deck. The submarine was then 
seen to explode. 

On 20 August 1917, in the English Channel, an enemy submarine sighted on the surface opened fire on the Cullist at 9,000 yards 
range. The submarine fired 82 rounds, just one of them hit, on the waterline of the stokehold, the shell injuring both the firemen on 
watch and causing flooding in the stoke hold, which was overcome by plugging the hole and shoring it up. The submarine then closed 
the range to 4,500 yards at which time the Cullist returned fire and scored two hits in the area of the conning tower, upon which the 
submarine was seen to dive and contact was lost. 

On 28 September 1917, in another hotly contested action, Cullist opened fire on a submarine at 5,000 yards range. Thirteen rounds 
were fired of which eight were direct hits, causing the submarine to settle down by the bow while 30 feet of his stern was standing out 
of the water. It remained in this position for ten to fifteen seconds before disappearing. Later another submarine was spotted and the 
Cullist went off in hot pursuit but to no avail. 

Another brush with the enemy took place on 1 7 November 191 7, when the Cullist was sighted by an enemy submarine which opened 
fire at 8,000 yards range. Within five minutes the enemy had the range and a shell glanced off the Cullist's side, damaging one of three 
officers' cabins before bursting on the water-line. After disappearing in a bank of fog the submarine re-appeared and continued to shell 
the Cullist with such accuracy that for 50 minutes the decks and bridge were continually sprayed with shell splinters drenched with 
water from near misses. In all, the enemy fired 92 rounds, while the Cullist returned fire from 4,500 yards, 14 rounds being fired at the 
submarine of which six were seen to be direct hits. The submarine, although badly damaged, was able to turn away, dive and escape. 

On 11.2.18, the Cullist's luck ran out & she was torpedoed without warning in the Irish Sea off Drogheda, and sank in two minutes 
with Able Seaman J. Leary missing believed K.I.A. and awarded a posthumous M.I.D. for this action.

Claude Alexander Codrington was born on 16 February 1877 and educated at Mannmaed School, Plymouth; the Central Technical 
College, S.W. London, and Earle's Marine Engineering Works, Hull. Served in H.M.S. Royal Arthur , the flagship during the Duke of 
Cornwall and York's visit to Australia 1901; and in H.M.S. Renown during the tour of the Prince and Princess of Wales visit to India, 
1905-06. At the start of the Great War he was ranked as an Engineer Lieutenant Commander and was serving on the cruiser H.M.S. 
Diamond, attached to the 3rd Battle Squadron. His Who was Who entry records that he 'assisted rescue of about half the survivors, 
about 50, of H.M.S. Formidable' . In September 1917 he was promoted to Engineer Commander and from October 1917 he served on 
the light cruiser H.M.S. Champion. Placed on the Retired List, 8 January 1920. Served as High Sheriff of Wiltshire, 1948. Latterly lived 
atWroughton House, near Swindon, Wiltshire. Died on 14 February 1955.

John Bertram Basebe was born in Hereford on 7 July 1901. He was still at school when the Great War began and yet, on 6 June 1915, 
several weeks before his 14th birthday, he was in France serving as an Orderly with the Society of Friends (Quakers) Ambulance Unit at 
Dunkirk in the Queen Alexandra Hospital. For his services he was awarded a special medal for his services, named to him as a Scout. 
He was also awarded the 1914-15 Star for his services with the British Red Cross Society and Order of St. John. Listed in For Dauntless 
France as a British subject on Red Cross work index and in the British Red Cross Register as a 'Scout'. 

On 10 February 1917 he volunteered for the Royal Navy, giving his occupation as Motor Apprentice & Boy Scout. Serving on Ganges, 
he was originally ranked as a Boy 2nd Class, being appointed a Boy Telegraphist in June 1917. As such he served on the battleships 
Albion, November 1917-March 1918; Benbow, March-April 1918; and Albion, April-October 1918. Promoted to Ordinary Telegraphist 
in July 1919 when at Vivid I and Telegraphist in April 1920 when on the battlecruiser Hood. Basebe took his discharge from the Royal 
Navy in June 1922.

Reginald Edwin Newnham was born in Portsea, Hampshire in 1893. Employed pre-war as a Bank Clerk, he was commissioned as a 
Temporary Assistant Paymaster in July 1915, serving with H.M.S. Victory at Portsmouth. In August 1915 he was posted as Secretary's 
Clerk to Admiral Sir F. C. Doveton Sturdee of the 4th Battle Squadron, serving on H.M. Ships Benbow and Fiercuies and seeing service 
at the battle of Jutland. 

In August 1917 Newnham took a course at R.N.A.S. (Kite Balloon Station) at Rowhampton for a Kite Balloon Observer. During the 
course he was involved in an accident when his balloon made a rapid descent in high winds from 6,000 feet - causing the crew to be 
thrown from it during the heavy landing. The accident caused Newnham several injuries and disabilities and led to a lengthy fight with 
the authorities for compensation and pension benefits which continued into the 1920's. Newnham received his Certificate of 
Demobilisation in February 1920. In September 1926 he was placed on the Retirement List with the rank of Paymaster Lieutenant- 
Commander R.N.R.

After the landing of troops on the Gallipoli Peninsula, fire support from naval vessels became ever important. Old pre-dreadnought 
battleships were assigned this task. On 13 May 1915, whilst at anchor in company with Cornwallis in Morto Bay, the old battleship 
Goliath was attacked by the Turkish destroyer Mouavenet-Millieh, which in fog, evaded the allied destroyer screen and fired three 
torpedoes in quick succession. The first hit Goliath abreast the fore turret, the second abreast the foremost funnel and a third abreast the 
after turret. So swiftly did the battleship sink that many of those below were drowned before they could reach the upper deck. Of the 
750 on board Goliath about 570, including Captain Shelford and Ordinary Seaman Owens were drowned.

William Carson Mair was born in Glasgow. A General Labourer by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on 
7 August 1908, being advanced to Boy 1st Class in June 1909. He was rated as Ordinary Telegraphist in July 1910 when on 
Agamemnon; Telegraphist in June 1911 when on Blake and Acting Leading Telegraphist in July 1913 when on Active. He served on the 
scout cruiser Amphion from July 1913, being confirmed in the rank of Leading Telegraphist in October 1913. 

As such he was aboard the Amphion at the outbreak of hostilities on 4 August 1914, and was consequently present at the first naval 
engagement of the War when Amphion sank the German mine-layer Konigin Luise on the 5th: the very next day, however, Amphion 
became the first ship of the Royal Navy to be sunk in the War, when she struck one of her victim's mines. The following account of 
Amphion's all too brief wartime career is included: 

Great Britain declared war on Germany at 2300 hours on 4 August 1914. In the early hours of the following morning Amphion sailed 
from the port of Harwich together with four destroyers of the 3rd Flotilla. By daylight on the 5th they were well out in the North Sea 
sweeping towards the Heligoland Bight. 

A few hours after leaving port one of the destroyers received a report from a fishing vessel who had seen an unknown vessel "throwing 
things over the side" about 20 miles north of Outer Gabbard. At 1025 hours Amphion sighted an unknown steamer and sent destroyers 
Lance and Landrail to investigate. The steamer was, in fact, the German Konigin Luise , a former Hamburg-Holland passenger ferry 
which had been converted into an auxiliary mine-layer. On the night of 4th August she had left her home port of Emden with cargo of 
180 mines and steamed south through the North Sea to lay mines off the Thames Estuary. She resembled the steamers of the Great 
Eastern Railway that plied between Harwich and the Hook of Holland, and had hurriedly been painted in their colours of black, buff 
and yellow to disguise herself. 

As the two British destroyers approached her, Konigin Luise made off at 20 knots altering her course, before disappearing into a rain 
squall where she lay further mines. The destroyers pursued and at 10.30 Lance opened fire, the first shots of the First World War (the 
forward gun, which fired the shot, is preserved in the Imperial War Museum). They were soon joined by Amphion , which had won the 
Fleet Gunnery Prize for 1914, and the German came under a very accurate fire. Konigin Luise was only lightly armed and offered little 
resistance. When her efforts to escape into neutral waters, and to draw the British ships onto her minefield were unavailing, 
Commander Biermann gave the order to scuttle her. At 1222, on fire amidships and with smoke and steam pouring from her, Konigin 
Luise rolled over to port and sank. 

56 of a crew of 130 were rescued by Amphion. Half of these prisoners were incarcerated in a compartment in the cruiser's bow for the 
grim reason that "if we go up on a mine, they might as well go first." 

During the action, gun crews from the disengaged side of Amphion crossed over to watch the firing and showed their appreciation of 
good salvoes by cheering and applauding. After the action Captain Fox mustered all hands and reprimanded the men for leaving their 
posts. He reminded them that they were at war and each man had to stick to his own duty. The ship's company saw sense of this and 
rather enjoyed the lecture. 
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Returning to Harwich, Amphion then sighted another ship of the same appearance and colours as Konigin Luise but this one was flying 
an enormous German flag. The destroyers opened fire. Captain Fox recognised her as a genuine Great Eastern Railway steamer and 
signalled to cease fire; at the same time, the vessel hauled down the German colours and raised the red ensign. She was the St. 
Petersburg , flying the German flag because she was carrying the German ambassador Prince Lichnowsky and his staff to neutral 
Holland. Her identity and mission established, she was allowed to proceed. 

At 0645 hours on 6 August Amphion struck one of the mines laid by the Konigin Luise. It exploded just beside the forebridge and broke 
the ships back. The explosion practically destroyed the bridge; all the occupants, including Captain Fox, were badly burnt, and smoke 
and flame poured from the slits in the conning tower. All the focsle gun crews were killed, as were many men on the forward mess 
decks, where the hands were having breakfast. Of the 21 German prisoners in the forward compartment, all but one were killed. 
Despite his injuries Captain Fox took charge. The ship was well down by the bows and attempts to extinguish the raging fires failed. 
Abandon ship was ordered. As most of Amphion's boats had been destroyed, the destroyers sent their boats to rescue the crew. There 
was no confusion or panic; the survivors fell in on deck and, within twenty minutes of the first explosion, all survivors were aboard the 
destroyers. 

Unfortunately, although Amphion's engines had been stopped, she still had way on, and at 0730 hours, just as the last boat-load of 
survivors had been taken off, she struck a second mine. Her magazine detonated in a huge cloud of pale yellow smoke and the fore¬ 
part of the ship was completely disintegrated, showering the attending destroyers with debris. One 4 inch shell fell on board the Lark, 
killing two of Amphion's men and a German prisoner. Amphion then suddenly slid astern and sank at 07.05. One officer and 150 men 
were lost.' 

Amongst the dead was Leading Telegraphist Mair. His name is commemorated on the Plymouth Naval Memorial and also on the 
Freuchie War Memorial, Fife. He was the son of John and Jane McMillan Mair, of Mill Cottage, Glendaruel, Colintraive, Argyll. 

With framed Memorial Scroll neamed to 'Lg. Teleg. William Carson Mair, H.M.S. Amphion'; together with with original letters hand¬ 
written by William Mair to his father and mother, dated 'H.M.S. Amphion, Gibraltar, 3 November 1913 and 22 December 1913; also 
with a poignant handwritten letter (damaged) written by Mair to his mother on 2 August 1914 - just prior to the onset of war and his 
own untimely death. 

'My Dearest Mother, ... Late last night Germany declared war on Russia after the terrible tension. As you will see by the paper, this will 
bring France in this terrible struggle and very possibly Great Britain. ... Germany will have to be crushed this time as she is a menace to 
the peace of Europe and our existence as a nation. Our part would be mostly naval work to crush the German fleet and as you know 
we have a superiority regards ships and are almost bound to win in the end but it would be a terrible struggle. Not a few of our best 
ships would go under. I don't wish to frighten you in any way but I feel I must tell you the truth. The Amphion and her destroyers 
would be in the thick of it and I would'nt give much for our chances but you can be assured we won't go under without having a 

German in return.We are ready for sea at a minutes notice and are under war conditions. Guns are manned day and night and only 

awaiting orders for proceeding to sea which may come at any time.Your loving boy Will.'

Ernest William Jefferies was born in Malmsbury, Wiltshire on 10 November 1894. A Gardener by occupation, he enlisted into the 
Royal Navy as an Ordinary Seaman at Vivid /, on 26 April 1915. He served on the cruiser Pelorus, June-December 1915; at Cormorant, 
January 1916-January 1918; and at Cormorant on the sloop Celandine, February-September 1918, being advanced to Able Seaman in 
May 1918. From 17 September 1917 he was based once more at Vivid I. Able Seaman Jefferies was taking passage on the American 
Coast Guard Cutter U.S.S. Tampa when she was torpedoed and sunk by the German UB-91 in the Bristol Channel. 

The former U.S. Coast Guard Cutter Tampa was transferred to the U.S. Navy in April 1917 when the U.S.A. entered the war. She was 
employed in escorting convoys between England and Gibraltar, October 191 7-July 1918. 

During the late afternoon of 26 September 1918, the Tampa parted company from convoy HG-107, which she had just escorted into 
the Irish Sea from Gibraltar. Ordered to put into Milford Haven she proceeded independently. In the evening as she transited the Bristol 
Channel she was hit by one torpedo fired by the UB-91 at a range of 550 metres. Exploding, she sank with all hands - 115 officers and 
men together with 16 passengers - including Jefferies, aged 23 years. His name is commemorated on the Plymouth Naval Memorial. He 
was the son of Devas and Sarah Jefferies, of Weston-Birt, Tetbury, Gloucestershire. 

The casualties on the Tampa constituted the highest single loss to the U.S. Navy in the Great War. Her loss is commemorated on the U. 
S.C.G. Memorial at Arlington National Cemetery and the Brookwood American Cemetery and Memorial in Surrey. In 1999, the 
crewmen of the Tampa were posthumously awarded the Purple Heart.

Going into 
the submarine service, he served as a Stoker 1st Class in H.M.S. Dolphin, August-September 1914 and then in H.M.S. Maidstone, 
September 1914-August 1916. Served on the submarine E-1 in the Baltic Sea, August 1916-June 1917. Then based in Dolphin, June- 
August 1917, after which he served in the submarine F-2, August 191 7-ApriI 1919. Appointed Acting Leading Stoker in September 
1918; demobilised on 4 June 1921.

Sheet - regarding the refusal to award the Royal Navy L.S. & G.C. on the grounds that his service in the R.F.R. did not count - this 
forwarded to the Commanding Officer of E-19 (Cromie), dated July 1917 and forwarded to the Commanding Officer of the submarine 
F-2, dated September 1917 - the document bearing both these officers' signatures; R.F.R. Certificate of Identity, dated 19 April 1919, 
and Certificate of Identity re Moore's Naval Gratuity of £1.0.0 for 'Good Conduct'. Also with nine original photographs, including one 
of a submarine in dry dock; one of the recipient in R.F.R. uniform; one of a group of submariners identified as 'Royal Fleet Reserve in 
the Baltic Submarines'; others mostly group photographs, Moore identified on one, some others inscribed on reverse. Also with copied 
service paper. 

Research by the owner indicates service on the submarine E-1 ("Lieutenant Commander N.F. Laurence). E-19 (Lieutenant Commander 
F.N.A. Cromie) was the designated 'depot ship' of the Baltic Submarine Fleet and personnel of all other boats are borne aboard E-19 for 
official purposes (see Baltic Assignment, British Submariners in Russia 1914-1919, by Michael Wilson). Both the E-1 and E-19 were 
amongst a number of British submarines scuttled at Helsingfors on 8 April 1918 to prevent them falling into the hands of the 
Bolsheviks.

An account of the action which led to his death is recorded in A Place in the Sun, 'A German column had marched on Karonga, a small 
British township at the northern end of Lake Nyasa. The compound, about 100 yards square, was protected by a five-foot, loopholed 
wall. The town was successfully defended for three hours by only one officer, seventy African troops and police and eight civilians. A 
relief column arrived just in time, and after repeated bayonet charges the Germans retreated towards the border. The British force, said 
the Governor of Nyasaland, "was too exhausted to pursue'".

Percy Harry Holme was born in Wallingford-on-Thames on 28 March 1892 and was educated at Wallingford and Burford Grammar 
Schools. A Bank Clerk by occupation, he enlisted into the 14th (County of London) Battalion of the London Regiment on 21 September 
1914. He was posted to the 1st Battalion out in France in July 1915, where he sustained an injury to his right foot at Hooge on 25 
September 1915, after which he was evacuated home. 

On 24 October 1916, he was commissioned into the Regiment and was posted to the 2nd Battalion in Palestine, returning with them to 
France in June 1918. Holme was wounded in the left calf near Kemmel on 20 August 1918, and was again evacuated to the U.K. He 
latterly served as a Lieutenant in the Labour Corps. 

He was discharged from the Army in April 1920, and was transferred to the Territorial Army Reserve with the London Scottish in 
December of that year, and finally resigned his commission in April 1921.

Lieutenant Taylor was on board the S.S. Cameronian which was carrying a large number of mules and a few soldiers to look after them, 
from Salonika to Alexandria, when in the early morning of 2 June 191 7 she was torpedoed by a submarine. Unfortunately a number of 
men were asleep in hammocks on the lower deck. The explosion flooded that deck and all the men were drowned; and the ship sank 
within five minutes. Those lost included the ship's captain, one other officer and nine men of the crew; together with two army officers 
(including Taylor) and 30 other ranks. His name is commemorated on the Chatby Memorial, Egypt.

Albert Ayerst Hooker was born in 1896 and educated at Marlborough where he was a close friend of Sydney Woodroffe, who later at 
the tender age of 19, was to be awarded the Victoria Cross - posthumously. They played together in the Rugby XV at Marlborough and 
in 1915, like Sidney Woodroffe and his two brothers, was awarded The Curzon Wyllie Medal (the year after Sidney Woodroffe) for the 
best army cadet at Marlborough. 

This medal was awarded to 2nd Lt. A. A. Hooker, now serving with the 8th Batt. Rifle Brigade, and reported wounded, who in normal 
circumstances would still have been in school.' 

Both Hooker and Woodroffe left Marlborough in October 1914 and both were commissioned 2nd Lieutenants in the 8th (Service) 
Battalion Rifle Brigade. In May 1915 they went to France with the battalion and on 8 June 1915 Hooker was wounded in the trenches. 
He was unfortunate to have been wounded but very fortunate in other respects, in that he was still recovering when on the 30 July 
1915, the 8th Battalion was attacked as they took over the trenches on the rim of the Hooge Crater. The attack was the first time the 
Germans employed 'liquid fire' (deployed by primitive but effective flamethrowers) followed by a massive infantry attack, causing 
havoc and hundreds of casualties in the ranks of the 8th Battalion Rifle Brigade. It was here that Woodroffe laid down his life for his 
men and was awarded the Victoria Cross. 

On his recovery, Hooker was detailed to join the 19th (Training Reserve) Battalion Rifle Brigade in which he commanded a company 
and was adjutant from 1 December 1917. For his wartime services he was listed as being mentioned in despatches and awarded the 
Silver War Badge. 

From 1923 he was a Director of the Baltic Mercantile and Shipping Exchange. 

On the outbreak of the Second World War, he was employed as a Captain in the King's Royal Rifle Corps. On V.E. Day he was 
Administration Officer of the 39th County of London Home Guard.

When war broke out in 1914, he was promoted 
Captain and saw early service in the German East African campaign (mentioned 
in despatches). 

In August 1915 he was attached to the 24th Punjabis, on service in 
Mesopotamia, but fell sick before the battle of Ctesiphon in November 1915. He 
was never fit for duty during the subsequent siege of Kut and died on 21 
November 1916, as a prisoner at Yozgad. He is buried in the Baghdad (North 
Gate) War Cemetery, Iraq.

He decided on a career in 
Civil Engineering and served his apprenticeship with the firm of Balfour & Sons, Civil Engineers, Newcastle, and was admitted as a 
student to the Institute of Civil Engineers in March 1909. 

On the outbreak of war, he volunteered immediately and was granted a commission as 2nd Lieutenant, Royal Engineers, in September 

1914. Joining the 2nd Northumbrian Field Company, he was sent to the front near Armentieres, where he was engaged in the layout 
and construction of trenches at the front line. On 27 July 1915, whilst organizing the repair of a front line trench, he was killed by a 
German sniper. 

Harry Ernest Case was born on 17 April 1896, and, like his elder brother, was educated at the Royal Masonic School for Boys, Wood 
Green, passed the Senior Cambridge Examination, determined on a career in Civil Engineering, also becoming an apprentice with the 
firm of Balfour & Sons in Newcastle. He was admitted as a student to the Institute of Civil Engineers in November 1914. 

On 29 December 1915, he enlisted as a Sapper and a fortnight later his Colonel offered him a commission, which he took in February 

1915. Posted to the 1st Field Company, he left for France on 20 June and went straight to Armentieres, where he joined his elder 
brother on 21 July. Three weeks later, on 14 August 1915, while he also was repairing the front line trenches, he was killed by a 
German sniper in the same was as his brother, by whose side he was buried in Bon Jean Cemetery, Armentieres. 

Captain Stowell wrote: 'Although he was with us only such a short time we got very fond of him, and the men showed their 
appreciation of him by the whole company volunteering to go to his funeral.' 

These two brothers are buried close to each other in Cite Bonjean Military Cemetery, Armentieres, and are both commemorated by 
name on the Institute of Civil Engineers War Memorial.

William Turner Coles was born in London on 25 February 1893. He entered the 
Great War as a Lieutenant in the Oxfordshire and Buckinghamshire Light 
Infantry. Gained his Aviator's Certificate (No. 2808) at the Military School, 
Thetford, on 24 April 1916. Coles then joined No. 56 Squadron R.F.C. (A. Ball's 
and McCudden's squadron). 

On 7 June 191 7, flying a SE5 (A.8922) he reported: 

'On patrol I came down to about 2,000 feet and fired on the trenches East of the 
Oostaverne line. Just before the patrol was over I lost the SE.5 formation amongst 
the clouds, which were pretty thick between 3,000 and 10,000 feet. Whilst 
looking for SE.5 formation I came on four two seater E.A. about 2,000 feet below 
me; I was then about 5,000 feet. My Vickers jamed. I dived on the first E.A., 
which was coming straight towards me, firing about one drum (from his Lewis 
gun). E.A. then went down in a pretty steep dive. The other three E.A. went 
straight on into the clouds. This was over Gheluvelt.' 

On 14 June 191 7, flying a SE.5 (A.8922) he reported: 

'When on patrol at 15,000 feet between Ypres and Menin I saw our Anti-Aircraft 
bursting over Armentiers, and saw a two-seater E.A. at 15,000 feet. I followed 
Capt. Bowman towards E.A. The E.A. put his nose down and Capt. Bowman 
dived after it. I then saw another E.A. just below to my left at 9,000 feet, and 
dived firing about forty rounds at 100 yards range at E.A., who went down in a 
steep dive North of Quesnoy, seemingly O.K.' 

On 1 7 June 191 7 his patrol was attacked by 18-20 enemy aircraft and Coles was shot down by German ace Fritz Krebs of Jasta 6. The 
casualty report reads, 'Pilot left aerodrome 8 a.m. to go on patrol & was last seen engaged with E.A. over Hanbourin, fate unknown.' 
No. 56 Squadron lost two men that day - Lieutenants Coles and Spearpoint - both became prisoners-of-war. Coles was repatriated to 
England on 30 December 1918. 

Coles entered the Second World War as a Lieutenant in the Oxfordshire and Buckinghamshire Light Infantry. As a Temporary 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the regiment, he was awarded the U.S.A. Medal of Freedom, with Bronze Palm (London Gazette 23 May 1947) 
'for exceptionally meritorious services in Italy from September 1943 to May 1945.' Lieutenant (War Substantive Major) Turner-Coles 
relinquished his commission on 21 December 1949 and was granted the honorary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel.

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Arthur Ferguson Ingram was born in Standish, Lancashire on 17 September 1892. 

As a 2nd Lieutenant in the Army 
Cyclist Corps he was granted his Aviator's Certificate on 2 March 1917. He 
joined No. 27 Squadron in France on 7 September 1917, flying Martinsyde 
scouts/bombers. His first bombing attack being made on 15 September 1917, 
attacking the Iwuy Ammunition Dump; In an operation on 16 September, 
bombing Hooglede, his formation was attacked by 10 Albatross scouts and one 
Martinsyde was shot down in a running fight back to the British lines. His next 
raid was on Ath Station, 24 September 191 7, then Ledeghem Station, 14 October 
1917 and Gontrode Aerodrome on 1 November. On 1 November he got lost on 
his way to bomb Poperinghe but eventually managed to find his way home. Then 
flying D.H.4's, on 28 November he was obliged to make a forced landing near 
Bethune due to engine failure. His last bombing run was on 18 December 1917 
in an attack on Menin. He was injured on 25 December 1917 when he slipped 
and fell into a trench. This ended his overseas service, being transferred to 
England where he spent the remainder of the war. After the war he served as a 
Pilot with Canadian Airways Ltd. and was latterly Operations Manager.

Lance-Corporal George Balderson Mitchell came from Wilford, Nottinghamshire. 
As a Lance-Corporal in the Leicestershire Regiment he entered the 
France/Flanders theatre of war on 30 July 1915 and was subsequently awarded 
the 1914-15 Star trio of medals. As a Sergeant with the 8th Battalion 
Leicestershire Regiment, he served as a member of the Special Intelligence Police 
of the Fourth Army. As a Lance-Corporal in the Royal Fusiliers he was awarded 
the French Medal of Honour, 2nd Class in Silver with swords (London Gazette 29 
January 1919). His 'last' rank and unit on the m.i.c. is given as Acting Company 
Sergeant Major with the Royal Fusiliers. After the war, still working for military 
intelligence, he was employed in Spain - possibly in operations to track down 
military deserters, many of whom ended up in that neutral country.

Bearer No. 12709 Sergt. G. B. Mitchell of 8yj Leicesters is a member of the 
Special Intelligence Police of Fourth Army. He is authorised to move by night or 
day, and by any means of locomotion, in any part of the Fourth Army area.

M.s and Military Police will assist him in any way they can', signed by the 
Provost Marshal, dated 25 June 1916. A note on the bottom of the document 
states, 'These passes are Signed every fortnight by the Contre-Espionage Officer.';

papers, during all hours, in both military and civilian dress, in the City of Amiens, 
dated 16 June 1916; a War Office letter re obtaining a passport for Spain, dated 
11 March 1919-1 shall be glad if you will let him have the passport as soon as 
possible. We are anxious to help him, as he may be very useful to us in Spain.', 
this signed by a Major in M.l. 1c (Secret Service); a document from the Governor 
General of the Province of Barcelona - bearing Mitchell's photograph, dated 
1921; and Mitchells passport, valid for 5 years, dated 1 April 1913. With copied 
m.i.c. and gazette extract.

Kenneth Joseph Price Laing was born in Hawick, Scotland in 1890. Before the war he was a motor cycle racer. During the early years 
of the war he served at Home, 22 September 1914-21 June 1917, as a local despatch rider with No. 2 North Scottish R.E. He was 
commissioned into the R.F.C. on 21 June 191 7 and joined No. 1 Squadron flying SE5A's in April 191 8. 

His victories were on: 

21 May 1918, when he claimed a shared capture of a Rumpler C at Merville. 

28 May 1918, when he claimed a shared 'kill' of an enemy aircraft at Meteren-Bailleul and another shared 'kill' of a DFW C in the 
same area. 

5 June 1918. Combat Report reads, 'When on Special Mission I was flying at about 6,000 feet when I observed a hostile two-seater at 
about 3,000 feet S.W. of Bailleul. I dived on E.A. firing bursts from Lewis & Vickers at about 150 yards range. E.A. was diving steeply 
East at 1,000 feet when I left him. Subsequently confirmed by "J" Battery A.A. as having crashed.' 

9 June 1918. Combat Report reads, 'Three triplanes dived on 3 S.E.5's over Armentieres. One triplane followed on S.E. over the line, 
whereupon patrol dived on it forcing it to land ... it turned up on its nose.' 

Whilst Laing was on leave in July 1918, he was injured in a motorcycle accident and did not return to his unit.

Joseph William Richards was born in King's Heath, Birmingham in 1898 and was educated at Green Hill School, Moseley and Oundle 
School, Northampton. He attested as an Air Mechanic Class 3 in 11 April 191 7 but was discharged on 4 July 191 7 being appointed to a 
commission in the R.F.C. 

The book Independent Force by K. Rennies, page 120/121 7.9.18 gives a graphic account of the raid on the Badische Aniline Soda 
Fabrick Works at Mannheim - Lieutenant Richards, despite a badly running engine, stayed with the formation all the way to the 
target, even though he was 2000 feet below the others and an easy target for enemy scouts. With a rough running engine, miles over 
the lines, Richards had every reason to put his nose down and try to save himself and his Observer. This he did not do and stayed with 
the formation hoping to reach the lines. Lieutenant Richards lost his Observer - Sergeant Reast, who was wounded twice by enemy 
aircraft and died two days later. Neither Richards or Reast received any award for an outstanding piece of bravery, in flying for most of 
the mission on their own, with a faulty engine. They not only made the lines but Richards managed to reach Azelot where his machine 
was written off due to battle damage. Richards claimed Reast had shot down three enemy scouts, however none were recognised. 
What is even more remarkable is that 18 photos were taken by one machine as, according to the records Richards & Reast were the 
only photographic machine to reach Azelot as the other photo machine was shot down. 

In a bombing raid on Buhl Aerodrome, 6 November 1918, both Richards and his observer were wounded. Lieutenant Richards was 
transferred to the Unemployed List in September 1919. With a quantity of copied research including service papers, gazette extracts 
and reports.

Hugh Reginald Baldwin was born on 4 March 1898, the son of E. T. Baldwin, 
Esq., Barrister-at-Law, of 1 Gloucester Place, Portman Square. He was educated 
at Mr E. L. Bent's School, Hayward's Heath and at Winchester College. He 
obtained a Prize Cadetship at Sandhurst in April 1916, and passed out in the 
following October, obtaining a commission in the Irish Guards, joining the 1st 
Battalion in France in June 1918. Serving in No. 3 Company, he was killed in 
action whilst leading his platoon, during a barrage near St. Leger, west of 
Bullecourt, on 27 August 1918. The Colonel of the Regiment wrote of him, 
'During the brief period he had seen in this regiment, he had endeared himself to 
all ranks, and had won for himself the reputation of a most excellent officer.' 

His brother, Midshipman A. E. Baldwin, R.N., was killed in action at the battle of 
Jutland, when serving on H.M.S. Queen Mary.

After successful patrols serving in H.M. Submarine Truant at the outset of 
war, he was given command of H.M. Submarine H. 31, October 1940 to April 1941. On 21 April 1941, he took command of the 
brand new submarine P. 33, departing her builders yard at Barrow for Holy Loch, for a period of trials and training before departing for 
Malta, where she arrived on 6 July 1941. On 11 July P. 33 left Malta for her 1st war patrol and, on 15 July, attacked a convoy and 
torpedoed and sank the Italian merchant ship Barbarigo off Pantellaria Island, returning to Malta the following day. 

On 6 August 1941 P. 33 departed Malta for her 2nd war patrol with orders to patrol a line off Tripoli in company with H.M.S. P. 32 and 
H.M.S. Unique. On 15 August, Unique tried to make contact with P. 33 by S.S.T but without success and she was probably mined 
some time before on one of the sections of the 'T' minefield. His death was officially recorded as 20 August 1941, and his name is 
recorded on the Portsmouth Naval Memorial. He was the son of Reginald Hampton Whiteway-Wilkinson, of Newton Abbot, Devon.

'For great gallantry and undaunted devotion to duty.' 
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Bennett Southwell was born in Rotheram, Yorkshire, in March 1913, and was employed at the hosiery works of N. Corah & Sons Ltd. in 
Leicestershire - where he met his wife Marion - on the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939. 

Called up in July 1940, he joined the Royal Navy as an Ordinary Seaman and, having completed his initial training at Ganges , 
volunteered for mine and bomb disposal that September. Tragically, however, his gallant career was short-lived, the incident in which 
he was killed best being described by his surviving officer, Sub. Lieutenant J. M. C. Easton, R.N.V.R., in Wavy Navy : 

'It was, as I have said, in Hoxton in the East End of London. One morning before breakfast a car took me to the district. As usual, I was 
greeted by the A.R.P. authorities, and, with my rating [Southwell] by my side, I listened to what information they had. A large area of 
tenement property had been evacuated and 'Unexploded Bomb' notices erected round it. 

The tenant of the house, a bit excited and self-important, described what he believed to be the position and size of the mine. Then, 
supplied with all available information, the rating and I set off down the drab street. Those solitary walks towards the location of a mine 
always reminded me of the last scenes in the pictures of Charlie Chaplin. I had the feeling that a vast audience was watching the way I 
walked. It had been a last scene for several men I knew, though such morbid thoughts were absent that day. I was looking for the house 
described. 

It was easily discovered for the mine had crashed through the roof and made a great ragged-edged hole, and the slates littered the street 
and pavement. It was the usual type of working class home in the East End of London, one of a continuous structure of two-storied, 
drab erections, more miserable than usual because of the stillness, the emptiness of the houses. Through the windows one saw the 
miserable interiors, the little proud possessions in ornaments, plants, enlarged and coloured photographs of soldier and sailor sons, the 
parlour luxuries of poor folk. There was a rigidity and pathos in the long rows of small homes. The shattered roof was an outrage, 
somehow. 

The front door was open and I entered a narrow hall. The thick dust here was familiar and eloquent to me now, and I moved 
cautiously, in case a too heavy footfall set the mine mechanism going again. The door on my right was the parlour, and stood directly 
under the hole in the roof. The door was closed, so I turned the handle and pushed gently. It yielded only a few inches and then was 
held. I did not use force, but sought another entry. Houses of this type had no back doors, so I returned to the street and walked a few 
houses along. I entered another open door, passed through the house and out by a rear window. Then I climbed over yard walls until I 
reached the house I sought, and entered its parlour by the simple means of breaking a window and climbing through. 

The mine, a Type 'C', hung suspended through a hole in the ceiling, its nose within six inches of the floor. Standing close to it, I looked 
up and saw that the parachute was wrapped partly round a chimney pot and again caught on an ancient iron bedstead in the room 
above. The reason why the door had not opened was that several planks which had been part of the bedroom floor had been pushed 
down by the mine. Now they rested with their one end against the door and their other end under the round nose of the mine, so 
forming a prop. My first task should have been to make an easy escape route, but this would have meant disturbing the mine where it 
hung, and that was inviting trouble. I decided to dismantle the mine as it hung. I called my rating into the hallway and explained the 
position. He would remain in the passage and pass me, through the partly opened doorway, whatever tools I required. 

The fuse was clear of obstructions, but when I attempted to fit the misnamed safety horns I discovered that the fuse had been damaged, 
probably as the bomb crashed through the house. The horns would not go into their place. I handed the attachment back to the rating 
as useless and took the tools for unscrewing the keep ring. The damage to this had jammed it, and, although I exerted as much effort as 
I could, it would not turn. I had been working to detach this ring for perhaps a minute when the bomb slipped in front of me. There was 
a sound of falling brickwork as the chimney pot overhead collapsed, and I heard the whirr of the bomb mechanism. Unless I got clear, I 
had exactly twelve seconds to live. 

On such work one had to plan ahead. When I discovered that the door could not be opened without disturbing the mine I had decided 
on a sequence of movements if the mechanism did become active. Now, to the stimulant of the whirring sound, I grasped and pulled 
open the door against the weight of the planks, for now it no longer mattered if the mine were disturbed, and I ran. I was through the 
hall in two leaps. As I emerged from the doorway I saw my rating running down the street to what he, poor devil, thought was safety. I 
had no time to use distance for safety, and ran across the roadway to a surface air raid shelter opposite where I was. It was a red brick 
and concrete-roofed structure. I reached it and flung myself on its far side, its bulk between me and the house I had just left. I flung 
myself tight against it, face down to the ground. 

I heard no explosion. It has since been explained to me that if you are near enough to an explosion of such force unconsciousness is 
upon you before any sound it makes reaches you, which is a merciful thing. I was blinded by the flash that comes split seconds before 
the explosion, but that was all I experienced. 

I do not know what time passed before I became conscious. When I did I knew I was buried deep beneath bricks and mortar and was 
being suffocated. My head was between my legs, and I guessed my back was broken, but could not move an inch. I was held, 
imbedded. 

Men dug me out eventually. To this day I do not know how long I spent in my grave. Most of that time I was unconscious. The 
conscious moments are of horror and utter helplessness. Being buried alive is certainly a good example of a living hell, and in the war 
years to come after 1940 the brave men, women and children of London and all of the other cities and towns, and villages of Britain 
not only have my sympathies, but some - those who had been buried alive - had my prayers. I really knew the physical and mental 
torture they endured. 
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My rating was killed. He was beheaded by the blast. The mine destroyed six streets of working-class homes, and it was six weeks 
before his body was found among the rubble. He was a brave man and left behind a brave widow. I saw her receive her husband's 
decoration from His Majesty the King.' 

Captain Currey, R.N., C.O. of the Torpedo & Mining Department at the Admiralty, wrote in the following terms to his widow: 

'Dear Mrs. Southwell 

It is with the deepest sympathy I now write to you about the death of your very gallant young husband, Ordinary Seaman B. Southwell. 

He was only with me for a very short time before he was killed, but it was sufficient for me to see that he was a very brave and 
courageous man. 

He met his death whilst assisting Sub. Lt. J. M. C. Easton, R.N.V.R., to render safe an enemy parachute mine and had only that morning, 
1 7th October, completed a similar operation most successfully at Russell Court. 

You will see by the letters enclosed for your information that the officials of the company concerned were not ungrateful for the work 
done by your husband and the Sub. Lieutenant. 

Our regulations do not permit officers and men receiving decorations for work done by them, hence my reply to Messrs. J. A. Allen & 
Co. 

We have, so far, been unable to find any trace of your husband, but the search is still going on and should we find anything I shall let 
you know at once. 

In the meantime please accept my very deepest sympathy and best wishes for your future.' 

Bennett Southwell, who was 27 years of age, and who also left a young son, Michael, is buried in Leicester (Gilroes) Cemetery.

In his high-spirited manner he impresses these ideas 
on the A.O.C. Bomber Command and his assistants ...He is very well regarded by Churchillwho shares his views , a 
circumstance which may be of importance in assessing the future conduct of the air war.'

'Group Captain N. H. Bottomley, C.I.E., A.F.C., has commanded No. 1 (Indian) Group, Peshawar, during these operations from 16 June 
to 13 July 1937. He has been responsible for the direction of the operations and of the Air Forces engaged in Waziristan during that 
period. 

He has handled the Air Forces under his command with conspicuous ability and success. He has at all times displayed a high sense of 
devotion to duty. In order to keep himself in close touch with the progress of the operations, he has undertaken a great deal of flying 
duty including a number of reconnaissances at low altitude over the area of operations. He has in this way shown an excellent example 
to all those under his command. The success of the operations is in no small measure due to his personal conduct.' 

A.F.C. London Gazette 2 November 191 8. 

U.S.A. Legion of Merit London Gazette 9 October 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'Air Marshal Sir Norman Bottomley, K.C.B., C.I.E., D.S.O., A.F.C., as Deputy Chief of Air Staff, United States Strategic Air Force from 
August 1942 to May 1945, demonstrated a high order of professional knowledge and administrative ability, which played a 
conspicuous and valuable part in the successful employment of the British and American Air Forces in Europe. His initiative and sound 
judgment, in both planning and execution of the combined bomber offensive, greatly contributed to the complete domination over the 
enemy established by the Air Forces.' 

Norman Howard Bottomley was born in September 1891, the son of Thomas Bottomley of Ripponden, Yorkshire. Educated at Halifax 
Secondary School, the Borough College, London, and Rennes University, he was commissioned in the 3rd Battalion, East Yorkshire 
Regiment, in August 1914. 

Early career - A.F.C. 

Having remained employed in that capacity in the U.K., he was seconded to the Royal Flying Corps as a student pilot in December 
1915 and, on taking his Aviator's Certificate (No. 2328), was appointed a Flying Officer in the newly formed No. 47 Squadron at 
Beverley, Yorkshire, in April 1916. Equipped with Armstrong Whitworth F.K. 3s and F.K. 8s, the Squadron was employed on home 
defence duties, protecting Hull and the east coast of Yorkshire from Zeppelin attacks. 
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Then in early 1917, Bottomley was appointed an instructor in No. 50 (Reserve) Squadron, following which he went out to France to 
take up a similar appointment at the British Flying School at Vendome - here, then, the probable background to the award of his A.F.C. 
in the following year, for he appears to have been similarly employed in the rank of Captain at the War's end. 

A spell out in the Middle East as a Squadron Leader having followed in the early 1920s, Bottomley attended the R.A.F. Staff College 
1924-25 and was appointed to the Staff of the Directorate of Operations and Intelligence in the latter year. Advanced to Wing 
Commander in July 1929, he attended the Imperial Defence College in the following year, prior to being embarked for India. 

Senior Command on the North-West Frontier - C.I.E. and D.5.O. 

Assuming command of No. 1 (Indian) Group at Peshawar as a Group Captain in October 1934, Bottomley remained similarly 
employed until early 1938, a period of ongoing hostilities on the North-West Frontier and one in which he led his Group with great 
distinction, gaining the D.S.O. and "mentions" in July and November 1937. The latter accolade, namely General Sir Robert Cassels' 
despatch for operations in Waziristan in the period January-September 1937, cited Bottomley's 'high example and ready co-operation', 
and added that under his direction the R.A.F. 'played a prominent part in bringing the operations to a successful conclusion'. 

His D.S.O., of course, reflected his leadership by example, for 'in order to keep himself in close touch with the progress of the 
operations', he undertook 'a great deal of flying duty including a number of reconnaissances at low altitude over the area of 
operations.' 

He was also awarded the C.I.E. in the Coronation Honours List. 

5.A.5.O. Bomber Command - C.B. 

An Air Commodore and Senior Air Staff Officer (S.A.S.O.) at H.Q. Bomber Command, Uxbridge, on the renewal of hostilities in 
September 1939, Bottomley was quickly involved in operational planning, and took the urgent and courageous decision to send out a 
force of bombers to support the B.E.F. - without the permission of higher authority. 

And if his early promotion of R.A.F. doctrine to promote bomber formation flying as a means of defence against enemy fighters was 
quickly found to be over optimistic - 'The failure of the enemy must be ascribed to good formation flying ... In our Service it is the 
equivalent of the old "Thin Red Line" or the "Shoulder to Shoulder" of Cromwell's Ironsides' - other decisions made in these difficult, 
early stages of the War were more effective, so much so that he was advanced to Air Vice-Marshal in July 1940 and mentioned in 
despatches in the following month. 

It was about this time he was formulating a strategy for Area Bombing, writing in one report that Bomber Command's aim must be 
'primarily to destroy the enemy's will to win the war, leaving the destruction of his means to win the war as an incidental or indirect 
task'. 

He was awarded the C.B., the recommendation stating: 

'Air Vice-Marshal Bottomley is a first class Staff Officer, who had maintained the highest standard of ability and devotion to duty 
throughout six months of intensive operations. His tact, forethought and operational knowledge are outstanding and much of the 
success of this Command should be attributed to his personal efficiency, and to the example of patience and thoroughness which he 
has always set to his subordinates.' 

Next appointed Air Officer Commanding (A.O.C.) of No. 5 Group in November 1940, he succeeded "Bomber" Harris as Deputy Chief 
of Air Staff at the Air Ministry in May 1941 - in which capacity he would remain employed until the War's end, though under the re¬ 
titled appointment of Assistant Chief of Air Staff (Operations) in the period May 1942 to July 1943. 

Deputy Chief of Air Staff - K.C.B. 

Here, then, the juncture at which his policies began to truly re-shape Bomber Command's execution of operations, not least with his 
early support of Area Bombing - indeed it was Bottomley's directive to Sir Richard Peirse, dated 9 July 1941, that set in motion 
"Bomber" Harris' notorious preference for saturation bombing: 

'A comprehensive review of the enemy's present political, economic and military situation discloses that the weakest points in his 
armour lie in the morale of the civil population and in his inland transportation system. The wide extension of his military activities is 
placing an ever-increasing strain on the German transportation system, and there are many signs that our recent attacks on industrial 
towns are having great effect on the morale of the civil population ... ' 

And the conclusion, though discreetly expressed, left no doubt as to the future direction of bomber operations: 

'I am to request that you will direct the main effort of the bomber force, until further instructions, towards dislocating the German 
transportation system and destroying the morale of the civil population as a whole and of the industrial workers in particular'. 

It was credible alternative to Bomber Command's hitherto inaccurate efforts to hit more specific targets, of which Bottomley became 
acutely aware during his appointment at No. 5 Group, a situation which in time would be improved by the introduction of the Path 
Finder Force. 

Added to which, on the appointment of "Bomber" Harris as C.-in-C., Bottomley followed up his landmark directive in more assertive 
detail on St. Valentine's Day 1942, with a report in which appeared a blueprint to set about the wholesale destruction of assorted 
German cities - 'You are accordingly authorised to employ your forces without restriction'. 

Sir Charles Portal, the Chief of Air Staff and another supporter of Area Bombing, wrote to Bottomley for confirmation that the intention 
was indeed to use built-up areas as aiming points, rather than factories and dockyards and, if so, that relevant parties be informed in no 
uncertain terms. Bomber Command's future course of action was assured. 

Later on, however, in the build up to the Normandy landings, Bottomley fell into conflict with Harris over his changing his stance in 
favour of Precision Bombing - and was, in fact, highly critical of the C.-in-C's failure to respond to the changing needs of the Allies as 
they advanced on Germany. Nonetheless, a lot of pressure was being exerted on Harris by Churchill, keen to be seen supporting the 
Russian advance as well - thus contentious plans such as Operation "Thunderclap", which indirectly led to a protracted offensive 
against Berlin and, more famously, the Dresden raid. 

Thus a chapter in Bomber Command's history that started to attract press interest, and heated debates in the Houses of Parliament, 
unwelcome attention that pressed Bottomley's diplomatic skills to the brink. Indeed he was up against waves of negative press coverage 
as early as 1942, and was compelled to intervene in an unhappy exchange of correspondence in November 1943, when Lord Salisbury 
protested that we should 'not take the devil as our example', even though 'the Germans began it'. Bottomley argued that 'the 
undermining of the morale of the German people' would follow the success of attacking city targets, but only as a by-product of a 
wider offensive campaign and not as a specific aim. He was, after all, as Sir Archibald Sinclair later noted, not just an excellent 
diplomat, but in addition a 'cool, alert, wise, indefatigable, indispensable [colleague] ... whose eye was always as true to the ball as the 
compass needle is to the Pole'. 

And it was just such strengths that made Bottomley the perfect candidate to chair a number of significant planning committees, not 
least those covering the progress of Barnes Wallis' designs, so critical to the Dambuster Raid and subsequent attacks on the Tirpitz and 
U-Boat pens. 
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Furthermore, by establishing firm personal friendships, he greatly enhanced Anglo-American co-operation during the wartime air 
offensive against Germany, not least in his capacity of Deputy Chief of Air Staff, United States Strategic Air Force, from August 1942 to 
May 1945, for which latter services he was awarded the Legion of Merit. 

It was Bottomley, at the Americans request, who wrote to Harris in no uncertain terms in early 1944, directing him to attack 'those 
industrial centres associated with German fighter air-frame and ball-bearing production', such were the losses being experienced by the 
U.S. in daylight raids. Moreover, the proposition was timely in view of the forthcoming Normandy landings. And he followed this up in 
September 1944 with one of the most emphatic directives of the War, stating in plain language that Bomber Command was to 
concentrate on oil targets, over and above communications, while attention to Area Bombing was to receive but perfunctory attention. 

He had, meanwhile, been appointed K.C.B. in June 1944, and advanced to Air Marshal, and in September 1945, he succeeded 
"Bomber" Harris as Air Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Bomber Command - in the context of the current project, it is worth noting that 
his wife, Anne, was a keen committee member of the Royal Air Force Benevolent Fund at this time. 

Having then added an award from the city of Bordeaux to his accolades, Bottomley left Bomber Command in January 1947 to become 
Inspector-General of the R.A.F., and was advanced to Air Chief Marshal in March 1947, shortly before his retirement. 

Post-war - The B.B.C. years 

For the next eight years he was Director of Administration at the B.B.C., during which period many momentous decisions had to be 
made, the corporation being under the scrutiny of the government-sponsored Beveridge Committee after being granted only a 
temporary renewal of its charter in 1946, not to mention ongoing negotiations with no less than six Trade Unions - or for that matter the 
controversy of Suez Crisis, when he was Acting Director-General. But having established a highly effective Internal Working Party, 
these, and other potential problems, were largely overcome. While in 1953, the year he attended the Coronation, he correctly forecast 
that commercial television would in time be beholden to advertising. 

Above all, however, Bottomley was an immensely popular figurehead, a colleague, John Arkell, stating in the former's obituary notice: 

'He was a great believer in 'getting around', seeing things for himself, and this, together with his interest and skill in the property side of 
his duties, resulted in his becoming a familiar and welcome figure in many parts of the B.B.C. - Regions, Transmitters, and of course the 
Television Centre in the building of which he played a major part. He applied this thoroughness to everything he undertook in 
whatever field of his wide-ranging responsibilities, and was consequently in a good position to make quick decisions when the right 
time came. 

Different B.B.C. people will remember him for different things. But almost all I think will recall his friendly and gentle nature, his sense 
of fair play, the firmness which he could exercise when he considered it necessary, his wit as a raconteur, and his calmness in a crisis. 
He was in fact acting as Director-General at the time of Suez when the B.B.C. made some very difficult and, in my opinion, right 
decisions.' 

Sir Norman, 'a most humane and friendly man who never talked about, and rarely showed, the great responsibilities he had had' (his 
Times obituary refers), died in Northampton in August 1970, aged 79 years.

'Wing Commander Crawford-Compton has had a distinguished career as an operational pilot. He carried out his first operation with 
No. 485 Squadron from Kenley in March 1941, and whilst serving with this squadron he was awarded the D.F.C. for destroying 2 
enemy aircraft, probably destroying 2 and damaging 1 other. 

In July 1942, Wing Commander Crawford-Compton became a Flight Commander in No. 611 Squadron. By October 1942 he had 
brought his score up to a total of 6 and a half enemy aircraft destroyed, 4 probably destroyed and 6 damaged. He had, moreover, 
shown himself to be a Flight Commander of exceptional merit and, in December 1942, he was awarded a Bar to his D.F.C. Before 
leaving No. 611 Squadron, Wing Commander Crawford-Compton increased his score of enemy aircraft to 8 and a half destroyed, 6 
probably destroyed and 7 damaged. 

Wing Commander Crawford-Compton was given command of No. 64 Squadron and quickly proved himself to be an outstanding 
Squadron Commander. During his term of command he brought his squadron to a high standard of fighting efficiency and, in addition, 
himself destroyed 3 more enemy aircraft and damaged another, before leaving the Squadron for a rest in March 1943. 

In June 1943, after a short rest, Wing Commander Crawford-Compton was attached to the R.A.F. Station, Hornchurch, to deputise for 
the Wing Commander Flying and he was appointed Wing Leader of the Hornchurch Wing shortly afterwards. Despite the fact that this 
officer had now carried out the record number of more than 260 offensive sorties over enemy territory, he has retained his 
aggressiveness and determination to engage the enemy. As Wing Leader he has imbued the Squadrons under his command with the 
keenest zest for fighting and a tactical efficiency of the highest order, and his leadership and example are a constant source of 
inspiration and determination to the pilots of his Wing. Since becoming Wing Leader, Wing Commander Crawford-Compton has, in 
addition, brought his personal score of enemy aircraft up to a total of 13 and half destroyed, 6 probably destroyed and 9 damaged.' 

Bar to D.S.O. London Gazette 26 January 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'Wing Commander Crawford-Compton took over the duties of Wing Leader of No. 145 Wing in April 1944, and since June has acted 
as Wing Commander Operations as well as Wing Leader. 

He led his Wing with outstanding skill, determination and dash throughout the pre-invasion period, and afterwards until the closer 
Army support role on the Continent precluded the use of large formations. Nevertheless, in his capacity of Wing Commander 
Operations, he has continued in the role of senior leader in close support tactics. In this role he has flown a greater number of sorties 
than could be considered his fair share, and always chosen to lead the more difficult assignments. 

This officer - whose personal achievements included in the destruction of 4 enemy aircraft and approximately 20 mechanised enemy 
transport vehicles, since assuming his duties with 145 Wing, speak for themselves - has distinguished himself as a fearless leader who 
inspires those under his command by his relentless determination and courage in the face of danger. 

It is worthy of note that Wing Commander Crawford-Compton has destroyed a total of 7 enemy aircraft since being awarded the D.S. 
O., added to which he has completed nearly 800 operational hours, which, it is believed, constitutes a record for a fighter pilot. 

I have no hesitation in stating that I have never had the pleasure of recommending a decoration which was more richly deserved.' 

D.F.C. London Gazette 10 March 1942. The original recommendation states: 

'Acting Flight Lieutenant Crawford-Compton has taken part in more than 50 offensive patrols over hostile territory and waters. During 
most of this time he had led, first, a Section, and later, Flight to my complete satisfaction. He is credited with the following successes in 
action against the enemy: 2 destroyed, 2 probably destroyed and 1 damaged. I strongly recommend that he be awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross.' 

Bar to D.F.C. London Gazette 11 December 1942. The original recommendation states: 

'This officer has been Flight Commander since January 1942 - he had led his Flight and many times his Squadron, with great skill and 
success, and at all times his fine example has done a great deal to help the Squadron. Since being awarded the D.F.C., he has 
destroyed 5 and half enemy aircraft, probably destroyed 3 and damaged a further 6.'

U.S.A. Silver Star London Gazette 20 July 1943. 
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William Vernon Crawford-Compton was born in Invercargill, New Zealand, in March 1916, and was educated at New Plymouth High 
School. 

Just before the outbreak of hostilities, he set out to sail round the world in a 20-ton yacht with three friends, but was wrecked off the 
coast of New Guinea - after being in the water for 13 hours, the crew landed on a small island and stayed there with the natives for six 
weeks before being taken off by a tramp steamer. And it was in this latter vessel he worked his passage to England as a ship's carpenter 
on a shilling a day, hostilities being declared two days before his arrival at Liverpool. 

He immediately enlisted in the Royal Air Force as an A.C. 2, and was selected for pilot training. 


No. 485 (N.Z.) Squadron - first blood - first D.F.C. 

Duly qualified, he joined No. 603 (City of Edinburgh) Squadron as a Sergeant in January 1941 and, with just 19 hours in Spitfires under 
his belt, continued to hone his skills until transferred to his first operational posting, No. 485 (New Zealand) Squadron, as a newly 
commissioned Pilot Officer, two months later. 

Here, then, the commencement of a protracted period of operations, especially following the unit's allocation to cross-Channel sweeps 
that June - thus numerous "Rhubarb" and "Circus" sorties flown out of Kenley up until his transfer to No. 611 (West Lancashire) 
Squadron of the Biggin Hill Wing in June 1942. 

And it was during this period of service that he 'opened his account', claiming a probable Me. 109 west of Desvres on 21 September, 
with a four second burst at 250 yards, 'probable' because owing to other enemy aircraft in the vicinity he was unable to follow his 
opponent down - but it had been a convincing clash, the 109's hood flying off before it stalled, on its back, and spun earthwards. 

His second combat, against an Me. 109 over Cappelle-Brouck on 13 October resulted in certain victory, if only because he closed to 
50 yards during a perfect quarter attack - the 109 caught fire and spun down. And in another point-blank attack between Cap Gris Nez 
and Calais on 6 November, he claimed a further Me. 109 as probably destroyed, even though two fellow pilots saw a 109 hit the sea at 
the same time - 'I saw hits in front of his cockpit and around it ... thick black smoke came out and increased as he went down ... he 
made no attempt to pull out' (his combat report refers). 

His next engagement, fought at altitudes between just 300-1500 feet, amidst much flak, occurred as a result of the famous "Channel 
Dash" made by the Gneisenau and Scharnhorst on 12 February 1942, when No. 485 Squadron was among a number of Spitfire units 
ordered into action. He claimed an Me. 109 destroyed - 'the enemy aircraft hit the beach about five miles west of Ostend' - and 
another damaged, a large piece falling from the latter's wing before it fell away trailing black smoke. 

He was recommended for the D.F.C. by Squadron Leader E. P. "Hawkeye" Edward Wells. 

And his score continued to escalate, two Me. 109s falling to his guns during an escort mission to Le Havre on 26 March, the second 
shared with another pilot, and his own victim being seen to crash in the sea just 200-300 yards east of the French port. He was 'then 
attacked by another 109 and had trouble in shaking it off. I dived vertically to sea-level and about three miles off the French coast came 
across a Boston with the starboard engine stopped. I escorted it back to the English coast' (his combat report refers). 

Two days later he took out an FW. 190 over Marquise, getting in a three second burst at his preferred range of 50 yards - observing 
numerous hits on his victim's wings and fuselage, Crawford-Compton followed the smoking enemy aircraft down to 2000 feet, pulled 
up, and then saw it burning on the ground. 

Having then shot-up another FW. 190 with 85 rounds of cannon and 310 rounds of .303 over St. Omer on the 4 April - and seen many 
strikes on the fuselage - he was compelled to break away owing to an enemy aircraft on his tail, his subsequent report noting that 'the 
enemy seemed much more determined than usual'. Notwithstanding such determined opposition, Crawford-Compton turned into a 
formation of FW. 190s over Hesdin on 24 April, sending one of them down in a spin with flames coming from under the engine and 
cockpit. 

Three days later, however, on returning from a sweep over St. Omer, his shot-up Spitfire suffered engine failure and he was compelled 
to make a crash-landing - it somersaulted on touch down and he emerged from the wreckage with a broken wrist and gashed forehead. 
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Biggin Hill Wing - No. 611 Squadron - Flight Commander - second D.F.C. 

About eight weeks later, plaster cast and stitches removed, he was posted to No. 611 Squadron as a Flight Commander, and was 
quickly back in action over the Channel with the Biggin Hill Wing on "Rodeo" and "Ramrod" sorties, claiming a convincingly 
damaged FW. 190 over Dieppe during the famous raid of 19 August - 'I observed cannon strikes on the engine and around the cockpit. 
A cowling flew off the port side of the engine, which began smoking owing to boost. As this came away heavy black smoke began 
pouring from the engine, as it turned inland' (his combat report refers). 

His next close encounter with an FW. 190, west of Fauville on the 24th, in which he closed to point blank range - so much so that he 
had to break away to avoid a collision - left his adversary 'well on fire', but there followed a hair-raising return trip, no less than four 
FW. 190s pursuing him for 30 to 40 miles, back even over the Channel - 'They had the advantage of height and were able to take their 
time in attacking me ... they were using self-destroying ammunition which was bursting in front of and around me' (his combat report 
refers). 

Less than a fortnight later, in a combat fought between Cayeux and Oisemont on 6 September, he damaged a brace of FW. 190s, both 
being seen to take cannon strikes and one turning on its side, emitting thick black smoke. And he damaged another in a combat over 
Eu-Le Treport region ten days later, seeing two pieces fall away from the 190's rudder, while on the 2 October, just east of the Forest 
Crecy-en-Ponthieu, he closed to 100 yards on another victim, delivering 100 rounds of cannon fire which had the desired effect - 'I 
consider the pilot was dead or badly wounded and that the enemy aircraft was definitely destroyed' (his combat report refers). 

Having then damaged yet another FW. 190 north-east of Cap Gris Nez on 27 October, he was recommend for the Bar to his D.F.C. 

And for good measure in terms of his time with No. 611 Squadron, he shot up an FW. 190 over Gravelines on 8 November, with nearly 
200 rounds of cannon fire, destroyed another between Calais and Cap Gris Nez on the following day - the enemy pilot baled out at 
10,000 feet - and got a probable south of Dunkirk on 6 December, the latter's engine cowlings coming away before its propeller came 
to a grinding halt, so its prospects looked bleak. 

No. 64 Squadron - first command 

Advanced to Squadron Leader, he assumed command of No. 64 Squadron in January 1943, and swiftly got back into the fray, 
damaging FW. 190s on operational sweeps on the 20th and on 15 February. Then on 8 March, in a "Ramrod" sortie, he destroyed a 
brace of FW. 190s in a combat over Cleres, his Flying Log Book noting at this juncture that he had flown over 200 operational sorties, 
claiming 11 enemy aircraft destroyed, with six probables and 10 damaged. 

Having now been on an operational footing for over two years, he was "rested" with an appointment at No. 11 Group Headquarters, 
but he quickly tired of flying an armchair and pressed for a return to operations, in the interim pestering his old C.O. at Biggin Hill 'for 
a spare kite'. And three times the latter answered his call, as a result of which he claimed an Me. 109 damaged with No. 122 Squadron. 
He was advanced to Wing Commander. 

Hornchurch - Wing Leader - first D.S.O. 

In June 1943, Crawford-Compton was attached to R.A.F. Hornchurch to deputise for the Wing Commander Flying and was himself 
appointed Wing Leader shortly afterwards, thereby finding himself in overall command of No. 129 (Mysore) Squadron and No. 222 
(Natal) Squadron. 

And in the spate of escort sorties and combats that ensued, in support of U.S. Fortresses and B-24 Marauders, with one exception all of 
his claims were confirmed "kills", commencing with an Me. 109 over Audricq on 27 June, which went down in flames after a 
characteristically short range burst of fire. 

He was recommended for his D.S.O., having by now flown 262 sorties and nearly 500 operational hours. And in recognition of his 
highly effective work in escorting U.S. Fortresses and B-26 Marauders on countless occasions, he was awarded the Silver Star. 

But never one to rest on his laurels, Crawford-Compton's score continued apace, the 19th August witnessing another Me. 109 fall to his 
marksmanship over Holland - it crashed in the neighbourhood of Blankenberghe - while in September a brace of FW. 190s fell to his 
guns - the first of them east of Dunkirk on the 5th, which spun into the sea, and the second north-west of Beauvais on the 23rd. 

Finally, on 3 October, in another combat off Holland, he claimed a Me. 109 destroyed, the latter ploughing into the sea. 

On 13 December, Crawford-Compton relinquished his command of the Wing and departed for the U.S.A. on a goodwill tour, where, 
over three months, he gave over a hundred lectures to all manner of military personnel and civilians, and bumped into the likes of Cary 
Grant and the Marx Brothers. It was a welcome, but nonetheless short respite from operations. 
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145 (Free French) Wing - second D.S.O. 

Back home by April, Crawford-Compton was appointed Wing Leader of 145 (Free French) Wing, 2nd Tactical Air Force, and was 
quickly in action in support of the Allied landings in Normandy. Thus the closing chapter of his highly successful combat career, 
commencing with a confirmed Ju. 88 in a combat west of Caen on 7 June, which crashed and blew up south of Carpiquet airfield, but 
not before the rear-gunner had put bullets through both of his Spitfire's wings. An Me. 109 and an FW. 190 suffered a similar fate over 
Beaumont-le-Roger on the 29th, the first crashing into a wood and the second being abandoned by its pilot, who baled out after black 
smoke engulfed his stricken aircraft. 

Then on 9 July, Crawford-Compton claimed his final - 20th - victory, an Me. 109 north of Bernay. And for the record to those 20 should 
be added one shared destroyed, three and one shared probables, and 13 damaged, and mention of the fact he may well have achieved 
21 plus victories - or certainly according to contemporary press coverage. 

Yet in his duel role as Wing Commander Operations, he also participated in close support sorties, work that encompassed a great deal 
of ground strafing in the face of intense flak, in the course of which he destroyed 20 enemy mechanised vehicles. So, too, as he would 
later recall in a press interview, a large share in 300 or 400 hundred horses which were being used by the Germans - 'A beastly 
business. We all felt sick, and two of the pilots vomited as soon as they left their machines on returning'. 

Just before departing 145 Wing, Crawford-Compton had a lucky escape when two enemy fighters came in low and strafed his forward 
airfield - cannon shells smashed into the ground around him as he abandoned his car to take cover. 

Tour-expired, he was recommended for the Bar to his D.S.O. in mid-November 1944, and was later awarded the French Legion of 
Honour and Croix de Guerre. 

Reluctant armchair merchant as he was, no amount of pleading would have saved him from his final appointment - that of Wing 
Commander (Plans) at No. 11 Group H.Q. - for by now, according to the above recommendation, he had probably flown more 
operational hours than any other fighter pilot. 

Accorded a triumphant reception on his return to Auckland at the War's end, Crawford-Compton was quick to praise his fellow New 
Zealand Wing Leaders, Al Deere and Colin Gray, describing the former as the toughest pilot he had encountered, and the latter as the 
most skilful. However, modest in the extreme, he had little to offer by way of his own outstanding record when pressed by assorted 
journalists. It was only ever praise for others, including the "R.A.F.-type":'Coolness was one of the most necessary attributes of the good 
air fighter. When an attack suddenly loomed everybody tensed up, and it helped a lot if the flight leader spoke slowly and in a matter of 
fact a tone as possible. That was where some of the British pilots, normally accused of having a 'plum in their mouths' shone. 

Compton-Crawford remembered one occasion when out on patrol, and there was a sudden, excited call over the wireless from one of 
the fighters. "Look out! 109s at 3 o'clock." A moment later there was another excited call. "Look out chaps! More 109s at 9 o'clock." 
Everybody was on edge at the sudden alarm, when suddenly there drifted to them over the air the Oxford drawl of the "R.A.F.-type" - "I 
say, old boy, a pincer movement, what!" ' 

Post-war - C.B. and C.B.E. 

Indeed, such was Crawford-Compton's affection for the "R.A.F.-type" that he applied for a permanent commission after the War, was 
accepted, and went out to the Middle East where he witnessed further active service in Palestine. 

Returning to the U.K. in 1948, his subsequent appointments included those of Attache at Oslo, Norway in 1950, Group Captain 
Commanding R.A.F. Bruggen in Germany in 1954, and Sector Commander in Western Command in early 1956. Later in the same year, 
however, he formed and commanded No. 215 Tactical Wing for the Suez operations, being evacuated for Port Said in December. He 
was awarded C.B.E. 

Next appointed Chief Instructor of the Offensive Support Wing at Old Sarum, in which capacity he served 1957-59, Crawford-Compton 
moved to the familiar surroundings of No. 11 Group (Fighter Command) as Senior Air Staff Officer (S.A.S.O.) in July 1959, and attended 
the Imperial Defence College in 1961, before serving as Chief of British Staff out in Cyprus in 1962-65, in which period he also acted 
as S.A.S.O. to the Near East Air Force. He was awarded the C.B. 

The 1960s also witnessed his Presidency of the R.A.F. Boxing Association and Chairmanship of the R.A.F. Ski and Winter Sports 
Association and in this latter capacity, in common with his senior commands in the 1939-45 War, he led from the front, becoming a 
Downhill and Slalom Champion on two occasions, in addition to winning the Middle East Inter-Services Ski Championship in 1966, 
and coming fifth in the R.A.F. Combined Ski-ing Championship in the following year, aged 51. 

Compton-Crawford, who was placed on the Retired List in the rank of Air-Vice Marshal, died in January 1988, aged 72 years.

The unique and outstanding post-war C.B., 1939-40 bomber operations D.S.O. and Bar, Great War fighter ace's M.C., 
D.F.C. and Bar group of fourteen awarded to Air Vice-Marshal W. E. "Bull" Staton, Royal Air Force, a giant of a man 
blessed with great presence and physical courage, who was thrice decorated for downing 25 enemy aircraft on the 
Western Front in a little over six months in 1918, a magnificent operational record made possible by his preference

Bar to D.S.O. London Gazette 7 June 1940. The original recommendation states: 

'Wing Commander Staton is recommended for this special award because of his outstanding gallantry in recent operations and of his 
continued leadership in the air. He led the attack on the oil depot at Bremen on the night of 17-18 May 1940. The target was very 
heavily defended and difficult to identify because of the exceptional number of searchlights. After one hour worrying and misleading 
the defences, he attacked in a dive coming down to 1000 feet to ensure hitting the target. His aircraft was hit by six shells, the last one 
breaking the aileron and part of the wing and compelling him, as damage continued in flight, to return to base across the North Sea at 
90 m.p.h. Beyond this speed the aircraft became uncontrollable. 

Wing Commander Staton organises and leads his squadron on all new tasks - Sylt, Oslo, Stavangar, the Ruhr and finally on 22-23 May 
in the Ardennes, where his aircraft was again hit. 

His leadership and courage in the air and his magnificent work on his station is so constant that it could easily be taken for granted, but 
the effect is so valuable and inspiring that recognition should not be withheld because of past awards.' 

M.C. London Gazette 22 June 1918: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. On one occasion, when on offensive patrol, he, by the skilful handling of his machine 
and accurate shooting destroyed two enemy aeroplanes and brought a third down out of control. In addition, during the nine days 
previous to this, he had destroyed five enemy machines, two of these triplanes. The services which he has rendered have been 
exceptionally brilliant, and his skill and determination are deserving of the highest praise.' 

D.F.C. London Gazette 21 September 1918: 

'This officer has already been awarded the Military Cross for gallantry and devotion to duty. Since this award he has accounted for 
eleven enemy aeroplanes - nine destroyed and two shot down out of control. He has proved himself a most efficient Flight Commander 
and an enterprising leader, setting a fine example to his squadron.' 

Bar to D.F.C. London Gazette 3 December 1918: 

'This officer had already been awarded the Military Cross and Distinguished Flying Cross for conspicuous gallantry and devotion to 
duty. Since his last award he has destroyed five enemy machines and driven down one out of control. His example of courage and 
resource is a fine incentive to other pilots of his squadron.' 


William Ernest "Bull" Staton was born at Tutbury, Staffordshire, in August 1898, 
and was educated at Burton Guild Street School and the Burton Science School. 

Enlisting in the 28th London Regiment, The Artists Rifles, when of sufficient age 
in 1916, he was commissioned as a Temporary 2nd Lieutenant on his 
appointment as a Cadet to the Royal Flying Corps in May 1917, in which 
capacity he attended No. 9 and No. 38 (Training) Squadrons, and qualified for 
his Aviator's Certificate (No. 6675) at Upavon in late September. 


Fighter ace - M.C., D.F.C. and Bar 

Posted to France as a founder member of No. 62 Squadron in January 1918, he quickly established himself as an outstanding exponent 
of the Bristol Fighter, originally with the Australian, Lieutenant J. R. Gordon, as his Observer and gunner - the pair would notch up 15 
victories together in the period March-June 1918. 

But his first major combat was actually fought with Lieutenant Horace Merritt as his Observer, a tangle with some 30 enemy fighters 
south-east of Cambrai on 13 March, pilot and gunner opening their account with a Fokker Dr. I and Albatros DV destroyed. And with 
Gordon as gunner, another Fokker Dr. I and three further enemy aircraft followed suit before the month's end - the last named all on 
the 26th. Shortly afterwards, recently installed fighter ace Staton was recommended for his M.C. and advanced to the acting rank of 
Captain. 

And of subsequent exploits as a Flight Commander in the period April-July, the recommendation for his first D.F.C. states: 

'On 1 April 1918, when an enemy machine attacked Lieutenant H. C. M. Nangle of his formation, he dived on its tail, firing a long 
burst from 200 yards to 20 yards range. The enemy aircraft went down in a vertical nose dive, with engine full on, and omitting huge 
clouds of smoke. As his formation was still being attacked, he was unable to follow his victim right to the ground. This combat took 
place over Bouchoir. 

On 3 May 1918, while on offensive patrol east of Armentieres, his formation engaged a formation of Albatros and Pfalz Scouts. He 
dived on one Pfalz, and zoomed up under its nose, firing a long burst at very close range. The enemy aircraft turned over on its back 
and dropped into a straight dive, ending in a spin, finally being observed by Captain Staton and his Observer, Lieutenant J. R. Gordon, 
M.C., to crash and burst into flames two miles south of Armentieres. While rejoining his formation, he attacked an Albatros two-seater 
which was flying behind and below his formation. After a burst of 50 rounds from very close range, he turned to allow his Observer to 
get in a burst. The enemy aircraft went into a very flat spin, and crashed about one mile south-east of Ploegsteert Wood. This was 
confirmed by his Observer and also Captain G. E. Gibbons and Lieutenant S. A. W. Knight, M.C., of the same formation. 

On 22 May 1918, while on offensive patrol over L'Aventie, he dived east and cut off an L.V.G. two-seater, which was obviously 
engaged on artillery observation work. He fired 100 rounds into him and the L.V.G. went down in a very steep spiral. He followed it 
down to 2000 feet, firing short bursts the whole of the time, and he and his Observer saw the machine crash just north of L'Aventie. 
Captain G. E. Gibbons and Lieutenant L. Campbell of the same formation, confirm having seen this enemy aircraft going down very 
low, absolutely out of control. 
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Another trophy for marksmanship 


On 29 May 1918, over Aubigny, when two pilots of his formation were attacking an L.V.G. two-seater, he dived on to it, fired a very 
long burst at short range and then turned to allow his Observer to get in a burst, and the enemy aircraft fell completely out of control 
with engine full on. Confirmed by all formation. 

On 30 May 1918, he dived on another L.V.G. near Cambrai, and cut it off. He fired two bursts of 50 rounds into it, the second burst at 
point-blank range. The enemy aircraft went down completely out of control, but Captain Staton was unable to see it crash, owing to the 
haze and the colour of the machine. 

On 2 June 1918, just east of Albert, he saw a Fokker-Triplane attacking a British machine. He turned and dived on it, firing 150 rounds 
into it, finishing his burst at point blank range. The Fokker rolled on its back and went down in a series of side slips, and finished in a 
dive. It was seen by Captain Staton and his Observer to crash south of Pozieres. This is confirmed by Lieutenant T. H. Broadley and 2nd 
Lieutenant E. Dumville of the same offensive patrol. 

On 5 June 1918, his formation was attacked by six Pfalz Scouts, four from the rear and two from the front. Seeing one flying close to 
him, and level, he turned, got slightly under it, and his Observer got a burst in at very close range, and the Pfalz put its nose down and 
shortly afterwards burst into flames. 

He then immediately dived on the remaining enemy aircraft, turned again slightly below a second machine, and allowed his Observer 
to get in a good burst at 60 yards range. The Pfalz fell over on its back and went down in this manner for 2000 feet. It then went into a 
steep dive and was seen to crash near the cross-roads north-west of Douai. 

On 8 June 1918, on an offensive patrol south-east of Douai, he observed three Pfalz Scouts at a much lower altitude, apparently quite 
unaware of the Bristols above them. He throttled back and glided to their level and slowly approached them from the rear, in the end 
making formation with them. As the leader of the enemy aircraft turned, the rear Pfalz crossed Captain Staton's bow, and he fired two 
long bursts into it. A piece of the machine fell away and the enemy aircraft fell into clouds beneath. 

On 8 July 1918, north-west of Carvin, his formation was flying over a formation of Sopwith Camels of No. 73 Squadron. During a 
general fight, he saw a Camel dive past him with a Fokker Triplane on its tail. He followed the Fokker and fired 150 rounds into it at 
point blank range. The enemy aircraft collapsed in the air and fell. This is confirmed by Lieutenant L. Campbell, Lieutenant J. W. 
Parsons, and Sergeant W. N. Holmes, M.M., of the same formation. 

Captain Staton is an efficient Flight Commander and an excellent and enterprising Flight Leader. When leading his patrol, he has never 
missed an opportunity of attacking enemy aircraft, often when the enemy aircraft have been in very superior numbers.' 

As might be imagined, his preference for the point blank attack, and his frequent rescue of fellow pilots, made Staton - or "Bull" as he 
was invariably known - a popular and legendary squadron figure. And he was no stranger to equally hair-raising activities in the Mess, 
one heated game leaving him with an impressive scar on his head. 

In August, and having teamed up with a new gunner, Lieutenant Leslie Mitchell, Staton re-opened his account with a brace of enemy 
aircraft destroyed on the 12th, swiftly followed by a Fokker DVII over Bullecourt on the following day, and another of the same type 
over Pronville on the 24th. 

But September would witness the end of his extraordinary combat career for, having added three more Fokker DVIls and a Pfalz Scout 
to his tally, he was seriously wounded in the thigh by an explosive bullet, after engaging 30 Fokkers east of Cambrai on the 24th. He 
was invalided too U.K. via ambulance train and hospital ship, and saw no further action. 

Duly recommended for a Bar to his D.F.C. after this final combat, his tally now stood at one shared captured, 15 and one shared 
destroyed, and nine shot down out of control. 

Between the Wars 

An excellent rifle and pistol shot, Staton was to represent the R.A.F. at Bisley and elsewhere on numerous occasions between the Wars, 
in which period his career continued apace. Thus spells of service in India and the Far East, in addition to appointments at Felixstowe 
and Calshot in the golden age of the Schneider Trophy. He also served as Adjutant to No. 501 (County of Gloucester) Squadron in the 
mid-1930s, when he was advanced to Squadron Leader. 

But it was following his appointment as C.O. of No. 10 Squadron in June 1938 that he embarked on a second chapter of hectic 
operational service, though enjoying a memorable royal visit to Dishforth in the interim. 
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Bremen , 77 May 1940 - 'His aircraft was hit by six shells , the last one breaking the aileron and part of 
the wing and compelling him , as damage continued in flightto return to base across the North Sea at 
90 m.p.h. Beyond this speed the aircraft became uncontrollable.' 


Bomber ace - D.5.O. and Bar 

By the time of the renewal of hostilities in September 1939, Staton had turned 40, and was serving as Wing Commander, but he was 
quickly in action in the Squadron's Whitleys. 

Among the first to appreciate the importance of marking targets with flares, his arguments for higher standards of accuracy were among 
those that led to the establishment of the future Path Finder Force, and in that respect no-one could have set a better example of 
leadership, the above cited award of the Bar to his D.S.O. being a case in point - namely an extraordinary one hour spent over Bremen 
before the delivery of a low-level strike that resulted in severe flak damage to his Whitley, the fuselage being found riddled with 
shrapnel on its miraculous return to base. 

Fie was recommended for his second D.S.O. a few days later and had, meanwhile, gained another nickname - "King Kong" - a 
sobriquet that reflected a larger than life character blessed with a great physical presence and endless courage. Indeed, as cited above, 
he 'organised and led his squadron on all new tasks - Sylt, Oslo, Stavangar, the Ruhr and finally again on 22-23 May in the Ardennes, 
where his aircraft was again hit.' 

He had, in the interim, participated in a number of other notable operations, winning the D.S.O. and a mention in despatches (London 
Gazette 20 February 1940 refers), among them one of the first reconnaissances of the War, over Kiel on 8 September 1939, and the first 
ever raid on Berlin on 1 October 1939. 

Having ended his operational tour with a strike against Turin in June 1940, Staton assumed command of R.A.F. Leeming, and gained 
advancement to Temporary Group Captain that December, the same month in which he was appointed an A.D.C. to the King. 

S.A.S.O. Singapore - P.O.W. 

Next appointed Senior Air Staff Officer, H.Q. Far East, in July 1941, in the acting rank of Air Commodore, Staton was assigned to West 
Group, Java, in early 1942, in which capacity he was taken P.O.W. by the Japanese on 10 March, but not without his fair share of 
adventures in the interim - among them a flight to Palembang in a much damaged Hudson - it had 30 roughly patched shrapnel holes 
in the fuselage and one unserviceable self-sealing tank. 

As observed by The Times, Staton 'did not always prove the most cooperative of prisoners of war and the enemy in retaliation removed 
his [back] teeth', and certainly it was one chapter of his career that he rarely re-visited, but he did, nonetheless, submit written 
evidence for prosecutors at a subsequent War Crimes Trial, following his repatriation at the War's end - namely the trial of three 
Japanese officers who were accused of appalling brutality in P.O.W. camps in Formosa. 

For his own part, Staton attributed his faith to his survival, and, at great risk, he carved a wooden Cross with an illegally made chisel. 
And the Cross followed him through his trials and tribulations, being used in Holy Communion and burial services, latterly under the 
auspices of the Rev. J. W. Bindeman of the A.I.F. As Staton later noted, some Japanese respected his faith and the Cross - but one or two 
of them, 'the very lowest animal type of guard', sometimes proved difficult on discovering the Cross among his meagre possessions. 
Both Cross and chisel today reside at St. Clement Danes in the Strand. 

For his stoic and gallant conduct at the hands of the Japanese, during which he was moved sixteen times, from camp to camp in 
Batavia, Singapore, Japan, Formosa, the Gobi Desert and lastly from Mukden to Siam, Staton was mentioned in despatches (London 
Gazette 1 October 1946). 

Grack shot - Olympic Captain 7 948 and 7 952 

Post-war Staton served as A.O.C. No. 46 Group, in which capacity he was awarded the C.B., and as C.O. of the Central Bomber 
Establishment 1947-49, and finally, prior to his retirement in the rank of Air Vice-Marshal in 1952, as A.O.C. of Administration, 
Technical Training Command. 

Moreover, his aforementioned career as a crack shot at Bisley and elsewhere led to his successive appointments as Captain of the 
British Olympics Shooting Team at the 1948 London and 1952 Helsinki Olympic Games, in which he added yet further awards to his 
long list of accolades. 
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Also a keen and skilled yachtsman, Staton was Commodore of the Emsworth Sailing Club in Hampshire, where he died in July 1983, 
aged 84 years.

Charles Edward Thornton was born on 10 November 1867, son of Major-General C. J. M. Thornton, Indian Army. He was educated at 
Bath College and the Royal Military Academy, Sandhurst. Commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the Loyal North Lancashire Regiment on 
22 May 1889. In May 1890 he was transferred in that rank to the Indian Staff Corps. Promoted Captain in 1898, Major in 1905 and 
Lieutenant-Colonel in 1913. Served in both the China 1900 and Tibet campaigns as a Captain in the 16th Bengal Lancers. During the 
Great War he served in Mesopotamia in command of the 16th Cavalry as part of the 6th Cavalry Brigade. He was severely wounded, 
twice mentioned in despatches and awarded the C.M.G. He retired from the Indian Army due to ill-health in September 1919. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Thornton died on 21 January 1946. With a quantity of copied research.

'Whenever the place is mentioned , my mind goes back to the Naval Officer-in-Charge, Captain Frank Montem Smith, D. 
S.O., R.D., R.N.R., outstanding among gallant men. Except for a few weeks when he had to be withdrawn for illness, he 
was at Tobruk throughout the siege. When he was in hospital in Alexandria I went to see him and offered him command 
of a ship; but in his quiet voice he firmly replied: "No! sir; I'd like to go back to Tobruk," and he went. 

Unperturbed and unafraid in the midst of the heaviest air attacks, he was always the first man to board any ship hit by a 
bomb, on fire, or in any other trouble. The first in any post of danger, he set an inspiring example to everyone. And at 
Tobruk Smith was killed’, the last man to leave after seeing the oil storage tanks well ablaze when the fortress fell into the 
hands of the enemy in June 1942. 

As a guide to the destroyers coming into Tobruk at night the green starboard light was always shown in the sunken ship 
alongside of which they lay to unload. This lantern now rests on Smith's grave.'

The outstanding Second World War siege of Tobruk C.B.E., D.S.O. group often awarded to Captain F. M. Smith, Royal

The original recommendation states: 

'Commander Smith was the Naval Officer-in-Charge, Tobruk. 

On 8 February 1941, when the S.S. Adinda, carrying aviation spirit, caught fire after two mine explosions in Tobruk harbour, 
Commander Smith displayed great courage and initiative. In company with the Master and four of Adinda's officers, he boarded the 
ship while the fore part was blazing fiercely, in order to close the hatch to the after part which was still open. At the time no one knew 
whether the after part would burst into flames. 

Again on 25 February 1941, when the S.S. Tynefield was on fire after being struck by a bomb, Commander Smith boarded the ship 
despite the fact that an air raid and heavy gunfire were still in progress. By his personal example, he organised the officers and crew 
into dealing with the situation. Fie arranged for the ship to be towed stem to wind by F1.M.S. Aphis, thus containing the fire in the fore 
end. He then organised a supply of water from the damaged fire main to play on the fire, thus saving 3500 tons of fuel remaining on 
board. 

On these two occasions and also in other emergencies such as the bombing of H.M.S. Dainty and the mining of the S.S. Rodi, 
Commander Smith has displayed a complete disregard of personal safety and shown himself full of initiative and resource. He has set a 
fine example on all occasions.' 

Frank Montem Smith was born at Warminster, Wiltshire, in February 1894, and entered the Mercantile Marine shortly before the 
outbreak of hostilities - so,too, the Royal Naval Reserve, with an appointment as a Probationary Midshipman in July 1913. 

The Great War - Gallipoli - Submariner - and beyond 

Mobilised for active service in April 1915, young Frank underwent training in Lighters, and was actively employed off Gallipoli in the 
K. 42, landing troops from Lemnos and elsewhere. Confirmed in the rank of Midshipman in September 1915, he next served in the 
screw-tug H.M.S. Hughli, and thence, from September 1916, as a newly promoted Sub. Lieutenant, in the cruiser Devonshire. Having 
then served in another cruiser, the Carnarvon, from October 1917 until February 1918, he volunteered for submarines, and served in 
the E. 39 up until April 1919, part of the 9th Flotilla operating out of Harwich. 

Demobilised, he returned to peacetime employment with the Shaw, Saville and Albion Line, but retained his commission in the R.N.R. 
and was advanced to Lieutenant-Commander in December 1926 and to Commander in June 1934, in addition to being awarded the 
Reserve Decoration. 

And the renewal of hostilities in September 1939 found him in command of the liner Moreton Bay in Sydney, from whence he returned 
to the U.K. to take command of H.M.S. Alpha, then employed in boarding enemy trading vessels and, later still, pursuing enemy 
submarines. 

Naval Officer-in-Charge - Tobruk 

Then came his orders to report to the shore establishment Nile, namely his appointment as Naval Officer-in-Charge at Tobruk, in which 
capacity he he was advanced to Captain and remained actively employed from January 1941 up until his death in June 1942 - that is 
with the exception of 6 weeks in hospital in Alexandria, a destination he was lucky to reach, his ship being sunk en route and he cast 
overboard into a sea of oil. Fortunate to be picked up, he insisted on reporting to the C.-in-C., General Auchinleck, who ordered him to 
report to the hospital forthwith - and to take two bottles of Guinness a day at the Admiralty's expense. 

He had by then, as cited above, already won the D.S.O. for setting a shining example by his courage in boarding seemingly doomed 
vessels during enemy raids in February 1941 - a hallmark of his period of command in one of the most bombed places on earth. A 
mention in despatches having followed ( London Gazette 17 November 1942), he then added the C.B.E. to his accolades for his part in 
the rescue and salvage of another damaged vessel, the S.S. Cerion, on 7 March 1942 - a vessel of the Anglo-Saxon Petroleum Co. laden 
with 2000 tons of fuel, which had been severely damaged by enemy aircraft. 

Finally, on 20 June 1942, he was once more to the fore, supervising the clearance of the Navy from the harbour and orchestrating the 
destruction of the fuel and oil dumps, gallant work that won him a posthumous "mention" ( London Gazette 15 June 1943 refers), the 
original recommendation stating: 

'During the withdrawal from Tobruk on 20 June 1942, he displayed great courage and resource in rapidly organising arrangements for 
embarkation of Naval ratings and firing of demolition charges, all under a heavy fire and in a period of intense stress. Soon after 
embarking in the last craft to attempt to leave he was fatally wounded, and died in the harbour which he had loved so well.' 

A more expansive account of the gallant Smith's exploits on 20 June may be found in Captain Walter's covering report, the C.O. of the 
Inshore Squadron at Tobruk: 
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In the event, Captain Smith and I left Admiralty House soon after Lieutenant Guinness and evidently only missed escaping by a narrow 
margin. 

As soon as the Naval Officer-in-Charge [Smith] reported that all possible arrangements for firing the demolitions was completed, we 
proceeded on foot, together with a few of the base staff, towards No. 6 Jetty. On the way Captain Smith and Lieutenant-Commander W. 
G. Harris, R.N.V.R. (the First Lieutenant of the Base) fired various demolition charges. I proceeded along the north shore sufficiently far 
to observe that all craft had left the Boom Jetty, where I had hoped to embark in an M.T.B., and rejoined the Naval Officer-in-Charge at 
No. 6 Jetty. 

The party embarked in a "Z" Lighter, the only serviceable craft that then remained. On our way towards the boom, the Lighter was 
subjected to a heavy fire from tanks on the north shore and from 88mm. artillery on the high ground to the south of the harbour. The 
engines were putout of action and many casualties sustained. The Naval Officer-in-Charge was mortally wounded and I was hit, by a 
burst of fire from the tanks striking the bridge. The Lighter subsequently drifted ashore on the south shore from where the wounded 
were conveyed to Tobruk General Hospital the next morning. 

I personally observed the Boom Defence Depot to blow up and also saw a heavy explosion in the vicinity of the Naval oil fuel tank ... 
Captain F. M. Smith, C.B.E., D.S.O., R.D., R.N.R., displayed his usual magnificent courage and complete coolness throughout a very 
trying time, and I greatly deplore the loss of this very gallant officer who had done so much for Tobruk.' 

And yet still a closer glimpse of events aboard the ill-fated Lighter, as related by Commander W. G. Harris, R.N.V.R.: 

'We set off into the middle of the harbour, and everyone knew we were going to catch it. Smith and Walter were on the little bridge 
with an Army officer and the helmsman. It wasn't long before the first shell hit us. After that, it just rained tank shells, anti-tank and 
machine-gun bullets. One went right through the engine-room and set the petrol alight. But for some reason the fire only burnt for a 
few seconds, though the engine-room party came out terribly burnt and were a most pitiful sight. 

We then drifted helplessly with both engines knocked out. The Huns plastered us, and practically everyone on board was wounded. An 
88mm. kept firing from the top end of the bay, using high explosive, but his shooting was bad and his shells kept exploding just astern 
all the time. 

The suspense was awful as one felt that the next time he simply had to hit us. 

Finally he put one right into the bridge, wounding both Captains Smith and Walter. The former came down with his left arm practically 
severed. We helped him down the ladder, and while two men applied first aid, I went to see how Captain Walter was. I found him 
walking about with his left arm held up. I asked him if he was wounded, and he told me that he was. I made him sit down while I 
found a shell dressing. It was then dark, so the Hun stopped shelling and left us to drift. 

I saw no sign of the Army officer or the soldier, so I don't know what became of them.'

Smith, who died of his wounds on the deck of the drifting Lighter, was 48 years 
of age and left a widow, a son and a daughter, Joan, a member of the W.R.N.S., 
the ladies attending a Buckingham Palace investiture at which they received his 
C.B.E. and D.S.O.

Cecil Montague Clavell Luff was born on 29 April 1898 and educated at Sherborne and the Royal Military College. As a 2nd Lieutenant 
in the A.S.C. he entered France in 16 August 1916. Promoted to Lieutenant in October 1917 and attached to the Dorset Regiment. 
Serving in the R.A.S.C. he was promoted to Captain in April 1927, Major in August 1938 and Acting Lieutenant-Colonel in February 
1940. Served as Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel, May 1940-May 1945 when he was advanced to that rank. Served as Acting Colonel 
and Acting Brigadier in May 1945. Luff commanded the R.A.S.C. element in the 2nd Division in France 1939-40, for which he was 
twice mentioned in despatches. He then accompanied the 2nd Division to Burma in 1942. Served as D.D.S.T. (Colonel) India, July 
1943-May 1945 and D.D.S.T. (Brigadier) S.E. Asia, May-December 1945. For his service there, he was again mentioned in despatches 
and was also awarded the O.B.E.

Henry John McDonald Downie, Captain of the cargo liner S.S. Imperial Monarch, was awarded the O.B.E. for his services when his 
ship was bombed and straffed by enemy aircraft off the east coast of Scotland on 29 January 1940 - the ship survived both the action 
and the war. For the same action, a Gunlayer was awarded the B.E.M. (Civil) and six members of the crew received commendations.

August 1893. Promoted to Lieutenant in the I.S.C. in January 1895. Served in the Chian Campaign of 1900 as a Lieutenant in the 26th 
Baluch Infantry attached to the Hong Kong Regiment. Promoted to Captain in August 1902; Major in August 1911. In the Great War he 
served in Egypt, November 1914-March 1915; Persian Gulf, March-July 1915; with the Aden Field Force, July 1915-March 1916, and 
in Mesopotamia, May 1916-September 1918. For his services he was twice mentioned in despatches and in January 1918 was awarded 
the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel. Appointed Lieutenant-Colonel in August 1919. Served in the Third Afghan War for which he was 
mentioned in despatches and awarded the D.S.O. Lieutenant-Colonel Barrett died at Great Berkhamsted, Hertfordshire on 5 June 1958.

John Liesching Grinlinton was born in January 1880. He was commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the 1st Volunteer Battalion, Royal 
Berkshire Regiment, in December 1898. Transferred to the Royal Garrison Artillery in January 1900 and served in the China campaign 
of 1900. Served with the Native Mountain Artillery in India from January 1901, and took part in the operations in Waziristan 1901-02. 
Promoted to Lieutenant in April 1901; appointed Assistant Instructor in Gunnery, Aden in January 1910. Promoted to Captain in 
January 1911 and Major in October 1915. As a Captain in the R.G.A. he entered France on 23 April 1915 and served on the Western 
Front until December 1916, being twice mentioned in despatches and awarded the D.S.O. Then served with the Mesopotamian 
Expeditionary Force from February 1917, receiving a further 'mention' whilst on service with the Royal Air Force. Promoted to 
Lieutenant-Colonel in January 1927, he retired on 3 July 1931. During the 1920's Grinlinton worked for the Geological Survey of India 
and in 1928 had published The Former Glaciation of the East Lidar Valley, Kashmir.

Raymond Fitzmaurice was born on 7 August 1878, the son of John Gerald Fitzmaurice and Florence Augusta Marian Boyrenson. He 
entered the Navy on 15 January 1893 and was promoted to Lieutenant in 1901. He served aboard H.M.S. Exmouth during the rescue 
operations following the earthquake at Messina in 1908 (Medal). As Lieutenant he was awarded the Royal Aero Club certificate, No. 
447, on 1 April 1913, having flown a Short biplane out of the Central Flying School at Upavon. 

Promoted to Commander in 1913 he was appointed 2nd in command of H.M.S. Chatham, in which vessel he was present at operations 
in East Africa against the Konigsberg in 1914 (D.S.O.) and subsequent operations in the Dardanelles. Full details of the Konigsberg 
operations will be found in E. Keble Chatterton's excellent book The Konigsberg Adventure. From 1916 to 1918 he was in command of 
H.M.S. Espiegle , serving under the command of Admiral Wemyss in support of the Arab revolt. T. E. Lawrence (of Arabia) refers to 
Fitzmaurice in his book The Seven Pillars of Wisdom:'The Navy added greatly to our interests in Wejh. The Espiegle was sent by Boyle 
as station ship, with the delightful orders to 'do everything in her power to co-operate in the many plans which would be suggested to 
her by Colonel Newcombe, while letting it be clearly seen that she was conferring a favour 1 . Her commander Fitzmaurice (a good 
name in Turkey), was the soul of hospitality and found quiet amusement in our work on shore. He helped us in a thousand ways; above 
all in signalling; for he was a wireless expert, and one day at noon the Northbrook came in and landed an army wireless set, on a light 
lorry, for us. As there was no one to explain it, we were at a loss; but Fitzmaurice raced ashore with half his crew, ran the car to a fitting 
site, rigged the masts professionally, started the engine, and connected up to such effect that before sunset he had called the astonished 
Northbrook and held a long conversation with her operator. The station increased the efficiency of the base at Wejh and was busy day 
and night, filling the Red Sea with messages in three tongues, and twenty different sorts of army cypher-codes/ 

Promoted to Captain in June 1918, Fitzmaurice was appointed Assistant Director of Naval Intelligence, and in 1919 was appointed 
Naval Advisor to Sir Reginald Tower, High Commissioner at Dantzig. Between the wars Fitzmaurice held a succession of commands 
including H.M. Ships Antrim (1921-22) and Yarmouth (1922-23), and after a spell as Director of the Signal Department, Admiralty, H. 
M.S. President he commanded the dreadnoughts Resolution (1925-26) as Flag Captain and Chief Staff Officer, 2nd Battle Squadron, 
Iron Duke, 3rd Battle Squadron, and Marlborough. He was Vice-President Chemical Warfare Committee, London (1927-29), and Naval 
A.D.C. to the King (1929). 

He retired in 1929 but on the outbreak of war he was recalled and appointed a Commodore of Ocean Convoys in September 1939. His 
most notable achievement was as Commodore of convoy HG 76, homeward bound from Gibraltar in December 1941. Fitzmaurice, in 
Spero , had 30 Merchant ships in his charge and was accompanied by the 36th Escort Group under Commander F. J. Walker in H.M.S. 
Stork. The convoy arrived in Britain shortly after Christmas, 1941, heaving been subjected to exceptionally determined and sustained 
attack by U-boats and long-range aircraft. Three of the attacking U-boats were sunk by the escort and although two merchantmen, 
amounting to 6,000 tons, together with the destroyer Stanley and auxiliary vessel Audacity were lost, HG 76 was considered to be the 
first victorious convoy and became the blueprint for future convoy protection. Fitzmaurice received a well-deserved knighthood in the 
following New Year Honours list of 1942, as well as two mentions in despatches later the same year. Vice-Admiral Sir William 
Fitzmaurice died suddenly on 25 October 1943, aged 65. 
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A Second World War D.S.C. group of five attributed to Lieutenant (A.) P. J. W. Davies, Royal Naval Volunteer 
Reserve, a gallant Fleet Air Arm pilot who was credited with at least one "kill" while operating in Wildcats off the

'For outstanding courage, determination and skill while escorting a convoy to and from North Russia under continuous and fierce 
attacks by the enemy and in exceptionally hard weather conditions.' 

Peter James William Davies, who was born in Ruthin, Wales, in July 1923, volunteered for the Fleet Air Arm in December 1941, and 
went out to Canada for pilot training. Having then gained his "Wings", he returned to the U.K. in September 1943, was appointed a 
Sub. Lieutenant (A.), and, in the fullness of time, joined No. 813 (F.A.A.) Squadron, on the carrier H.M.S. Campania. 

One of of a handful of Wildcat pilots in the Squadron, he was actively engaged on the Arctic run over the coming months, and was 
credited with an enemy aircraft destroyed on 13 November 1944, for which accomplishment he was mentioned in despatches (London 
Gazette 3 April 1945 refers). 

Luckily for posterity's sake, his own account of the action for which he was later awarded the D.S.C. in February 1944, during Convoy 
JW-64, survives - an action in which fellow Wildcat pilot, Lieutenant (A.) J. A. Quigg, R.N.Z.N.V.R., was shot down, and Davies 
fortunate to get back to the Campania with a damaged engine: 

'It wasn't long before I spotted an 88 low on the water coming towards us. Lieutenant Quigg, just as I saw this, reported six more. We 
dived on the leader and the rest broke up and went into cloud. We carried out several attacks and the 88 disappeared into cloud, the 
starboard engine smoking ... I saw an 88 right down on the water with a Wildcat in hot pursuit. The aircraft had been evidently hit and 
its starboard engine was smoking. I saw Lieutenant Quigg finish his attack and on the breakaway heard him report he'd run out of 
ammunition and had been hit. I came in on the starboard quarter and from above and broke off almost dead astern. It was in this attack 
that my aircraft was hit. I'd seen a lot of tracer coming from the 88 and suddenly there was a bump and a flash. As the aircraft had not 
been badly damaged I came in once more from the starboard quarter and the 88 pulled up into cloud, its starboard engine on fire. As 
my ammunition had run out I was told to return 'home' where I was rather too warmly welcomed [by our own fire] ... By this time the 
engine was coughing unhealthily, especially after I was waved round the first time I made a pass at the deck. The second time I came in 
the engine cut twice on the approach, so I reckoned this time I'd land or be picked up out of the 'oggin'. At least, I'm glad to say the 
aircraft was unserviceable before I hit the barrier.' 

Quigg was fished out of the water by a passing destroyer, and Davies had his portrait in oils painted by Sub. Lieutenant Maskens in the 
ward room during the return voyage - a portrait titled 'Peter Davies - Fighter Pilot' and later exhibited in London. 

Davies' later service included a voyage to Colombo and back, with a stay in South Africa on the return journey, as Lieutenant (Deck 
Landing Officer) in the aircraft-carrier Trouncer. Tragically, however, he was killed in a traffic accident during 1946, as a result of 
which his D.S.C. was sent to his next of kin; sold with research. 
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The unique Great War M.C., D.C.M., M.M. group of seven awarded to Sub. Lieutenant C. B. Wheeler, Royal Naval 
Volunteer Reserve, attached Royal Naval Division, who was twice wounded: later a member of the Federation of 
Malaya Volunteer Force, he died of wounds at Singapore in February 1942, while serving as a recently appointed 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Royal Army Ordnance Corps - or was a victim of the shocking Japanese atrocities

'On 27 September 1918 he was in charge of the section of two Stokes guns and was following his Battalion when the Battalion was 
suddenly held up by hostile machine gun fire. Taking a Lewis gun he crawled forward and cleared the enemy post thus helping the 
Infantry to obtain their objective. On 30 September 1918 at the Canal de I'Escaut, he again did good work causing considerable 
casualties to the enemy with a Lewis gun. Throughout the operations he showed conspicuous gallantry and able leadership.' 

D.C.M. London Gazette 1 7 April 191 7: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. He handled three trench motors with marked ability, and greatly assisted in clearing 
up a difficult situation. He set a fine example throughout.' 

M.M. London Gazette 26 March 191 7. 


Colin Bain Wheeler was born in July 1896 and enlisted in the Clyde Division of the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve as an Ordinary 
Seaman in November 1914. 

Posted to Nelson Battalion, Royal Naval Division, in June 1915, he was embarked for the Dardanelles, but was wounded in Gallipoli 
on 13 July and admitted to hospital in Alexandria - a sojourn extended by a bout of scarlet fever. 

Rejoining his battalion at Mudros in January 1916, he was embarked for France in May, and was transferred to 189th Stokes Mortar 
Battery, R.N.D., in which capacity he won his M.M. as an Acting Leading Seaman. Douglas Jerrold's history takes up the story: 

'Such was the situation half-an-hour after the attack, when Lt.-Colonel Monro, commanding the Hood Battalion, was wounded, and Lt.- 
Commander Asquith, who had gone forward on the heels of his old battalion in the slender disguise of staff learner studying the effects 
of the artillery barrage, took command. To his energy and enthusiasm the success of the 189th Brigade's operations on this occasion 
was largely due. Well before 8 a.m. on the 4th, Lt.-Commander Asquith had got the Hood Battalion back to their correct alignment, 
and although touch could not be gained with the Hawke Battalion (who had probably by now edged further to the left, assuming the 
attack to have failed on the right) the situation was no longer critical. Dawn saw us with a fair hold on all our objectives, but with an 
awkward gap in the first and second enemy lines, and a machine-gun post still obstructing the consolidation of the essential defensive 
flank. 

The history of the rest of the battle is soon told. Several attempts to subdue the two strong points and to close the gaps were made 
during the morning of the 4th, but without success. At 3.50 p.m., however, the enemy post on our left was rushed by the Nelson and 
Hawke after an effective bombardment from a Stokes gun, skillfully handled by Leading Seaman Wheeler, of the 189th L.T.M. Battery.' 

Having then been advanced to Petty Officer, and added the D.C.M. to his accolades for the above cited deeds, he was wounded on 24 
April 1917 and evacuated home. 

Then in October of the same year, he joined an Officer Cadet Battalion in Ayrshire, from which he emerged as a newly commissioned 
Temporary Sub. Lieutenant in April 1918. Ordered back to France that August, where he joined Anson Battalion, Wheeler was 
detached for service in the 188th Light Trench Mortar Battery, R.N.D., in the following month, and won his third decoration for his 
good work with a Lewis gun a few days later - thereby winning the unique distinction of having won the M.C., D.C.M. and M.M. for 
services in the R.N.D. 
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Fall of Singapore 

Demobilised in June 1919, he stated that he intended to take up employment as a tea planter and, true to his word, settled in Malaya. 

A long-served member of the Federated Malay States Volunteer Force, he was awarded the Efficiency Medal in June 1938 (The F.M.S. 
Government Gazette refers), but his subsequent part in desperate struggle for Singapore in February 1942 appears to have been 
undertaken as a recently appointed 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Army Ordnance Corps ( London Gazette 31 March 1942 refers). By the 
latter date, however, he was dead, official records listing his demise as 14 February, the day before the surrender of the colony. 
Moreover, he is listed on the Singapore Civil Hospital Grave Memorial, a sure indication of a sorry end: 

'During the last hours of the battle of Singapore, wounded servicemen taken prisoner and civilians massacred by the Japanese were 
brought to the hospital in their hundreds. Many were already dead on arrival, many more succumbed later, and the number of fatalities 
was such that burial in a normal manner was impossible. Before the war an emergency water tank had been dug in the grounds of the 
hospital, and this was used as a grave. Some 300 civilians and 107 members of the the Armed Forces of the Commonwealth were 
buried in this collective grave ... A bronze panel, affixed to the memorial over the original grave, bears the inscription, 'Beneath this 
Cross lie 107 British soldiers and 300 civilians of many races, victims of man's inhumanity to man, who perished in captivity in 
February 1942. The soldiers are commemorated by name at Kranji War Cemetery.' 

The exact nature of Wheeler's end at the hands of the Japanese will probably never be known, but events at nearby Alexandra Hospital 
are worthy of mention in the current context. Sinister Twilight , by Noel Barber, takes up the story: 

'While this was happening, other Japanese troops were forcing all the patients to get out of the wards. The men who could not move 
were bayoneted. In the broiling heat, two hundred patients - together with a few R.A.M.C. personnel - were paraded in the grounds. All 
the patients were desperately ill. Some could barely hobble. Many collapsed. It made no difference. Herding them into groups of four 
or five, the Japanese roped them together with their hands behind their backs. They were then marched to the old servants 1 quarters 
behind the hospital -a building consisting of several small rooms, ranging in size from nine feet by nine to ten by twelve. Between fifty 
and seventy patients were jammed into each room. Wedged together, it was impossible for them to sit down and it took several 
minutes for some patients to get their arms above their heads and make a little more room in this modern version of the Black Hole of 
Calcutta. There they were left for the night. Water was promised but none arrived - though those nearest the open windows could 
watch the Japanese soldiers sitting down on the grass, eating tinned fruit. From time to time during the night the intolerable pressure of 
bodies wedged tightly against each other was eased in a fearful manner when the Japanese would take a small party out and lead it 
away. Those left behind could hear screams - then a Japanese soldier would return wiping blood from his bayonet. Only three men 
escaped when a shell scored a direct hit on the building, blowing off doors and windows. Though it killed several of the patients, the 
confusion did give a handful of men their only chance. Eight made a dash for it, and though five were gunned down, three men got 
away. They were the only survivors of this night of horror... ' 

Wheeler was aged 43 years, the son of Louis and Annie Wheeler, and the husband of Mary Wheeler of Aberdeen. 
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A scarce Great War M.C., M.M. group of seven awarded to Warrant Officer Class 1 F. J. Colton, Royal Scots, who was 
specially promoted for gallantry and initiative by Lord Kitchener in repulsing a Boer raiding party, 5 April 1902

'Company Sergeant Major Frederick Joseph 
Colton, Royal Scots.' 'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. After two 
of the Platoon Commanders were killed, this Warrant Officer, on his own 
initiative, went up to the front line and took command, repelling a determined 
attack by the enemy. Fie then crawled forward to a shell hole, and remained 
there for three hours sniping the enemy, who were trying to regain their own 
lines from adjacent shell holes.' 

M.M. London Gazette 11 February 1919: '7143 Coy. S.M. Colton, M.C., F. J., 
2nd Bn. (Finsbury, N.)'. 

M.I.D. Lord Kitchener's Despatch 1 June 1902. 'For gallantry and initiative in 
repulse of a Boer raiding party at Balmoral, on 5th April 1902.' 

Frederick Joseph Colton was born in 1877, the sixteenth child of a family of 
seventeen. He enlisted into the Royal Scots on 22 February 1900 and entered 
South Africa on 22 October 1900. Of the seven boys in the family, one other, the 
youngest joined the Royal Scots and five of them served in the Boer War. 

In the Boer War Frederick Colton distinguished himself in an action at Balmoral, 5 April 1902, being specially promoted to Corporal by 
Lord Kitchener for the gallantry shown. The Diary of Services of the First Battalion The Royal Scots during the Boer War records: 'There 
was a splendid little fight at Balmoral, where Jack Hindon's Commando, 200 to 300 in strength, endeavoured to capture some cattle; 
this attempt was frustrated primarily by the gallant and intelligent conduct of three men, No.8225, Dr. H. Robertson; 8255 Pte. J. 
Lockhart; and 8187 Pte. A. Blease; all of the Volunteer Service Company "Q", and secondly, by the determined initiative of Nos. 7143 
Pte. F. Colton; 6526 Pte. A. Hough; 7095 Pte. T. Williams. The first five were promoted corporals by Lord Kitchener for their gallantry. 
The G.O.C. Eastern Line telegraphed: "Very glad to hear you did so well, and that you beat the Boers off so successfully." The 
Commander-in-Chief (Lord Kitchener) wired to General Featherstonhaugh: "I should like to promote the three men Volunteer Company 
Royal Scots, who appear to have acted so well at Balmoral; tell all concerned I consider their action reflects great credit; send me their 
names.'" 

On a darker note, both he and his brother in the Royal Scots were reported to be 'dead', much to the distress of their parents. After 
service in South Africa Colton was based at the Depot and Shorncliffe, leaving the regiment after seven years to get married. 
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With the start of the Great War Colton rejoined the regiment. As a Serjeant in the 2nd Battalion he entered France on 7 September 
1914 and saw service with his battalion throughout the war. It is recorded that during this time 'he commanded a platoon in the Ypres 
Salient, had his box respirator shot to bits, his revolver hit in his jacket pocket and suffered many other adventures. He was, also, told 
by the General that he was too old for a commission, and by another, that he was too young.' 

For his great bravery and leadership in action, Company Sergeant-Major Colton was awarded the Military Cross. Later in the war, his 
further bravery in action earned him the Military Medal, possibly an unique occurrence as one would have expected the award to have 
been a clasp to his M.C. 

Surviving the rigours of the war, Acting Regimental Sergeant-Major (A.W.O. Class 1) Colton was discharged to the Reserve on 14 
February 1919. In the years following he was an active member of the Royal Scots Regimental Association and it was his proud claim 
that he was the only soldier of the 2nd Battalion Royal Scots to serve continuously for over four years in the Great War. In an echo from 
the Boer War, he was again erroneously declared dead when in hospital in 1942. In later years, as elder statesman of the Royal Scots 
Regimental Association, family members recall him being sent a staff car to take him to and from the reunions. Warrant Officer 
Frederick Joseph Colton, M.C., M.M. died in 1975 at the venerable age of 98.

William Arthur Ridewood was born in 1870. As a Quartermaster Serjeant serving in the 2nd Battalion Welsh Regiment, he entered the 
France/Flanders theatre of war on 13 August 1914. He received a commission in the Welsh Regiment on 12 December 1914 and was 
advanced to Lieutenant in May 1915 and to Captain in February 1917. Of the 33 men of the regiment who were commissioned from 
the ranks, only five attained the rank of Captain; five were awarded the M.C. and only one (Ridewood) served in the 2nd Battalion.

Douglas Stuart Gibbon was born in Swansea, Glamorgan in 1882. Serving as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Welsh Regiment, he entered the 
France/Flanders theatre of war on 4 August 191 5. Later, as a Captain serving in Salonika, he was to earn his Military Cross. An extract 
derived from the Regimental Records of the Royal Welch Fusiliers , by Major C. H. Dudley Ward, D.S.O., M.C., describes the 'raid on 
the Mitrailleuses' and Gibbon's part in it which resulted in the M.C. - 

'Towards the end of January 1917 it was suspected that the German 59th Regiment had been relieved by Bulgars, and the Commander- 

in-Chief ordered the 67th Brigade to secure prisoners and confirm the report. The task was given to our battalion. It was decided to 

Raid. The final plan was to bombard the Mitrailleuses for three days. All guns were in the required position by the 1 7th February, when 
the bombardment opened. The 18 pounder wire cutting batteries commenced their task on the 19th. The light was poor and in spite of 
good shooting, the wire proved obstinate.... On the 20th the wire was smashed and rolled into heaps so successfully, that three gaps in 
the wire were found to be sufficient for the raid. Some 100 men took part in the raid, which was under the command of Captain J.W. 
McKill. These were divided into two search parties, under Captain D. S. Gibbon and Lieutenant J. L. W. Craig, four blocking parties, 
and a left flank guard. The 8th South Wales Borderers provided a right flank guard. Captain McKill continues: the raiding party started 
at 9 p.m. The enemy were apparently nervous-they sent up Verey lights and their searchlights played over "No Man's Land". The 
raiding party reached the Bangor ravine. I got a green Verey light from Lieutenant Goulder and we fired off the arranged signal together. 
The artillery reply to our signal was very smart the first shells being over us before the Verey light went out. Under the artillery fire we 
crawled up to the wire and got through the opening of both belts of wire; the gap appeared to be about 12 yards wide. On our right 
was a huge mass of tangled wire about 12 feet high. We lay down in the opening until our guns lifted off the front-line trench, then we 
immediately rushed into the trench; it was at once seen to be well filled with men, in fact to contain a strong garrison. Our men were at 
hand grips with them at once; some, refusing to surrender, were bayoneted, others were seized and hauled out by the raiding parties. 

As soon as the prisoners were well clear of the wire, I blew the signal to retire. The prisoners were secured in under five minutes. 

From my observation of the party with me I remarked specially Captain D. S. Gibbon, Lieutenant Farrant and Lieutenant Goulder R.F. 
A.Our total casualties were 3 officers and 16 other ranks wounded. The prisoners were all of the German 59th Regiment.'

William Hamilton Sterling Alston was born on 20 September 1889. He was gazetted to the Rifle Brigade on 13 January 1913, and 
served in France with the 4th Battalion. He was serving as Battalion Machine-Gun Officer when he was wounded in action at Hooge 
Wood on 10 May 1915, during the 2nd battle of Ypres. He was A.D.C. to the Divisional Commander of 9 Division B.E.F. from 8 
September to 22 October 1915, and afterwards held a variety of staff appointments. He was promoted Brevet-Major on 3 June 1919, 
and became a substantive Major in May 1930. He passed through the Staff College after the war and was a G.S.O.2 at the War Office 
in 1922, Assistant Military Attache at Washington, 1925, and again at the War Office in 1930 until he retired in 1931. He died in 
London on 12 September 1950.

Richard Neville Kenward Jones was born in July 1895, the son of a Master Draper who owned a large store in Chester's "Rows". 
Educated at St. Bee's in Cumbria, young Richard was commissioned into the Army Service Corps direct from the school's O.T.C. in 
September 1914, in which capacity he went out to France in the following year. 

Transferring to the Royal Flying Corps, he was appointed a Flying Officer (Observer) in July 1916, and posted to No. 60 Squadron in 
France. Shortly after his arrival, however, the unit changed aircraft type and its Observers became redundant - but not before he had 
survived a crash on take-off in a Morane Biplane at St. Andre. 
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Next posted to No. 3 Squadron, operating out of La Houssoye in Morane Parasols, he no doubt made the acquaintance of fellow 
squadron members Cecil Lewis of Sagittarius Rising fame, and Charles Portal, the future Air Chief Marshal, and quickly made a name 
for himself as an Observer on photographic reconnaissance patrols, teaming-up with another distinguished pilot, namely 2nd 
Lieutenant Elmer Roberts, who ended the War with the D.F.C., M.C. and D.C.M. In fact in the period mid-August to mid-November 
1916, he flew 46 operational sorties with Roberts, a period that witnessed Jones taking to his gun to drive off enemy aircraft on a least a 
dozen occasions. 

One of these latter actions appeared in R.F.C. Communique No. 56: 

'1 October 1916: 2nd Lieutenant Roberts and Lieutenant Jones, No. 3 Squadron, when taking photographs, were attacked by seven 
Rolands. The attack was driven off with the assistance of two F.Es who joined the fight. One of the Rolands, apparently hit by fire from 
one of the F.Es, fell in a nose dive and crashed.' 

With Roberts' loss in action while Jones was on leave, he went on to complete many more operational patrols, one of them, flown 3 
May 1917, with Lieutenant Barrington as his pilot, ending with their Morane being hit by shell and rifle fire - the fuselage broke in two 
on landing. Having emerged from that wreckage, Jones sustained cuts and bruises to his nose and an eye following another crash¬ 
landing two days later. 

He was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 15 May 1917 refers), and recommended for a decoration by the Officer 
Commanding 15th Wing R.F.C. in the following terms: 

'I very strongly recommend this officer for a decoration. On coming to this Squadron I was impressed with the importance of improving 
the photography, which I was told was in no way satisfactory. For the past three or four months the Squadron has continually been 
complimented from numerous sources on its photographic work. The satisfactory results are almost entirely due to the efforts of 
Lieutenant Jones. He has taken photographs under great difficulties at times, and the attached gives a short history of the difficulties 
placed in his way by hostile aircraft. I think there are few who could be more deserving of a reward. His Pilot Lieutenant E.P. Roberts 
was brought down by hostile aircraft while Lieutenant Jones was on leave and sustained permanent injuries. He brought down one 
hostile aircraft this side of the line before his controls were shot away. He, Lieutenant Roberts, was recently awarded the M.C.' 

Awarded the M.C., and rested as an instructor at No.5 School of Military Aeronautics at the completion of his tour, Jones returned to an 
operational footing in April 1918, when he joined No. 16 Squadron, an R.E. 8 unit, back out in France. Owing, however, to wounds 
received on patrol a few days later - burns to his hands - he was evacuated to England. 

Rejoining No. 16 Squadron in mid-June 1918, he survived another four months of operational flying, up until being wounded on 18 
October, when his R.E. 8 was hit by machine-gun fire from the ground - he was evacuated to the U.K. with a fractured right arm and 
saw no further action 

Demobilised in February 1919, Jones returned home to the family business in Chester, married Nasli Mary, and resided at "The Nook", 
Quarry Lane, Kelsall, Cheshire. With the threat of hostilities looming, however, he enlisted as a Gunner in No. 290 Anti-Aircraft 
Battery, Royal Artillery (T.A.), in April 1939, and was duly mobilised that September. Advanced to Sergeant, he served as a No.1 on a 
Heavy Anti-Aircraft Battery throughout the Blitz on Liverpool, and was appointed to a commission on the Emergency Reserve in early 
1941, following which he remained employed n A.A. duties up until his sudden death at Moston Hall Military Hospital in April 1942. 

Described by his then C.O. as the epitome of Chaucer's 'verray parfit gentil knight', who was worshipped by his young Gunners for his 
fearlessness and sense of humour, he was buried at Helsington; sold with a extensive file of research, including copied extracts from the 
recipient's flying log book, combat reports, and his service record.

Richard Hugh McGillycuddy was born on 15 September 1884, the younger son of Denis Charles, The McGillycuddy of the Reeks. He 
was educated at Fettes College, Edinburgh and was a student at University College, London in the Faculty of Medical Sciences, 1901 
-07, transferring to University College Hospital and taking his M.R.C.S. and L.R.C.P. in 1911. He was appointed District Medical 
Officer for the Borough of St. Pancras and was in practice in West London until the outbreak of war. On 4 July 1915 he was gazetted a 
Lieutenant in the R.A.M.C. and was attached to the 9th Battalion K.O.Y.L.I. with which he went to France. As such he took part in the 
battle of Loos in September 1915 and served with the battalion until the Spring of 1916 when he was invalided home, having been 
awarded the M.C. in January 1916. He was promoted to Captain in July 1916 and Major in 191 7. Later he served as Adjutant on the H. 
M.N.T. Aquitania and was in medical charge of H.M.N.T's. Aberdonian and Formosa. He died of pneumonia whilst at sea on 20 
October 1918.

Francis Herbert Donald Henwood was born in Reading, Berkshire, in September 
1896, and originally enlisted as a Trooper in the Berkshire Yeomanry in February 
1913. Embarked for Egypt as a Lance-Corporal in April 1915, he remained 
actively employed in that theatre of war until transferring to the Royal Flying 
Corps in March 191 7. 

Qualifying as a pilot, he was commissioned and posted to No. 17 Squadron on 
the Salonika front later in the same year, where he flew a number of sorties in co¬ 
operation with No. 47 Squadron, and claimed a brace of victories, actions that 
receive due mention in Over the Balkans and South Russia , 47 Squadron , R.A.F., 
by H. A. "Ira" Jones; so, too, in the wartime records of No. 1 7 Squadron: 

'One of our machines, with 2nd Lieutenant J. C. Nelson as pilot, and Lieutenant 
A. J. Pick, as Observer, escorted by 2nd Lieutenant Henwood in a B.E. 12, went 
out at 1500 hours [on 28 November 1917] to locate and photograph the enemy 
aircraft which had been brought down earlier in the day. They were attacked by 
three enemy scouts when over Stojakovo. Both machines fired all their 
ammunition at close range and 2nd Lieutenant Henwood observed one of the 
enemy aircraft crash into the hills north of Bogdanci.' 


The same source states of Henwood's second claim on 10 December 191 7: 


'The same day 2nd Lieutenant Henwood, while patrolling over Doiran in a de Havilland Scout, observed an enemy machine above 
him. He fired about 100 rounds with the Lewis gun and then lost sight of the enemy aircraft for a few minutes, but when last seen it was 
going down to the west of Nikolic, apparently out of control. An A.A. section subsequently reported they had seen an enemy aircraft 
crash at Nikolic, just in the enemy lines.' 

Henwood was also among those pilots ordered to support the R.N.A.S. in attempting to sink the enemy cruiser Goeben in January 1918 
- between the 26th-28th she was subjected to constant air attacks, the R.F.C. plots facing heavy anti-aircraft fire on each occasion and, 
although some 270 flights were made, and 15 tons of bombs dropped, the Goeben made good her escape to Constantinople. 

Henwood was awarded the D.F.C., which distinction he received at a Buckingham Palace investiture on his return to the U.K. 

Remaining in the Royal Air Force after the Great War, he joined the Engineering Branch in the mid-1920s and served in Iraq in 1930 
-32 and was advanced to Squadron Leader in January 1937. 

Following the renewal of hostilities, he gained further advancement to Wing Commander in March 1940, and served on the Personnel 
Staff of No. 23 Group, in which capacity he was recommended for an O.B.E. in the following year, a distinction that, alas, was not 
approved. Having then served for three years in No. 4 (Bomber) Group at Heslington Hall, with administrative responsibilities for 11 
squadrons based at nine airfields in the York area, he was placed on the Retired List as a Group Captain in October 1946. 

"Happy" Henwood, who was Vice-Chairman of the Territorial and Auxiliary Forces Association, East Riding, Yorkshire, later settled in 
Chichester, Sussex, where he died in May 1974.

'Only those with an adventurous turn of mind would have wished to be on that flight. With extra tankage the Otter had 
a range, in still air; of 1,600 miles. From South Ice to Scott Base on the Ross Sea was 1,450 miles. It is true that a landing 
at the Pole would have been possible - if the weather was suitable - but once past there the outlook would have been 
bleak if a forced landing was necessary ... the experience, to put it mildly, would have been unpleasant/ 

Polar Flight, by Basil Clarke, refers. 

As they circled the base, more American aircraft - Dakotas and Otters - came up to meet them and described exuberant 
circuits of welcome. The Otter went down, with the two American planes flying slightly ahead on either side to guide it 
in. Then, almost from ground level, whilst it triumphantly touched down, the escorting aircraft roared upwards to join 
their compatriots in the air - much to the chagrin of all the enthusiastic photographers now borne out of range! 

After a flight of exactly eleven hours and 1,430 statute miles, our little single-engined aircraft had made it. As the party 
clambered stiffly out they were engulfed by a friendly crowd of Americans and New Zealanders, for everyone in 
McMurdo Sound was there to greet them. Ed Hillary, who had himself only just flown back from the Pole, led the 
congratulations, and there was a special welcome from john Claydon and Bill Cranfield, the two New Zealand pilots, 
who could perhaps best appreciate the problems of their flight. ' 

Sir Vivian Fuchs' describes the triumphant arrival of Squadron Leader John Lewis 
after his record breaking trans-Antarctic flight in January 1958 {Antarctic Adventure refers).

John Harding Lewis, who was born in May 1922, was educated at Warwick 
School, and enlisted in the Royal Air Force as an Aircrafthand in February 1940. 

Night fighter - the Battle of Britain and beyond 

Qualifying as an Observer on 1 October 1940, following an appointment in No. 
604 Squadron at Middle Wallop, he was advanced to Sergeant and posted to No. 
25 Squadron, a Blenheim unit operating out of Martlesham Heath, on the same 
date, with whom he flew two sorties before the end of the Battle of Britain. 
Shortly thereafter, the Squadron was re-equipped with Beaufighters, and Lewis 
completed several more sorties before the year's end. 

Having then teamed up with a New Zealander, Pilot Officer Michael Herrick, D. 
F.C., in the new year, he flew another 30 or so sorties in the period leading up to 
August 1941, among them a combat with a Ju. 88 on the night of 7-8 April 1941, 
the latter being claimed as damaged, and another inconclusive dogfight with an 
He. Ill on the night of 1 7 May. He was commissioned as a Pilot Officer. 
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Lewis emerges triumphant from the cockpit after his record breaking flight 


Herrick having moved to pastures new, Lewis himself was posted to No. 1451 Flight at Hunsdon in November 1941, where he teamed 
up with Squadron Leader Watson and flew numerous searchlight co-operation missions in American Havocs, an unenvious experience 
even though the arrival of this night fighter variant of the Boston had originally been greeted with some optimism. However, as 
described by Peter Townsend in Duel in the Dark, it did not live up to expectations, the replacement of the nose compartment with 
heavy radar equipment and a dozen machine-guns causing the aircraft to be slow and tricky to handle, while the later Turbinlite 
version with a searchlight fitted in place of the nose compartment made an excellent target for enemy gunners. Moreover, as Townsend 
wrote: The tips of the propeller blades whirled round within a few inches of the pilot's ears. Climbing into an aeroplane cockpit was 
one thing; getting out - in a hurry - was quite another problem. I did not fancy the prospect of baling out of a Havoc.' 

One imagines, therefore, it was with some relief that Lewis discovered he was to be posted to No. 255 Squadron - a Beaufighter unit - 
in April 1942, where he teamed up with Squadron Leader Eliot, following which the unit was ordered to North Africa. Here, then, the 
commencement of further operational flying, particularly in January 1943, when Eliot and Lewis completed a flurry of night and dawn 
patrols - including the pursuit of two enemy aircraft in the Bone area on the 9th, a pursuit curtailed by heavy flak ('Very close' 
according to Lewis' flying log book). 

Ordered home in July 1943, he attended a Navigation Leader's Course and made a successful application for pilot training. Duly 
qualifying out in Canada, and having gained advancement to Flight Lieutenant, he returned to the U.K. in March 1945 and served as an 
Instructor. 

Active service in Palestine - A.F.C. 

Granted a permanent commission after the War, Lewis joined Transport Command, in which capacity he led the Levant 
Communications Flight in Palestine up until the evacuation in 1948, a period in which he flew many V.I.Ps, among them King 
Abdullah of Jordan and Glubb Pasha. 

Having then served as a Flying Instructor at Cranwell, he was seconded to the Falkland Islands Government in 1949, where he helped 
set up the Government Air Service - and and met Vivian Fuchs for the first time, the latter being on the strength of the Islands' 
Dependencies Survey. 

Advanced to Squadron Leader, he was awarded the A.F.C. for his services as a Squadron Commander at the Central Flying School at 
Cranwell in 1951-54, and was serving at the M.O.D. when selected to lead the R.A.F. party accompanying the Commonwealth Trans- 
Antarctic Expedition under Fuchs and his deputy Sir Edmund Hillary. 

Polar Pilot 

As the expedition's senior pilot, Lewis was responsible for the purchase of suitable aircraft and spares from Canada and New Zealand, 
and the selection of the final Air Support Party prior to accompanying the advance party of eight men to Shackleton Base in the Theron 
in November 1955. 

And soon after Fuchs departed in the Theron, the forward party were given a harsh introduction reminder to the dangers of life in 
Antarctica. Noel Barber, a journalist who accompanied the expedition, takes up the story in White Desert : 

'When Fuchs sailed away, what a moment that must have been for the eight men against the ice! They set about building a temporary 
shelter by reassembling the crate of a Sno-Cat as their living room, while using four double-skinned tents for sleeping, two to a tent. 
Once the Sno-Cat room was up, the party started to erect the wall sections of their main hut. Then another blizzard struck this 
featureless extremity of the Weddell Sea ice shelf. The main hut or what was built of it vanished overnight under drifts of snow twenty 
feet deep. The Sno-Cat hut miraculously withstood the tempest, but then, as the men came out of their tents to see what they could 
save from the ruins, the sea ice broke up, and in one despairing moment the eight men saw almost all their stores carried away to sea. 
All their coal, almost all their paraffin for heating, two huts, a tractor all vanished to sea. The eight men with winter already upon them 
were left with food, four tents, and the crate twenty feet by eight feet and seven feet high. 

There was nothing that anybody could do for them, no hope of reaching them until the following November. The walls and the ceiling 
of the crate were covered with frost, the ventilators were blocked, and sometimes the air inside was so heavy with carbon dioxide that 
the men could not even light matches. They suffered from violent headaches and vomiting. The thermometer went down to minus 64 
degrees, and the wind up to 75 knots. Blaildock estimated that the eight men shovelled more than 120 tons of snow by hand out of the 
one building they were able slowly to erect in these primitive conditions.' 
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Lewis lays on some musical entertainment - certain sources state he was wearing his bowler hat at the 

time of his record polar flight 


Returning to the U.K. to make final arrangements for his part in the expedition in March 1956, Lewis was re-embarked for Shackleton 
Base in the Magga Dan in November 1956 and, after wintering at the base, lent valuable services in running the air survey, in addition 
to acting in close support of the expedition party on the ice in November 1957-March 1958, a period encompassing his trail-blazing 
single-engined aircraft crossing of the continent in January 1958. First, however, from Noel Barber's White Desert , a glimpse of the 
perilous nature of flying in such climes: 

'As Dufek wrote in his book Operation Deep Freeze , the ice-covered continent of Antarctica has the worst flying weather in the world. 
Its dangers are obvious as obvious as the dangers of children crossing the street. There are always dangers in flying, but if you develop 
engine trouble in a big modern aircraft, you have three more motors to carry you along, you have alternative airfields for emergency 
landings, you have, above all, radio communication and modem aids like radar and weather data. Almost all this is lacking in polar 
flights and, above all, most of the aircraft are old ... And once aloft there was always the possibility (as I was to see for myself more than 
once) that both the point of departure and arrival would be completely hidden by whiteouts. 

This question of Antarctic weather is the one factor which is most difficult to explain to people who cannot imagine its sudden bursts of 
savagery, nor its effect on machines (more than men) when the temperature is lower than minus fifty degrees.' 

And furthermore: 

'Already two Globemasters and two helicopters had crashed. So had an Otter, while the ancient Dakotas were being forced down on 
the ice regularly. In my three months in Antarctica, I was four times involved in forced landings, though luckily with no dire results. 
Almost always it was the weather that let us down, switching at a moments notice from the meteorological forecast into storm.' 

Notwithstanding such obvious dangers, and as described in White Desert, it was Lewis' aerial reconnaissance that assisted Fuch's in 
selecting his final route, a fuel depot having been established for him at South Ice Base. And the value of his presence was never more 
felt when two scientists became stranded in appalling weather in the same vicinity. White Desert takes up the story: 

'A hut was established at South Ice, and it was decided to leave three men there to occupy it for the Antarctic winter. Here again near¬ 
disaster almost overtook the expedition before it had really started. Two of the men wintering at South Ice, Blaiklock and Stephenson, 
were lost for twelve days in a blizzard while doing scientific work in temperatures down to minus 52 degrees, near South Ice. For 
eleven days the weather was so bad that no flying was possible, but on the twelfth Fuchs flew out in a high wind with Lewis and, ten 
miles from South Ice, in a sudden miraculous break in the blizzard, discovered the two men. The plane managed to land near the men 
and picked them up. They were suffering from frostbite, and their rations had almost gone. The Otter plane flew on to South Ice and 
landed, according to Dr. Fuchs, 'in high drift, visibility of 66 yards, surface invisible'. Fuchs flew back to Shackleton and the three 
scientists were left at South Ice until October, while Fuchs and his colleagues at Shackleton prepared for the winter, overhauling gear, 
sledges, and vehicles for the following Antarctic summer.' 

Record flight - first attempt 

White Desert continues: 

'As Hillary moved forward [to the South Pole], another drama was being enacted, one which, because of the more dramatic dash by 
Hillary, never really received the public praise which was its due. This was the flight from South Ice to Scott Base by Squadron Leader 
John Lewis, in a single-engined Otter aircraft, a remarkable achievement. 

The Otter, with Lewis as its top-hatted [actually bowler hatted] pilot, was Fuchs support plane at South Ice, and once Fuchs was past 
South Ice, and safely on the way to the Pole, there was no point in leaving this light plane behind. It was agreed, therefore, that Lewis 
should try to make Scott Base. This was a great flight, for the Otter was not heavily enough powered to land at the Pole altitude and 
ever hope to take off again. John Lewis had to go the whole way alone in steadily worsening weather as the winter approached. 

On December 30 [1957], as Hillary reported his latest position, with the added information, 'The weather is still fine but the cloud is 
increasing and temperatures are much colder', John Lewis called us up. With Fuchs now between South Ice and the Pole, he felt he 
could fly on. His radio could not possibly call Scott Base, so we laid on a meteorological report for him that covered him from the Pole 
to Scott. The weather at the Pole was fair, not perfect as I saw it so often, but good enough for flying. Lewis would not land, but he 
would fly overhead and we would talk to him on the radio. 
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This historic flight doomed to failure on the first attempt started at half past ten in the morning (coming from the other side of 
Antarctica, Lewis was flying in daytime, and so would have the same benefits from the sun as Hillary had by moving at night). At first 
all went well. The tiny aircraft made excellent progress on his flight of 1,280 air miles from South Ice to Scott; while two Otter aircraft 
attached to McMurdo planned to go out and meet him on the Ross Ice Shelf and escort him to base. But by one o'clock, he was in 
serious trouble. By 2 p.m., when he should have passed the Pole, the aircraft was building up rim ice in thick cloud which was 
unbroken to 15,000 feet. The machine began to lose height. Pitifully, everywhere else along his track the weather was fine, with only 
scattered cloud and no turbulence or ice, and fine weather down the Beardmore to the Ross Ice Shelf. But suddenly the capricious 
weather at the South Pole had closed in, and the Otter could not make the added height to get above the clouds heavy with ice. At 2 p. 
m. John Lewis decided to turn back to South Ice. He landed there at half past five in the evening. 

This had an unforeseen consequence, one that utterly bewildered Admiral Dufek and his senior officers, so used to the careful 
preparations and abundant supplies with which all American sorties were planned. By making this abortive flight, Lewis had used up 
seven hours' worth of aviation fuel. When he returned to South Ice, he then discovered he didn't have enough fuel at the Depot to 
make a fresh attempt at the flight. There was extra fuel at Shackleton, but Lewis could not fly to Shackleton to fetch it, because the load 
would be so heavy. He would have had to make several trips merely to build up sufficient stock at South Ice to try again. It seemed 
crazy, as Dufek said, to leave such a small store of fuel at South Ice. However, the Americans helped, and willingly agreed to ferry 
some fuel and drop it at South Ice for Lewis, who was to make the attempt, this time successfully, later on.' 

Record Flight - second A.F.C. 

White Desert continues: 

'During the unfortunate differences of opinion [between Fuchs and Hillary], there was one bright spot, for John Lewis, of the R.A.F., 
finally managed to get his Otter plane to Scott Base. He had, as I have recounted, tried once before but had been forced to return to 
South Ice owing to bad weather. Now he achieved his ambition, a remarkable one, unhappily almost unnoticed during the flurry of 
undiplomatic exchanges between the better-known characters of the expedition. It was the first single-engined aircraft to cross the 
Antarctic continent. 

While John was waiting at South Ice in bad weather for the Americans to fly in fuel, there was one small hut almost covered with snow. 
He and his crew of three, Flight Lieutenant Gordon Haslop, a New Zealander, and Sergeants Peter Weston and Ellis Williams of Britain, 
had to live in the hut for a week. The gasoline arrived. The Americans flew in five loads of fuel from Ellsworth Base in a Dakota. Then 
Lewis had to sit out the same whiteouts that were slowing up Bunny Fuchs on the trail. 

On January 6, the weather cleared, and at 11.52 a.m. the party of four set off from South Ice. Two hours later, they dipped their wings 
over Dr. Fuchs, on the trail below. They saw the South Pole Station, though ice crystals formed a bad haze at 4.28 p.m., and flew 
directly over the station. This time the weather was good all the way. Lewis told me that though there was cloud over the Pole plateau, 
he was always able to get above it, and the leg down the Beardmore Glacier was made in wonderful weather, with the winds helping 
the tiny single-engined aircraft all the way home. He landed at Scott Base at 10.49 p.m. in vivid sunlight, having taken 10 hours 57 
minutes for the 1,250 miles air distance from South Ice. His remarkable flight received almost no public acclaim, but as The Times said, 
'It was a brave journey; and it stands among the many brave journeys which now interlace Antarctica'.' 

He was awarded the A.F.C. and Polar Medal, the latter distinction being presented to him at the same investiture at which Vivian Fuchs 
received his knighthood. 

The latter days 

Advanced to Wing Commander in January 1960, he was appointed to the command of No. 511 Squadron in the following year, a long- 
range Transport Command unit, in which capacity he undertook another notable polar flight in a Britannia September 1962 - in a 
period of 36 hours, his aircraft passed over the North Pole twice. Having been promoted to Group Captain, he served as a Senior 
Personnel Officer in the Far East in 1965-66 and his final appointment, prior to being placed on the Retired List in 1972, was as Deputy 
Chief of the British Commanders-in-Chief Mission to the C.-in-C. Russian Forces in East Germany. 

Lewis, who afterwards worked for British Aerospace and 'enriched so many lives by his sense of humour, sensitivity, mischief, love of 
nature and of life itself', died in February 1990.

D.C.M. General Order 6 / (India) of 1885. 

The original recommendation - signed and approved by the Queen - states: 

That a Silver Medal for Distinguished Conduct in the Field be granted, without Annuity or Gratuity, to each of the undermentioned 
Soldiers, in recognition of their gallant conduct on the 29th December last, in laying, under fire, charges of Dynamite against the 
doorway of a Temple at Trikallur, East Indies, in which a band of Moplah fanatics had taken post: 

Private Thomas Rolph, 2nd Battalion, The Royal Fusiliers (City of London Regiment), late 2/7th Foot 
Private Lewis Bessett, 1st Battalion, The Oxfordshire Light Infantry, late 43rd Foot.' 

A more detailed account of the above events is to be found in the history of the 7th or Royal Regiment of Fusiliers: 

'Shortly after Captain Heron-Maxwell's 'B' Company arrived at Calicut, the troops were called out against the Moplahs, a troublesome 
and fanatic tribe of Mahommedans on the Malabar coast. After serious riots at Malliapuram, the Moplahs fled to the hills, and took 
refuge in an old temple at Trekkular, which they loopholed. On the 29 December [1884], a party of Native police, supported by 50 
men of 'B' Company, 2nd Royal Fusiliers, under Captain Heron-Maxwell, were sent against the Moplahs, who at once opened fire. It 
was necessary to blow in the doorway of the temple with dynamite and, while fixing the bursting charge, Private Miles, of 'B' 
Company, was shot dead. Private Ralph (sic), also of 'B' Company, at once took his place, and succeeded in laying the charges. The 
doors were blown open; whereupon the Moplahs rushing out were met with a volley, and killed or wounded almost to a man. The 
district was disarmed, as far as the Moplah tribe was concerned, and about 8,000 guns and rifles, and 5,000 spears and swords were 
brought in. For his gallantry on this occasion, Private Ralph (sic) was promoted to Lance-Corporal and awarded the Medal for 
Distinguished Conduct in the Field. 

The following letter was received by Captain Heron-Maxwell from Sir Frederick Roberts's Military Secretary, Lieutenant-Colonel Pole 
Carew, dated Commander-in-Chief's Office, Headquarters, Madras, 8 January 1885: 

'Dear Captain Heron-Maxwell - The Chief desires me to send you his hearty congratulations on the behaviour of the officers and men 
of the 7th Royal Fusiliers in the little affair at Trekkular the other day. His Excellency particularly requests me to notify his approval of 
the very cool and gallant manner in which Private Ralph of your Battalion advanced and fixed a bursting charge after Private Miles was 
shot dead by his side. Perhaps you would kindly convey the substance of this letter to the mend under your command.' 

The Times later reported that nine Moplahs were killed and another wounded, while Lieutenant Day and a Private of the Oxfordshire 
Light Infantry were wounded, in addition to the loss of Private Miles of the Fusiliers. 


Thomas Rolph, who was born Morton in the Marsh, Gloucestershire, circa 1865, first appears in regimental musters on his arrival in 
India from England in November 1882. Following his D.C.M.-winning exploits, he was employed at Wellington Sanatorium and 
Cantonment in Madras Presidency, and was advanced to Corporal in February 1888. No further mention of him appears in the musters 
after this date, but he is known to have found employment as a labourer on leaving the Army, and was residing with his wife, two step 
sons and three daughters, at Clayton Buildings, Lambeth, in 1901. Ten years later, according to the relevant Census, he was residing in 
Spencer Street, Southall, and was employed as General Dealer, while his wife worked as a Certified Midwife. Rolph died at Brentford, 
Middlesex, in September 1934.

William George Jefferies was born at St John, Newfoundland, and joined the Royal Artillery as a Boy on 6 April 1881. He became 
Sergeant in 1889, and Battery Sergeant-Major in 1898, receiving his L.S. & G.C. medal the following year. He served in South Africa 
with the 38th Battery R.F.A. from November 1899 to September 1901. During this period the 38th Battery 'saw some fighting in Orange 
River Colony in April 1900. Had stiff work near Lindley. On 3rd July Major Oldfield and Lieutenant Belcher were killed and Captain 
Fitzgerald wounded. Two sections narrowly escaped capture. In Lord Roberts' telegram of 10th July 1900, referring to the taking of 
Bethlehem, he said, "Paget reports that but for the accurate practice by the 38th Battery R.F.A. and the City Imperial Volunteer Battery 
under Major McMicking the casualties would have been many more." The 38th went with Paget to the Transvaal, and a portion of the 
battery did good work at the taking of Erasmus' Camp, September 1900, also at Rhenoster Kop 29th November... Early in 1901 the 
battery was with Babbington in the Western Transvaal, and afterwards a section was with the Kimberley column, and one section with 
Rawlinson in the South-West Transvaal/ ( British Regiments in South Africa 1899-1902 , J. Stirling, refers). 

Trooper Jefferies died of enteric fever at Norvalspont on 19 September 1901.

Frederick Makey was born in Wakefield, West Yorkshire, the son of William Joseph Makey. He served with the R.G.A. in both the Boer 
and China Wars. In the Great War he entered Egypt on 29 December 1915. His bravery and leadership in action whilst serving with the 
66th Siege Battery R.G.A. earned him the D.C.M. He was killed in action, France/Flanders, on 4 October 191 7, aged 39 years, and was 
buried in the White House Cemetery, St. Jean-les-Ypres. He was the husband of Dorothy Mabel Makey, of 4 Privett Road, Gosport, 
Hampshire.

They took three prisoners in the standing 
corn and three more in a shelter, and, working through the corn, were able to attack from the rear an enemy machine gun and team, 
whom they also captured. Returning through the stacks of reaped corn, they secured another light machine gun and two prisoners. Pte. 
Taylor worked most energetically and courageously in co-operation with his platoon serjeant, and by their enterprising and determined 
action they crushed what might have become a serious local counter-attack. 

Albert A. Taylor came from Birmingham. Serving with the Durham Light Infantry he entered France on 29 June 1915. With the 18th

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. When one of the officers of his company was reported to be missing, he immediately 
went out with a small patrol to search for him, penetrating through the enemy's positions and searching the ground in the rear of them. 
The next morning he followed up the attack of another battalion, and continued his search beyond the positions taken up by the 
attacking battalion, going close up to the enemy's line in daylight. On a subsequent occasion when his company were subjected to a 
bombardment of unusual intensity, he took command of his platoon when all the other N.C.O.'s had become casualties. He rescued 
three men who had been buried by a shell explosion, and he set a very fine example of courage and energy, going about regardless of 
danger, organising and encouraging the men.' 

The 1 /6th Battalion West Riding Regiment (T.F.) was formed in Skipton in Craven in August 1914 and entered the France/Flanders 
theatre of war in the Spring of 191 5. Herbert Conroy, from Bradford, West Yorkshire, joined the battalion in France some time after this, 
being entitled to the British War and Victory Medal pair. Serving with "D" Company, Corporal-Lance-Serjeant Conroy earned the D.C. 
M. for his gallantry and dedication in action near Kemmel during the Spring of 1918.

'For great gallantry and devotion to duty. When F1.M.S. Hastings was attacked by enemy aircraft with machine-gun fire, Able Seaman 
Wright, the Director Trainer, was dangerously wounded. Though in great pain he kept his courage and carried on with his duties until 
the cease-fire, when he could hold out no longer. Even then his cheerfulness did not fail/ 

The original recommendation states: 

'When H.M.S. Hastings was attacked by enemy aircraft with machine-gun fire on 1 March [1941], Able Seaman Wright, the Director 
Trainer, was dangerously wounded in the stomach. Although in great pain, this rating showed great courage and devotion to duty in 
immediately resuming and carrying out his duty until the cease fire was ordered, when he collapsed. This action and his subsequent 
unfailing cheerfulness set a very high example. Able Seaman Wright is at present in the R.N. Hospital Port Edgar, where his condition is 
serious.' 

George Henry Wright was, as stated, serving aboard the sloop H.M.S. Hastings, under Lieutenant-Commander Arthur Alison, R.N., at 
the time of the above related action. 

His ship had been employed in the Persian Gulf and Red Sea prior to returning to home waters in 1937 and, on the outbreak of 
hostilities in September 1939, was assigned to Rosyth for convoy defence work in the North Sea and in waters off the East Coast, in 
which capacity, in late November of that year, she picked up 37 survivors from the S.S. Ionian which had been mined off the Newarp 
Lighthouse. 

Of events off Rosyth on 1 March 1941, Lieutenant-Commander Alison stated in his official report that the attacks comprised 'three 
machine-gun attacks from about 50 feet and one low-level bombing attack', in response to which Hastings fired '18 rounds of 4-inch 
controlled fire, a short burst from the 0.5 machine-gun until it would not bear, and the port Lewis gun from the signal bridge'. Of the 
enemy's fire, three machine-gun bullets found their mark, one of them seriously wounding Wright, while one of Hastings' 4-inch 
patterns was seen to burst close to the aircraft and additional fire from her Lewis gun at 600 yards probably caused damage; so, too, 
rounds from the 0.5 gun before it ceased to bear at 1000 yards range; sold with a file of research.

'Staff Sergeant O'Donnell was employed as an Improvised Explosive Device Disposal operator in Southern Iraq. He was tasked to 
thirty incidents, including ten explosions, which resulted in five deaths. He also personally rendered safe five devices and was 
involved in the high-risk recovery of the crashed Lynx helicopter in Basra City on 11 May 2006. 

On 23 May 2006, he rendered safe in the shortest time possible a rocket and firing system, thereby reducing the danger to the four- 
thousand personnel accommodated in Basra Air Station. 

On 9 June 2006, he was called to meet an Iraqi Army team who had rendered safe a device discovered on a main supply route to the 
west of Basra City. On 10 June 2006, he was re-tasked to a suspect device located on another main supply route. He deployed to the 
scene and elected to render safe the device with his remote vehicle which overheated and shut down. His second remote vehicle did 
likewise. He was then faced with the prospect of making a manual approach to a live radio-controlled improvised explosive device. In 
an act of calculated bravery, in the full knowledge that it could lead to instant death, he approached the device and placed a disruptive 
weapon next to it. Unfortunately the weapon failed to operate for reasons beyond his control and he was forced to make a second 
approach into the killing zone to place a second weapon. This time the weapon worked as planned and the device was subsequently 
rendered safe with the maximum recovery of forensic evidence.'

'Warrant Officer Class 2 O'Donnell deployed in Afghanistan as part of the Joint Force Explosive Ordnance Disposal (EOD) Group. 

On 10 May 2008 he was deployed in support of the Danish Battlegroup in the Upper Gereshk Valley. Before Danish tanks could move 
into a key fire support position O'Donnell was tasked to clear the position of Improvised Explosive Devices (lED's). Having found and 
cleared one, O'Donnell sensed that there may be more. Over the next nine hours he found seven lEDs all of which he neutralised. 

On 23 July 2008 a large logistics convoy was on a deliberate move carrying critical stores to a Forward Operating Base. When the EOD 
operator supporting the convoy collapsed due to exhaustion, O'Donnell was immediately flown out to replace him. The convoy was 
stationary and vulnerable. Without hesitation O'Donnell deployed to the scene of an IED on the route and rendered it safe. Over the 
next 24 hours, under increasing pressure and immense fatigue, he rendered safe a total of eleven lEDs. 

His calm and pragmatic approach to the task in hand has belied the immense personal danger he repeatedly placed himself in. During 
this period O'Donnell has disposed of over fifty lEDs. Tragically on Wed 10 Sep 08 he was killed while defusing an IED.' 

The following is extracted from Warrant Officer Gary O'Donnell's obituary published in The Independent on 6 March 2009: 

'Bigger than life. Brave as a lion,' was the way Warrant Officer Gary O'Donnell was described yesterday. It was a truly fitting tribute to 
a man who often roared with laughter and sported an unkempt mane on operations in Afghanistan. 

One of the country's most experienced and talented bomb disposal specialists, WO O'Donnell - Gaz to his friends - will be 
remembered by those who knew him as much for his unfailing sense of humour as his humbling courage and it was the latter that was 
honoured as he became the first soldier in living memory to be awarded the George Medal twice for military operations. This second 
time, however, the award was handed out posthumously. 

On 10 September 2008, just nine weeks after the birth of his son Ben, the 40-year-old was attempting to tackle a roadside bomb near 
Musa Qala, Helmand, when it exploded, killing an extraordinary and remarkably charismatic man. 

Lieutenant General Sir Graeme Lamb commander of the field army, announced that WO O'Donnell had been awarded a bar to the 
George Medal he had won for his work in Iraq for "repeated and sustained acts of immense bravery" in Afghanistan. 

His widow, Toni, 40, the mother of the two youngest of his four children, said: "You cannot describe the feelings I have. I am so proud 
of him. He was a larger-than-life character. He just got on with it. He loved his job. He did what had to be done... He would be 
chuffed about this." 
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The extraordinary honour of a second George Medal was recommended in recognition of his remarkable actions in two separate 
incidents in May and July 2008. WO O'Donnell, who had disposed of more than 50 roadside bombs during his tour, had placed 
himself in immense personal danger in order to protect his comrades, the citation read. 

"No one who met him ever forgot him," said Major Russell Lewis, who won the Military Cross for the courage he showed commanding 
a company of the 2nd Battalion, The Parachute Regiment, in Afghanistan. "I have seen many brave soldiers and he was one of the 
bravest I've ever seen. What he did was way beyond being above and beyond the call of duty." 

It was WO O'Donnell's duty to make the long, lonely walk to defuse explosive devices. Having served twice in Afghanistan, as well as 
Iraq, he had spent half of the past three years in war zones, tackling hundreds of deadly devices and saving an incalculable number of 
soldiers' and civilians' lives. 

"It was his passion and he took immense pride in making places safer for other people, the danger to his own life rarely seemed to 
affect him. If it did, he kept it to himself. He was a real character and a natural leader of men, his big smile often giving reassurance to 
the less experienced or more anxious," explained Lieutenant Colonel Dave Wilson MBE, Commander Joint Force Engineer Group, upon 
his death. 

Born in Edinburgh and educated at St Thomas of Aquin's High School, WO O'Donnell joined the Army in 1992, immediately 
displaying a talent for the work on operations in Sierra Leone and Northern Ireland. 

In May 2006, rockets were raining down on the main British base in Basra, Iraq, when a firing point was detected with a rocket still in 
place and the timer ticking. When WO O'Donnell arrived he opted to neutralise the device manually and chose to place himself 
directly in the firing line of the rocket so that he could disable it in the shortest possible time, reducing the danger to the 4,000 service 
personnel at the base. It was just one of several selfless acts that would see him being awarded the George Medal for "persistent 
courage" in saving so many lives at the risk of his own. 

Having already served one tour in Afghanistan in 2007, he returned the following year to help tackle the surge in roadside bombs that 
was proving such a deadly enemy to the troops on the ground. As No 1 operator and commander of an improvised explosive device 
disposal (IEDD) team of the 11 Explosive Ordnance Disposal, Royal Logistic Corps, he and his fellow soldiers defused 120 roadside 
bombs and dealt with the aftermath of 80 in just a few months. 

In May 2008, WO O'Donnell spent nine hours in 40C heat meticulously disposing of seven lEDs, which had been fitted with anti¬ 
tamper devices aimed at killing a bomb disposal expert, in the Upper Gereshk Valley. 

Two months later he was called to another part of Helmand, where a convoy had been stopped by a roadside bomb, making it 
vulnerable to attack. The warrant officer stepped in to tackle 11 bombs, working solidly over a 24-hour period. One of the bombs had 
been set up with a command pull and the Taliban attempted to trigger it as he walked towards the IED but failed to set it off. 
Undeterred, he went on to defuse the device anyway. 

While he was unfailingly professional and adamant that someone in his position could never be complacent, he talked with impish 
glee of the number of times luck had been on his side - such as the day he had jammed his finger into a clothes peg, a makeshift bomb 
trigger, just in time. 

But in September last year, as he approached the end of his six-month tour, the luck which had kept him alive against the odds ran out. 
He was approaching a booby-trapped bomb to try to clear a path for fellow soldiers when it detonated and killed him. 

For those who gathered in Leamington Spa three weeks later to watch his flagdraped coffin brought into St Peter Apostle RC Church to 
the sound of a piper, it was not just his bravery but his unquenchable zest for life which they recalled. 

Across his back he had a tattoo of the soldier's unofficial motto "Living the Dream" - and appeared to be doing just that. He was 
famous for his guitar playing, singing and the fact that he always managed to fashion a paddling pool to cool off in the heat of remote 
operations. Along with his broad grin and rapidfire jokes, the sound of his laughter was an almost permanent fixture of his presence. 

General Lamb said: "Gary O'Donnell - George Medal and Bar. Bigger than life. Brave as a lion. Look no further for your 21st century 
role models. These are our real heroes../

The rare and emotive 'Falklands' G.M. pair awarded Sailor Chiu Yiu Nam, Royal Fleet Auxiliary, a native Hong Kong 
crewman, who was present aboard the R.F.A. Sir Galahad on 8 June 1982 when she was bombed by three Skyhawk 
jets of the Argentine Airforce - Realising that soldiers were trapped inside the burning ship Chiu donned a protective 
asbestos suit and fought his way time and again through smoke and the flames into the bowels of the ship from where 
he led men to safety, only obeying the order to abandon ship when he was sure there was no one left alive - Of the 
Welsh guardsmen who survived at least ten were said to owe their lives to the 'remarkably modest' Chiu - It was only 
later after the Commanding Officer, 1st Battalion Welsh Guards, interviewed his guardsmen and heard about an 
unknown rescuer whose identity had been hidden behind a protective hood that Chiu was identified and his 
extraordinary gallantry publicly recognised

The following is extracted from Chiu Yiu Nam's obituary published in the Daily Telegraph on 7 March 2012: 

On the afternoon of June 8 1982, Chiu Yiu Nam was serving as a seaman in the Royal Fleet Auxiliary Sir Galahad, one of five Landing 
Ships Logistics (LSL) which ferried troops and stores around the islands, and were manned by British Merchant Navy officers and Hong 
Kong Chinese crewmen. Chiu, as one of the helicopter flight deck party, was also trained in firefighting. 

In an attempt to outflank Argentine positions, Sir Galahad and her sister ship Sir Tristram had been sent to Port Pleasant, on the south 
coast of East Falkland, and elements of the Welsh Guards were waiting to disembark when the ships were attacked by five Skyhawk jets 
of the Argentine air force. 

Three aircraft dropped bombs on Sir Galahad, one of which penetrated an open hatch, its explosion generating a fireball which swept 
through the tank deck, where many troops were and where ammunition and petrol were stowed. A second bomb exploded near the 
galley area, killing Chiu's friend, the ship's butcher, Sung Yuk Fai, and injuring many others. 

As the stores on the tank deck began to ignite and explode, causing intense local fires, the master of Sir Galahad, Captain Philip 
Roberts, was reluctantly considering whether to give the order to abandon ship. Chiu, meanwhile, realised that there were soldiers 
trapped inside. Wearing a protective asbestos suit, he fought his way through the smoke and flames into the bowels of the ship, where 
he was confronted by scenes of confusion and devastation. After leading out one man, he went back for another. He continued to 
return, bringing men to safety until he realised that there was no one left alive. Only then did he obey the order to abandon ship. In all, 
48 seamen and soldiers were killed and many more badly burned. Of those who survived, at least 10 owed their survival to Chiu. 

Chiu was remarkably modest about what he had done: on the journey home in the tanker British Test, Capt Roberts quizzed his crew 
about their role during the bombing of Sir Galahad without discovering Chiu's heroism. It was only later that the Commanding Officer 
1st Battalion Welsh Guards, Lt-Col Johnny Rickett (who had disembarked the night before the air attack), interviewed his guardsmen 
and heard about an unknown rescuer whose identity had been hidden behind a protective hood. Further inquiries revealed that this 
had been Chiu. 

He remained reluctant to be recognised officially for his bravery. In 1983, however, he agreed to fly from Hong Kong to London, where 
the Queen invested him with the George Medal . 

Chiu Yiu Nam was born in 1949 in Guangdong province, mainland China. He represented one of the last generations of locally- 
recruited sailors (others were from places such as Goa and Malta) who had helped man the Royal Navy's ships for hundreds of years. 
He retired from the RFA in 1989 for health reasons, and lived quietly with his mother and younger brother in Hong Kong. He declined 
an invitation to fly to London for the 25th anniversary of the Falklands conflict, but was flattered to receive a handwritten letter from 
Margaret Thatcher at a reception organised by the local branch of the Royal British Legion [See below, original letter included with lot]. 
He also met the Duke of York, who visited Hong Kong in 2010, and the Earl of Wessex, speaking to both princes through an 
interpreter. 

Locally-entered seamen like Chiu do not receive pensions, and when he died on 14 February 2012 he was dependent on monthly 
financial assistance from the Hong Kong government. His cremation was paid for by the Hong Kong and China branch of the Royal 
British Legion.

Robert Niven Ritchie was born on 1 7 January 1867 in St Andrews, Fife, Scotland. He entered the Royal Navy on 21 January 1882, aged 
15 years, as a Boy 2nd Class aboard H.M.S. Lord Warden. He transferred in this rate to Impregnable on 26 January 1882, and advanced 
to Boy 1st Class on 7 February 1883. He served next aboard Defence (September 1883), Repulse (January 1885) being advanced to 
Ordinary Seaman on 1 7 January 1885. He subsequently served aboard Rupert (August 1885), the Royal Yacht Caroline (February 1886) 
where he received advancement to Able Seaman on 1 August 1886, Excellent (February 1890) and then the Royal Yacht Osborne. He 
served in this vessel for 13 years until pensioned ashore with 18 years adult service as a Petty Officer (Rigger) 1st Class on 3 February 
1903. He was awarded his L.S. & G.C. medal in April 1895 whilst serving aboard the Royal Yacht Osborne. 

He enrolled in the R.F.R. at Portsmouth on 13 July 1906 and was mobilised on 2 August 1914 as a Petty Officer 1 st class aboard H.M.S. 
Victory I. He transferred to Drake on 25 August 1914 and returned to Victory I on 8 April 1915. He subsequently joined the armed 
merchant cruiser H.M.S. Andes on 21 April 1915, and continued to serve in this vessel for nearly two and a half years until 7 
September 191 7. 

Whilst his D.S.M. was in recognition of the arduous patrol work carried out in the North Sea in the latter part of 1915, Ritchie was on 
board the Andes to witness a remarkable action when, on 29 February 1916, Andes , in company with the armed merchant cruiser 
Alcantara , encountered the German raider Greif, disguised as a Norwegian ship, Rena. At about 0845 lookouts aboard the Alcantara 
spotted smoke off the port beam so her commander Captain Thomas Erskine Wardle manoeuvred closer to identify what the smoke was 
coming from, which turned out to be from the S.M.S. Greif. A few minutes later Andes reported that her lookouts had sighted a ship 
with two masts and a black funnel headed north-east. Two Norwegian steamers were also observed, flying their large flags. The two 
British vessels closed on the Greif until within range to signal one another. First Captain Wardle ordered the German vessel to stop and 
two blank rounds were fired. The Germans hove to and signalled that they were from Trondheim and were headed for Rio de Janeiro. 
At about 0940 the British were close enough to the raider, so they lowered a few boats with a boarding party to take command of the 
seemingly harmless steamer. At this moment the raider revealed her intentions, unmasked her guns and opened fire on the Alcantara at 
a range of 800 yards. The first discharge struck Alcantara's bridge which caused heavy damage and destroyed the communications 
equipment. Further shots hit and sank some of the boarding party's boats and also knocked out the Briton's steering gear. 

Alcantara increased her speed and began returning fire as the Germans attempted to flee towards the Norwegian coastline. Her first 
shot struck and disabled the Greif's poop gun, killing the crew in the process. For several minutes the two vessels duelled at close range 
until gun fire was heard by the Andes which was about five miles from the battle area. She closed to within three miles of the Greif and 
opened fire. Her first shots struck the bridge of the German raider and destroyed its steering gear. The Germans attempted one last 
desperate move, a torpedo attack. Greif launched two torpedoes at the Alcantara , the first one hit amidship and the second passed 
under the stern. By the end of the engagement, the British knocked out another German gun and set her fuel tanks on fire, one shot 
entered the hull of the Greif, exploded, and slowed the vessel to a sinking halt. Reports say that both the Greif and Alcantara were 
struck several times at or below the waterline which left the British vessel in a sinking state as well. German fire ceased at 1018 and a 
few minutes later the Royal Navy sailors spotted life boats being lowered from the burning Greif. 

The British kept up their fire and as the German commander climbed down the rope to his life boat, shrapnel struck him in the neck 
and he was beheaded. Several moments later Captain Wardle ordered his men to abandon ship and at 1102 the Alcantara was 
underneath the water. Around this time the Comus and Munster arrived and finished sinking the German raider. Wardle and his 
surviving crew were in the water for about twenty minutes before being picked up. An estimated 187 Germans perished along with 
seventy-two Britons, five officers and 120 Germans were rescued and taken prisoner by the Andes and Munster. 

Ritchie next joined Victory I on 8 September 1917, where he remained until demobilised on 12 February 1919.

Harry George Clark was born at Leyton, Essex, in 1895, and joined the Royal Navy as a Boy Seaman in January 1911. 

At the start of the Great War he was serving in the cruiser H.M.S. Lancaster. Other wartime seagoing appointments included the 
battleships H.M.S. King Edward VII (November 1915 to January 1916) and H.M.S. Royal Oak (1st May to December 1916), seeing 
service at Jutland in the latter warship. 

From August 1917 he was borne aboard the books of H.M.S. Europa, while actually serving in the Mediterranean on the Monitor M22. 
From here he was one of the handful of sailors who were co-opted for the expedition to the Caspian, travelling overland in trucks and 
trains in somewhat primitive conditions. 

In the Caspian Harry Clark formed one of the scratch crew of the converted oiler H.M.S. Venture , and would have been aboard her for 
the Caspian Flotilla's major action, the attack on Bolshevik forces in the port of Alexandrovsk in May 1919. His name is included in the 
list of men Commodore Norris wished 'brought to notice for the work they have done on behalf of the expedition'. 

The presence of British sailors in this out of the way little campaign came about because of Allied concerns to safeguard access to the 
Baku oil fields and stockpiles of cotton on the opposite shore of the Caspian. Additionally, there was a specifically British interest in the 
potential effect of turmoil in the Caucasus on the security of India - it was of importance to have stable and friendly regimes in the 
region. Very few troops could be spared, but small numbers to stiffen local forces and help with their training and organisation might 
further these aims. Naval involvement included the use of Motor Boats, and the conversion of ramshackle local trading vessels into a 
makeshift force. 

Returning to regular service in August 1919, Clark was promoted Petty Officer, and spent 18 months aboard the cruiser H.M.S. Dragon , 
before his discharge on medical grounds in June 1922. Sold with a computer disk containing record of service and other research.

Benjamin Cromack was born in Bradford, Yorkshire, in July 1894. A sheet metal worker by trade, he enlisted in the Royal Naval Air 
Service as an Air Mechanic 1st Class in November 1915, and initially served at R.N.A.S. Hendon and Manston, gaining advancement 
to Leading Mechanic in at the end of 1916. 

And it was in this latter capacity, in late May 1917, that he was selected to join the Handley Page 0/100 crew of Flight Lieutenant 
Kenneth Stevens, D.S.O. - no ordinary appointment, for said aircraft and crew were charged with undertaking a record flight from 
Manston to Mudros, a remarkable feat successfully accomplished after a journey of 2000 miles via Paris, Lyons, Frejos, Genoa, Rome, 
Naples and Otranto. 

And once settled in Mudros, Stevens set about planning a strike against the Goeben at Constantinople, having already accomplished a 
similar attack - for which he was awarded the D.S.O. - in April 1916. Here, then, the moment Cromack shared in an equally successful 
operation, his Handley Page, with Stevens at the helm, carrying out a similar operation on 7 July 191 7, when direct hits were obtained 
on the Goeben with two salvos of four 112-pound bombs dropped from a height of 800 feet - a nearby Turkish destroyer was sunk - 
before pilot and crew dropped two more bombs on the Turkish War Office for good measure. The full story of their gallant exploits 
appears in Keble Chatterton's Seas of Adventure, but suffice to say that Stevens was awarded a Bar to his D.S.O., his co-pilot and 
navigator D.S.Cs, and Cromack and a fellow rating D.S.Ms. 

Returning to the U.K., Cromack served in Dunkirk from October 1917 until March 1918, much of that time in 'A' Naval Squadron, and 
latterly as a Sergeant Mechanic in the newly established Royal Air Force. He was demobilised in early 1919. 

Between the Wars, Cromack was winner of the Bradford to London Motorcycle and Sidecar Race sold with copied service papers.

Alexander Hermann Dundas was born at Arbroath, Forfar, in February 1883, and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in May 
1898. Having then gained advancement to Leading Seaman, he came ashore in January 1907 and joined the Metropolitan Police, in 
which capacity he remained employed until being being recalled by the Royal Fleet Reserve in August 1914. Joining the armed 
merchant cruiser H.M.S. Calyx in December 1914, he was awarded his D.S.M. for his good work during protracted patrol work carried 
out by the 10th Cruiser Squadron in Northern Waters in the period leading up to May 1915, a period that witnessed the Calyx and her 
consorts board 926 ships, of which 259 were sent in with prize crews for carrying contraband - 'most dangerous work', often 
undertaken in appalling weather, and always with the threat of encountering mines or attack from enemy submarines. In fact 80 officers 
and 1185 men of the Squadron lost their lives in the period December 1914 to May 1915. 

Alcantara vs. Greif 

Transferring with his skipper, Captain Thomas Erskine Wardle, to the armed merchant cruiser Alcantara in April 1915, he was 
employed on further patrol work between Scapa Flow and the coast of Norway, prior to his ship's famous North Sea duel with the 
German raider Greif on 29 February 1916. At about midday on that date, in a position of 60 miles E. of the North of the Shetlands, the 
Alcantara was due to rendezvous with her relief ship, the Andes , when a wireless message instructed her to remain thereabouts and 
keep a sharp lookout for a suspicious steamship coming out of the Skagerrak. But it was not until about 8.45 a.m. on the following 
morning that Captain Wardle spotted smoke on the horizon on his port beam. During the course of making passage to this unidentified 
steamship, he received a wireless warning from the Andes that this was in all probability the vessel he was seeking, so Wardle signalled 
to the latter to stop, and fired two rounds of blank ammunition. By this stage the two ships had approached to within 1,000 yards of 
each other, the Alcantara coming up astern and lowering a boarding boat. At that moment, however, the "stranger" - which had 
Norwegian colours painted on her side and the name Rena - dropped her bulwarks and ran out her guns. She was, in fact, the enemy 
raider Greif. Deeds That Thrill The Empire takes up the story: 

'From the very first the British gunners got home on the enemy. His bridge was carried away at the first broadside, and then, 
systematically, our guns searched yard by yard along the upper works of the enemy, seeking out the wireless room from which were 
emanating the meaningless jargons that "jammed" the Alcantara's wireless. This had been set to work at once to call up assistance - a 
proper fighting precaution in any event, but doubly so in this case, seeing that it was quickly apparent the Greif carried considerably 
heavier ordnance than her own. Before long the enemy's wireless was smashed, and our guns promptly turned themselves upon the 
hull and water-line of their opponent. In a few minutes the Greif had a great fire blazing aft; a few more, and she began to settle down 
by the stern; and as the Alcantara's guns methodically and relentlessly searched her from stem to stern her return fire grew more and 
more feeble until, after about fifteen minutes' fighting, it died away almost entirely. On paper, judging by the difference between the 
armaments, the Alcantara ought to have been blown out of the water by this time; but, although she was hit frequently, the actual 
damage she sustained was almost negligible. The Greif was already a beaten and doomed craft when other vessels came up in answer 
to Alcantara's wireless. The first to arrive was the Andes , Captain George B.W. Young (another converted unit of the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Line), and a few rounds from her apparently completed the enemy's discomfort. Not long after, a "pukka" cruiser appeared on 
the scene; but it is reported that, seeing the Alcantara had already made a hopeless mess of her opponent, this cruiser clicked out the 
signal "Your Bird" and went about her other business! 
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But the fight was not yet over. The Greif had again begun to blaze away with the one or two guns that remained intact when there 
happened one of those misfortunes that are apt to occur to the most efficiently handled ships. An unlucky shot carried away the 
Alcantara's steering-gear, and her captain was immediately robbed of the weapon upon which he had chiefly depended for the 
destruction of his enemy - his seamanship. The Alcantara, though nearly all her guns were intact, became unmanageable, and for the 
first time in the action she was swung round by the seas into such a position that her full broadside was exposed to the enemy. There 
had, too, been no half-measures in fitting out the Greif for her work. She carried not only a powerful equipment of guns, but also 
torpedo tubes, and, although she was fast settling down in the water, she was able to bring them to bear now on a most favourable 
target - a big ship lying broadside on with disabled steering-gear. The first two torpedoes that were fired missed - in spite of the short 
range. The third caught the Alcantara squarely. Whereby it happened that after some twenty minutes of the most fierce and closely 
contested fighting the naval campaign had seen, the two principal combatants found themselves making headway towards the bottom 
in company. The Greif was the first to go. It is believed that, like the Moewe, she carried a big cargo of mines to be strewed where they 
would be most likely to entrap our warships. However that may be, she blew up with a tremendous explosion and went to the bottom, 
just a few minutes before the mortally injured Alcantara turned over on her side to find a resting place within a few hundred yards of 
her ... Of the 321 officers and men with which the Greif entered the fight, five officers and 115 men were rescued from the sea and 
made prisoners by the British destroyers that came upon the scene. The remaining 201 went to the bottom with their ship. The 
Alcantara's loss amounted to five officers and 69 men, of whom nearly all were killed by the final torpedo.' Dundas among them; sold 
with copied service record and other research.

The original recommendation states: 'However long the day, he cheerfully maintained all communications with coolness and great 
skill.' 

Norman George Thomas Evans was one of those recommended for a decoration in February 1944, following the Second Support 
Group's extraordinary achievement of destroying six U-Boats in ten days - rightly summarised by Their Lordships as 'a feat which is 
outstanding in the history of anti-submarine warfare'. It was remarkable, too, for the ensuing list of Honours & Awards, Walker 
collecting his fourth D.S.O. and one Petty Officer his fourth D.S.M. - and Evans' own recommendation was endorsed by Walker. 

He was serving in the sloop H.M.S. Woodpecker, under Commander Henry Pryse, R.N.R., at the time of the Second Support Group's 
spate of U-Boat victories in early 1944, and would therefore have been present at the destruction of the U-762 in the North Atlantic on 
8 February, and the U-424 just three days later, both confirmed "kills" being shared with her consort, H.M.S. Wild Goose, under 
Lieutenant-Commander D. E. G. Wemyss, D.S.C., R.N., while on 19 February, again in the North Atlantic, and this time in the 
company of Walker's command the Starling, he was present at the destruction of the U-264 - all of the latter's crew were picked up. 

On the following day, Woodpecker met her own end when struck in the stern by an acoustic torpedo - 'the after 50 feet of her 
quarterdeck had been blown in the air and folded back on top of X gun, so that the underside of the deck was now facing up to the sky; 
40 feet of the stern had vanished and the gallant Woodpecker that had so lately rejoined us from her refit now looked like a sad tailless 
duck' ( The Fighting Captain, by Alan Burn, refers). 

Taken in tow, she foundered on the 27th, but all of her skeleton crew were rescued before she went down. Evans was awarded the D.S. 
M., which distinction he received at a Buckingham Palace investiture held on 31 October of the same year. Whether he had been 
present at Woodpecker's successful engagements back in 1943, when she was commanded by Lieutenant-Commander R. E. S. 
Hugonin, D.S.C., R.N., remains unknown, but if so he would have witnessed the demise of the U-449 off Cape Ortegal on 24 June, the 
U-462 and the U-504, also off Spain, on 30 July, and the U-226 east of Newfoundland on 6 November.

Leslie Kemp was had previously been mentioned in despatches for his gallant deeds aboard the gunboat H.M.S. Ladybird (London 
Gazette 12 August 1941 refers), when she was badly damaged landing Royal Marines during "Operation Abstention", an ill-fated 
attempt to seize the Italian island of Kastelorizo, in February 1941. The original recommendation - for a decoration - stated: 

'Leading Seaman Kemp, as Chief Quarter-Master, was at the wheel during the whole period of the enemy bombing attacks on 25 
February. In the face of heavy and accurate bombing he showed considerable devotion to duty and behaved with courage and 
coolness during the attacks.' 

Later lending her support to the Tobruk garrison, ferrying in supplies and bombarding the enemy airfield at Gazala, Ladybird met her 
end on 12 May 1941, the same occasion on which Kemp won his D.S.M. Her skipper, Commander John Blackburn, R.N., later 
described events that day: 

'We were anchored at Tobruk on 12 May, when 47 Nazi bombers swooped towards us. My Chief Gunner's Mate saw the first plane 
dropping out of the sun shine, and it laid a stick of bombs so near that their explosion flung the crew to the deck. The there was a 
terrific screech, and there came another lot, one of which got us right aft, almost immediately putting the deck under water. Then 
another bomb got us in the engine-room. The ship shivered from stem to stern and was obviously sinking, but my men urged me to 
carry on. We were burning like hell amidships and fire was pouring out of the engine-room. I saw many of my men dash into the 
inferno and carry out the wounded, while the forward six-inch guns, pom-poms and machine-guns sprayed a hail of metal at the Nazi 
planes. 

The planes swarmed around us, dropping more bombs. By this time the wounded were helping to feed the guns as the planes swarmed 
around us. We got two of them. Rescue boats arrived from shore and took aboard the first of the wounded. We still kept firing our 
forward guns, but Ladybird was sinking fast with the water sweeping closer to the bridge every moment. Even then the sailors, gunners 
and officers, with fire all round them, and half the guns under water, said to me: "Carry on, sir, please." 

They stayed until, at the last minute, when the old ship was rolling for her final plunge. I ordered them to abandon ship. She went 
down with what guns we could man firing to the last.' 

The Ladybird had four men killed and 14 wounded. Admiral Cunningham, C.-in-C. Mediterranean, sent the following signal to 
Commander Blackburn: 'Great fighting finish worthy of the highest ideals and tradition of the Navy and an inspiration for all who fight 
on the sea.' 

St. Nazaire 

In what capacity Kemp was employed in the interim remains unknown, but by early 1942 he had joined the former American four- 
stacker Campbeltown , shortly to be allocated a key role in forthcoming "Operation Chariot" - namely to ram the southern caisson of 
the Normandie Dock in St. Nazaire, laden with delayed action explosives, thereby destroying the facility and denying the mighty 
Tirpitz use of the only suitable dry-dock on the Atlantic coast. Accordingly, over a two week period in March 1942, the Campbeltown 
was fitted out at Devonport and outwardly altered to resemble a German Mowe-class torpedo boat, while internally she was fitted with 
a special tank containing four tons of T.N.T. and eight-hour delay fuses which were to be activated two hours before she reached the 
Normandie Dock. Setting out on her final voyage with the raiding force on 26 March, she took over as Force Leader shortly after 
midnight on the 28th, when seven and a half miles remained in the run-up the Loire. Finally, at about 0130, with less than two miles to 
go, the German defences awoke. C. E. Lucas Phillips takes up the story in The Greatest Raid of All: 

'A continuous stream of projectiles of all sorts was now striking the Campbeltown , but so violent was the sound of our own weapons 
that the ring of bullets on her hull and the crack of small shells was hardly noticed; but when larger shells shook her from stem to stern 
none could be unaware, and what every survivor was to remember for ever afterwards was the unchecked flow of the darts of red and 
green tracer flashing and hissing across her deck and the quadruple whistle of the Bofors shells. Bullets penetrated her engine and 
boiler-rooms, ricocheting from surface to surface like hornets ...' 

With 200 yards to go a searchlight fortuitously illuminated the check-point of the lighthouse on the end of the Old Mole, enabling 
Lieutenant-Commander S. H. Beattie on the Campbeltown's bridge to correct his aim on the caisson. Having then ploughed through 
the steel anti-torpedo net, the old four-stacker closed on her collision course at 20 knots, and every man aboard braced himself for the 
impact. At 0134 the Campbeltown crashed into the gate, rearing up and tearing the bottom out of her bows for nearly 40 feet. 
Commando assault and demolition parties streamed ashore, while below the sea cocks were opened to ensure the Germans could not 
remove her before she blew up ... ' 

Whether Kemp had survived thus far is unknown, but even if he managed to get aboard a departing M.L., his chances of survival were 
negligible. He was 25 years of age, the son of Fred and Ruth Kemp of Leeds, Yorkshire, and is buried in the Escoublac-la-Baule War 
Cemetery.

Stoker Coulburn is listed as serving aboard H.M.S. Haslemere, a mercantile 
vessel hired as a Barrage Balloon Vessel on the formation of the C.M.B.B. section 
in July 1940. She was based at Sheerness and operated in the Western 
Approaches and in the English Channel, providing much needed cover for 
shipping from enemy air attack. Approximately 18 D.S.Ms. were awarded to this 
short-lived section which was disbanded in 1943.

B. gunner who remained at his post in a violent fire fight off Cap Griz Nez in July 1942, even when one of his guns 
was blown clean out of his much holed turret

'On the night of 20-21 July 1942, M.G.Bs 328, 322 and 601 were in action with superior forces of the enemy. Able Seaman Harris fired 
the starboard 0.5-inch turret with great accuracy and even when one gun was blown out of the turret and the turret riddled with holes, 
he remained at his post and continued firing with one gun until all his ammunition was expended/ 

Able Seaman Arthur Harris, D.S.M., like his Skipper, Lieutenant A. Gotelee, D.S.C., must have been wondering how M.G.B. 601 might 
handle in action as she made her way to the popular Coastal Forces' hunting ground off Cap Griz Nez on the evening of 20 July 1942, 
for she was a new 'D' Class Fairmile, none of which had yet run into opposition. As it transpired, given the tremendous punishment 
meted out to her by a far superior enemy force, she handled mercifully well, safely bringing back her crew of 14, several of them 
wounded, one fatally. 

Operating under the overall command of the very courageous Lieutenant H. P. "Pat" Cobb, D.S.C., in M.G.B. 328, and also 
accompanied by M.G.B. 322, the small force of Fairmiles came upon an enemy convoy which comprised at least one Merchantman, 
escorted by several Armed Trawlers and a number of R-Boats. Despite the odds, Cobb, in true Coastal Forces fashion, did not even 
hesitate, leading in an attack in the face of a truly terrible concentration of enemy fire. His command, 328, was repeatedly hit and set 
ablaze, finally going up with a large explosion, killing him and most of the crew. Meanwhile Gotelee in 601 was having an equally 
difficult time: 

'I was almost completely out of touch with the others owing to my wireless set having been blown to pieces, and thereafter I had to 
play it by myself. We succeeded in doing this for about 55 minutes and I like to think that by crossing the T of the convoy and keeping 
moving with varying speeds, mostly rather high, we did persuade the convoy to turn back' ( Battle of the Narrow Seas, by Peter Scott 
refers). 

Gotelee, like Cobb, was a 'Full Throttle' man, so his 'varying speeds, mostly rather high', possibly bordered on the modest side - he 
once set his dynamos on fire after a running fight of nearly an hour at full speed. Undoubtedly on the modest side was the above 
account he gave to Peter Scott, his No. 1, Sub. Lieutenant D.G. Algie, providing rather a more illuminating rendition of 601 's ordeal: 

'Action was joined by the Senior Officer indicating the enemy over a loud hailer. He opened fire on a target bearing Green 30 from this 
ship which had the effect of drawing fire from at least two other enemy ships on either beam, and these two targets were selected by 
this ship. Another large sweep was made by all three boats and the enemy again engaged on both sides. During this sweep a direct hit 
on the starboard side of the Bridge pierced the armour and wounded the Captain and Coxswain. The Captain now took the wheel and 
continued to cox the ship for the remainder of the action. At this time a Star Shell from ashore revealed the other two boats slowed 
down and fouling our line of fire from the only visible targets. We now became detached from the remainder of the force and touch 
was not regained at any subsequent stages. About this time a direct hit on the starboard 0.5-inch Turret [Harris' position] put it out of 
action and passed through the Charthouse which was set alight by their incendiaries, as was the turret, but these fires were quickly got 
under control. A further burst through the Charthouse passed through the port 0.5-inch Turret putting it out of action and seriously 
wounding the Gunner. Stoppages also occurred on the Pom-Pom and Oerlikon Turrets, the latter soon being remedied but the former 
could not be cleared. On action being rejoined with the Oerlikon a splinter on the pipe line put that Turret out of action ... ' (P.R.O. 
ADM/12363 refers). 

By 0120 hours all of 601 's main armament was out of action and her position perilous in the extreme. Smouldering and unable to raise 
assistance by wireless she crept cautiously along the coast towards Calais, finally setting course for home after ten minutes. Luckily, as 
related above, the new 'D 1 Class Fairmile had taken her punishment well and M.G.B. and crew made it home before dawn.

Similarly, a citation for the Croix de Guerre - 'For bravery during a patrol in no mans 
land, he came across a group of French troops who had lost their way. He took command of the situation and brought back all 
concerned to safety.'

John George Butcher was born in Leighton Buzzard, Bedfordshire on 16 January 1888. A Chauffeur by occupation, he enlisted into the 
R.N.A.S. as a Petty Officer Mechanic on 25 October 1914. Employed as an Armoured Car Driver. Discharged to the Army in 
September 1915. As an Acting Corporal in the R.A.S.C. he entered France on 5 September 1915 and travelling on, disembarked at 
Alexandria on 13 January 1916. 

Was employed as a Rolls Royce Armoured Car Driver. His service in Egypt when serving with No. 3 Battery Light Armoured Car 
Brigade, earned him a M.I.D. and M.M. In the Gazette entry of 6 July 1917 (in which Butcher is 'mentioned') General Sir Archibald 
Murray, G.C.M.G., K.C.B., C.-in-C. of the E.E.F. says of the armoured cars, 1 have already referred to the excellent work of the 
armoured cars and light car patrols on the western front. Their mobility, and the skill and energy with which they are handled, have 
made them an ideal arm for the western desert, where the sand is not so heavy as on the east. It is not too much to say that the 
successful clearance of the western oases and the satisfactory state of affairs which now exists on the western front is due more to the 
dash and enterprise of the armoured car batteries and the light car patrols than to any other cause, and the enemy has found many 
times to his cost that their range of action is far beyond that of any troops mounted on horses or camels.' 

He was still in Egypt just after the war, at the time of pro-Independence Egyptian Riots of March 1919. The War Diary of the 3rd Battery 
L.A.C.B. based in Alexandria, reads - 13th March] 'Both cars dispersing crowds & rioters'; 14 [March] 'No. 1 Car under Lt. Stains (?) 
kills 12 & wounds a few in ?. Ptes Crabb & Butcher wounded'; 15/16 [March] 'Both cars patrolling day & night in respective districts'; 
1 7 [March] 'No. 3 Car under Lieut. Turner meets a mob wrecking station 38 (approx) killed, many wounded'.

Edward Joseph Morgan Worley was born in Lewisham on 5 June 191 7. He enlisted into the Grenadier Guards on 13 October 1939 and 
joined the 2nd Battalion in July 1940. A month later he was posted to the 1st Battalion and remained with them until joining the 6th 
Battalion in April 1943, with whom he served in the Middle East, North Africa and Italy. He was awarded an Immediate M.M. for his 
part in the fierce action at Monte Camino, less than 20k from the infamous Monte Cassino. Worley was wounded in January 1944, 
spending over two months in hospital and was eventually posted to the 3rd Battalion in August 1944. He joined the 5th battalion seven 
months later and returned with them to the United Kingdom in March 1945. In October of that year he joined the 4th Battalion in 
Germany and was finally released in January 1946 with the distinction of having served in all six battalions of the Regiment. He died 
on 27 July 1996, aged 79. 

Lieutenant T. W. Huntington, 6 Bn. Grenadier Guards, was killed in action at Monte Camino on 7 December 1944, and is buried in 
Cassino War Cemetery.

As he reached the crest of a small feature, a Jap officer with drawn sword in one hand and a pistol in the other rushed 
forward towards the Coy Officer who was behind and to the left of L/Naik Bisram Singh. 

Undeterred by his sten gun jamming, L/Naik Bisram Singh attacked the Jap Officer with bare hands, overpowering him and eventually 
shooting him with his own pistol. As the Officer fell three Japs charged at L/Naik Bisram Singh with fixed bayonets. Acting with great 
coolness he threw a grenade at the advancing enemy and killed them within four yards of where he stood. He himself dropped behind 
a tree and was unharmed. Throughout the action, the great personal courage and complete disregard for danger shown by this NCO 
was a source of greatest inspiration to the rest of the platoon and contributed very largely to the successful capture of the objective.' 

Lance-Naik Bisram Singh, 2-7 Rajput Regiment, served as part of the 4th Indian Infantry Brigade, 26th Indian Division, 15 Indian Corps.

For the last two years he has served as Senior Engine Room Artificer Instructor at 
this base. His thorough and conscientious instruction has ensured a high standard of training for ratings joining the Submarine Branch. 
Apart from his instructional duties, he has been President of the E.R.A's Mess, where his experience and steady counsel and behaviour 
have been invaluable in educating young trainees into the ways of the Submarine Service.' 

William James Florence was a boy entrant at the time of the Great War, briefly serving as Boy Artificer and gaining entitlement to a 
single British War Medal - an award sent to him at Dolphin, so he was an early entrant to the submarine branch (T.N.A. ADM 171/102 
refers). 

Remaining a regular between the wars, and having been awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal, he was serving as a Chief Engine Room 
Artificer in H.M. Submarine Ursula on the renewal of hostilities, in which capacity he quickly saw action off Heligoland and was 
awarded the D.S.M. ( London Gazette 1 January 1940 refers), a distinction stemming from Ursula's successful torpedo attacks on the 
German escort F-9 and an R-Boat on 14 December 1939 - though her intended target had been the German cruiser Leipzig. In making 
his official patrol report, Lieutenant-Commander George Phillips, R.N., Ursula's captain, stated: 

'In addition to the attack against the screened cruiser with its shattering explosions and apparent imminence of counter attack, this 
patrol was marked by the frequency of night alarms and consequent diving without warning, when the majority of the crew were 
asleep. 

Without exception, the conduct of the officers and crew was beyond praise. THeir steadiness in the face of unknown emergencies 
represented the highest form of intelligent discipline ...While the conduct of the crew as a whole left nothing to be desired, the names 
of the following officers and men are brought to your notice with a view to official recognition for services during the action reported 
and / or previous good service in H.M.S. Ursula ... W. Florence, C.E.R.A., P/M 22672.' 

The Ursula continued to harass enemy shipping in the North Sea, and it is probable that Florence shared in her next success, the 

sinking of the German merchantman Heddernheim during a patrol in the Kattegat in March 1940 - a memorable occasion owing to the 

fact the enemy ship's Chief Engineer, who was picked up, became the first prisoner taken by a British submarine in the War; 

memorable, too, because he was so fat it took a hair-raising amount of time to squeeze him through the conning tower hatch! 

Florence subsequently became an Instructor at the submarine base Elfin, and was awarded his B.E.M. for the above cited deeds in the 
Birthday Honours List of 1945; sold with copied research, including a group photograph of Ursula's crew taken at Blyth in December 
1939, Florence among them. 


1631 A Second World War 'Italian Operations' B.E.M. group of four awarded to Company Quartermaster Sergeant C. L. 
Woods, Royal Army Service Corps 

British Empire Medal, (Military) G.VI.R., 1st issue (T/64119 C.Q.M.S. Charles L. Woods, R.A.S.C.); 1939-45 Star; Italy Star; 
War Medal 1939-45, these unnamed, slight edge bruising , good very fine and better (4) £200-250 

B.E.M. London Gazette 13 December 1945. 

Recommendation reads, 'This N.C.O. during the period 1 Apr 45-2 May 45 was Company Quarter Master Sergeant and as such was 
responsible for the rationing of the unit, which with attachments reached a strength of 1000. This strength was divided and subdivided 
into small detachments scattered over the 5 Corps front. Owing to the rapid advance, Supply Points were on occasions a hundred miles 
in the rear, which entailed a two-day turnround to bring up the rations to Coy. location, after which CQMS Woods supervised the 
splitting up of the rations and himself delivering to the smallest detachments. During the period it was usual for him to leave the Coy 
location at 1 700 hrs after a days work and not return until 0400 hrs the following morning. Great credit is due to CQMS Woods that no 
detachment was kept waiting nor had they to fall back on their reserve rations. This work was undertaken with enthusiasm and 
unfailing cheerfulness, and it appeared that this NCO searched his mind as to how much he could do more to help detachments in this 
difficult task. CQMS Woods went far beyond that which is required even of a good CQMS and was an example to all who came in 
contact with him.'

Information taken from Seedie's Roll indicates that Chief Petty Officer Weeda, Netherlands Fleet Air Arm, was awarded the B.E.M. 
when on attachment to R.A.F. Pembrock Dock. The award was not gazetted and date of investiture is unknown. 


1633 A fine 'Plymouth Blitz' B.E.M. awarded to Temporary Carter Thomas Penwill, Great Western Railway - for his work in 
saving the lives of 22 horses 

British Empire Medal, (Civil) G.VI.R., 1st issue (Thomas Penwill) with riband bar, in card box of issue, extremely fine

B.E.M. London Gazette 5 December 1941. "James George Thomas, Stableman and Thomas Penwill, Temporary Carter, Great Western 
Railway.' 'During an air raid Thomas and Penwill were on duty in Railway Stables when adjoining premises were set on fire. The two 
men began to transfer the 50 horses to a safer place when two high explosive bombs fell on the stables and both men were injured. 
After they had received first aid the two men continued working and twenty-two horses were saved. The conditions under which the 
work was carried out were extremely dangerous, and Penwill and Thomas showed courage and determination.' At the time of the 
rescue, Penwill, aged 56 years, was living at 23 Melbourne Street, Plymouth and had been employed by the Great Western Railway for 
18 months. The air raid which caused such devastation to a large portion of the town, including the G.W.R. goods station where the 
horses were stabled, took place on 23/24 April 1941. Penwill sustained cuts and bruises to his head during the attack. With original 
named medal forwarding slip and copied research. 


1634 A Second World War B.E.M. group of four awarded to Donkeyman Lucrezio Galea, Merchant Navy 

British Empire Medal, (Civil) G.VI.R., 1st issue (Lucrezio Galea); 1939-45 Star; Atlantic Star; War Medal 1939-45, these 
unnamedextremely fine ( 4 ) £ 200-300 

B.E.M. London Gazette 10 January 1941. 

Lucrezio Galea served as Donkeyman aboard the S.S. Whitecrest, of the Hall Brothers Steamship Company, Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

Recommendation: 'When the ship was attacked by aircraft (on 4 August 1940) a bomb holed her side, and came to rest on the stoke¬ 
hold plates without exploding. It lay close to the furnaces in front of the centre boiler. The Chief Engineer had it moved away from the 
fires so that steam could be maintained. It was decided to fit a hatch cover over the hole in the ship's side. While this was being got 
ready the Donkeyman tried to get the bomb lifted through a ventilator, but could not, so the Chief Engineer decided, as it had not yet 
exploded, to leave it till the repairs to the ship's side were finished. A stage was rigged overside and the Chief Engineer, perched on the 
top of the starboard boiler, and continually drenched with water, fitted and bolted a hatch cover. The Donkeyman helped the Chief 
Engineer throughout.' 

The Chief Engineer, Mr James Davison, was awarded the O.B.E. For the same action, the Fourth Officer received a Commendation. 

Third Engineer Officer Lucrezio Galea, of the S.S. Whitecrest , died on 24 February 1942. On 12 February 1942 the Whitecrest left 
Cardiff for Buenos Aires with a cargo of coal. On the 19th she lost contact with her convoy during a heavy gale and was never seen 
again. Officers and crew numbering 47 were lost ( Dictionary of Disasters at Sea refers). 

With original Central Chancery letter, dated 26 August 1942, inviting Mrs Gladys Galea, as her late husband's next-of-kin, to receive 
his B.E.M. With copied recommendation and other papers.

Recommendation reads: 'Sergeant Evans joined the Royal Corps of Signals in 
1951 and finishes his service at the beginning of 1973. He has served in many 
overseas theatres, earning three clasps to the General Service Medal. Throughout 
his career he has earned the respect and high regard of those who have worked 
closely with him. 

In 1966 he joined 2 Division Signal Regiment as a radio sergeant. However in 
1968, due to force of circumstances, he has had to assume the duties of Officers 1 
Mess Sergeant, a job for which he had no previous training. In barracks the mess 
caters for the Signal Regiment and an aviation squadron and in the field the main 
headquarters of 2 Division. 

From the start he tackled his duties with great enthusiasm and energy, redesigning the arrangements both in barracks and in the field on 
a more efficient and cost effective basis. In the field the task of feeding some 75 officers in relays and normally with a move every night 
is not easy. Sgt. Evans never fails to provide a very high standard, far higher indeed than would reasonably be expected. Additionally he 
frequently has to arrange special meals for important visitors to the headquarters in the field; both military and political.

(a) 'catalogue' includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, price list or 
other publication; 

(b) 'hammer price' means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) 'total amount due' means the 'hammer price' in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 
charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling; 

(d) 'deliberate forgery' means an imitation made with the intention of 
deceiving as to authorship, origin, date, age, period, culture or source which 
is not shown to be such in the description in the catalogue and which at the 
date of the sale had a value materially less than it would have had if it had 
been in accordance with that description; 

(e) 'sale proceeds' means the net amount due to the seller being the 'hammer 
price' of the lot sold less commission at the 'stated rates' and 'expenses' and 
any other amounts due to Dix Noonan Webb by the seller in whatever 
capacity and howsoever arising; 

(f) 'stated rate' means Dix Noonan Webb published rates of commission for 
the time and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(g) 'expenses' in relation to the sale of any lot means Dix Noonan Webb 
charges and expenses for insurance, illustrations, special advertising, packing 
and freight of that lot and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(h) 'bought-in price' means 5 per cent more than the highest bid received 
below the reserve. 

33 Vendors' commission of sales 

A commission of 15 per cent is payable by the vendor on the hammer price 
on lots sold.
